Constitutional Conventions 

A document birthed in controversy is understood by few and respected by fewer

In the past week, on television, I saw 
both a politician and a preacher make refer- 
ence to the signing of the Constitution in 
1776. Unfortunately for them, that was the 
Declaration of Independence. This is not just 
simplistic nitpicking; a relatively accurate 
grasp of history is crucial to understanding 
the Constitution’s purpose, as well as the 
final draft’s design. 

The American Revolution ended in 1781 
at the Battle of Yorktown, though the peace 
treaty wasn’t finished until 1783. In 1777, 
the Second Continental Congress had passed 
the Articles of Confederation (not ratified 
until 1781), which established this country 
as a confederation of 13 largely independent 
states, each with its own essentially autono- 
mous government. Ideologically and practi- 
cally, although from the country’s founding 
there were those in favor of a more centralized 
government, overwhelmingly the population’s 
loyalty was to its states; most of the popula- 
tion viewed a federal government as a nearly 
George Ill-esque intrusion. 

Almost as soon as the Articles passed, 
problems with the Confederation’s attempt 


to function as a nation of 13 political entities 
became apparent. Among the most pressing 
of these problems were international, as well 
as intrastate, political, and economic rela- 
tions; the need for a single currency; how to 
politically develop U.S. -con trolled territories; 
and the massive debts owed by each of the 
states, as well as by the Confederation itself. 

The Articles had already been amend- 
ed several times when the Constitutional 
Convention was convened in Philadelphia in 
May of 1787 in order to attempt a substantial 
and permanent repair. Only seven states were 
represented at first; that was just enough for 
a quorum. The need for a centralized govern- 
ment and for the states to be made whole 
politically must have been overwhelmingly 
obvious. As controversial as it must have been, 
the Convention soon abandoned the Articles, 
drafting instead a Constitution and mandat- 
ing a more powerful central government. The 
battle lines formed between the Federalists, 
who favored a strong national government, 
and the Anti-Federalists, who acknowledged 
the need for redrafting the Articles but were 
opposed to the Constitution. Along with 


this major issue, there was an astonishing 
number of other disagreements, representing 
a vast diversity of conflicting opinions, both 
between these two factions and, even more, 
within their separate ranks. 

Drafting the document was contentious, 
with things often looking as though they 
would fall apart, saved only by bitterly nego- 
tiated compromises. When the Constitution 
was finally drafted, no one was entirely happy 
with it. 

Then, for the document to take effect, nine 
states had to ratify it. There were numerous 
leaflets, newspaper editorials, and speeches 
arguing one side or the other. Finally, it was 
ratified (eventually by all the states, except 
Rhode Island and North Carolina). 

I’m going into this detail because central to 
the Constitution is that not only is it a docu- 
ment birthed in controversy, compromise, 
and ideological restraint; it is also one that 
represents nothing so much as an extraor- 
dinarily brilliant attempt to preserve and 
perpetuate those conditions. 

The Constitution actually does little more 
than structure three separate but equal branch- 


es of government, define each branch’s pow- 
ers, and then specifically delineate the powers 
of the states and the federal government, as 
well as the relationship between them. 

Consistently and concurrently with those 
definitions, it clearly and intentionally sets up 
a system of checks and balances designed to 
make it not too difficult to stall or even derail 
governmental direction, whether driven by 
one branch in conflict with the others or by 
all harmoniously together. 

The Constitution’s focus on these limited 
areas is emphasized by the Bill of Rights (the 
first 10 amendments to the Constitution) 
- driven by the Anti-Federalists’ commit- 
ment to responsive, representative govern- 
ment and their accompanying concern about 
one that was too centralized, powerful, and 
controlling. Equality of all citizens, as is 
made clear in the body of the Constitution, 
is brought home in the Bill of Rights. 
Economic and social differences between 
classes were not concerns at the time, nor 
were they addressed, but distinctions or

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inequalities within the public arena were 
- especially in regard to any class-specific 
privileges or restrictions. The document does 
not just confirm the equality of all citizens. 
It specifically denies and disallows any and 
all inequalities, differences, and conveyed or 
vested privileges when it comes to citizen- 
ship, politics, immunities, rights, and the 
law. There is no single group, class, religion, 
or ideology that is on a different level from 
any of the others. The broad idea was gov- 
ernance by constant, argumentative discus- 
sion, negotiation, and compromise. Ideally, 
almost all citizens should be unhappy with 
the government some, perhaps much, or 
even all, of the time. 

Unfortunately, the Constitution, as a living, 
ever-renewing document, has been ignored, 
sidestepped, or denied. Turning their backs 
on this truly great document, today’s so-called 
conservatives have instead demonstrated sur- 
prisingly unquestioning, partisan support of 
our current administration. The president and 
his party have become more important than 
the Constitution’s philosophical intent. 

Not just standing by, right-wing true-believ- 
ers have been, and continue to be, enthu- 
siastic and vocal cheerleaders for the cur- 
rent administration’s ambitions to elevate the 
power of the presidency, diminish the effect 
of the judiciary, and abridge the constitution- 
al rights of all citizens - especially in regard to 
dissent, due process, and enfranchisement. 

But the attack is not just from the right. 
One of the most striking things about the 


Constitution is not just its clear distrust 
of direct democracy, but the consequent 
protections against it, built in throughout 
the document - not just in its insistence on 
the balance of power, but also in its clear 
distancing of the president, Congress, and 
judiciary from public opinion and shifting 
national mood. 

“Democracy” is one of those sacrosanct 
terms that, simply by being uttered, atmo- 
spherically encapsulates and deflates dis- 
cussions. Being “pro-democracy” is good, 
as this position supports the power of 
the people as determining participants in 
government. Conversely, “anti-democratic” 
ambitions are evil, as that term implies a 
desire for inequality and the arbitrary impo- 
sition of law and power. 

Yet not so fast; stop and take a moment to 
consider. Sex is about as sacred as the human 
experience gets. Yet, rendered pomographi- 
cally, it can be morally corrupting, spiritu- 
ally debasing, personally destructive, and 
profoundly inhumane. In an analogous way, 
direct democracy and citizen-championed 
legislative propositions sound like ambitious 
acts of democratic purification but actually 
represent its corruption and negation. 

Whereas when drafting the Constitution 
the founders were clearly concerned with 
the issues of power gained by bloodline and 
vested privilege, there was equal trepidation 
among them about the fickle nature of pub- 
lic opinion, accompanied by a genuine fear 
of “mob” rule. 


The United States was cast as a consti- 
tutional republic, rather than a democ- 
racy, very specifically to remove government 
from the mundane fray, protecting it from 
demagoguery and capricious whims by lim- 
iting the direct ability of voters to influence 
or override legislators. The Constitution 
assumes that elected officials will operate in 
the country’s best interests. It is designed 
to give them plenty of insulation, in order 
to deliberate and legislate according to what 
they consider best for the United States and 
its people, no matter how controversial or 
unpopular their actions. 

Obviously, many sitting legislators do not 
fulfill this constitutional idea. Sorry - it is not 
because they are inherently or have been cor- 
rupted; it is because they are human beings 
with human traits. It is time to stop focus- 
ing solely on the flaws of the government 
and those who do the governing, as though 
they are inherently aberrant, immoral, and 
diseased. The proposition that if only dogs 
and cats gave milk like cows, life would be 
easier, is no more fantastic and irrational 
than expecting human beings to act like 
noble, imaginary saints. It isn’t going to hap- 
pen; nor should it. 

The seemingly overwhelming, all-too- 
human, and now systemic failures in gover- 
nance, administration, and implementation 
of universal social, economic, and political 
equality do not demean the noble experiment 
of the United States of America. The genius of 
the Constitution and this country is in how 


far it has gone toward allowing a vast, inher- 
ently disparate, ideologically, religiously, and 
morally diffuse and diverse population to live 
as much as it does in negotiated, agreed-upon 
civic harmony. 

The past is more than a fiction; it is a lie. 

People are constantly lamenting how this 
nation and the world have changed for the 
worse. This is reactionary romanticism, a pas- 
teurized, homogenized, idealized Dick-and- 
Jane version of America’s past - when doors 
were left unlocked, families went to worship 
together, and towns looked liked Norman 
Rockwell as rendered by Currier and Ives. At 
some point I will go into this much more. 

The future is unknowable. 

The present is misunderstood, out of focus, 
and more mundanely distorted than a warped 
fun-house mirror. 

The truly remarkable and almost com- 
pletely neglected miracle is how well our 
government has worked and how repre- 
sentative it is. The bedrock of this country 
is the Constitution. Everyone pays it lip 
service; fewer read it, and even fewer really 
respect it. 

The right has mounted a frontal, all-out 
assault on most of the values and rights 
that define us. But promoting term lim- 
its, campaign-finance reform, the abolition 
of gun ownership, legislation by citizen- 
originated and -approved propositions, and 
casual impeachment, among any number 
of other issues, finds the left not very far 
behind. ■

On Clifford's Legacy

This morning, as I watched the local news 
over a cup of coffee, I learned of the passing 
of one of Austin’s greatest and most defining 
members of the community.

He would 
take the stage for a song or two and always 
steal the show. The musician was a very young 
Stevie Ray Vaughan. A few months later I saw 
SRV and Double Trouble at Antone’s. I returned 
to Antone’s for many more shows since those 
early days. While my story is not unique, they 
were years that formed who I became. 

I have now lived in Austin for three years. 

I don’t make the club scene like I did when I 
was in my 20s. However, I chose to move to 


Austin because of people like Clifford Antone. 
I moved here because of Austin’s history and 
where the history has led us, and continues 
to lead us.

friend, on a bicycle, had the right of way as he 
approached an intersection where a car was 
sitting at a stop sign.

The Republicans’ desperate, cynical attempt to shore up their base - a 

proposed constitutional amendment to ban same-sex marriage - 

got shot down Wednesday morning in the U.S. Senate. Forty-nine sena- 
tors voted for the amendment, well short of the 60 needed to get the 
amendment process rolling. 

The Texas Republican Party completed its convention in San 
Antonio, calling for an end to all illegal immigration, the building of a 
border wall, and “No amnesty. No How. No Way.” The latter is appar- 
ently an example of the “American English” also called for in the plat- 
form as a national language. 

City Council meets today (Thursday) with a lengthy agenda, including 
a decision on the November bond package and ballot; an interminable 
list of consent items, zoning cases, and neighborhood plans; hearings 
on water supply strategies and taco stand regs; and what promises to 
be a lively consideration of the anti-McMansion rules duly proposed by 
a citizens task force. See “Beside the Point,” p.18. 

Legendary UT softball pitcher Cat Osterman ended her glittering 
career on the road in Oklahoma City, with a 2-0 Saturday loss to UCLA 
in the NCAA World Series. Osterman competed in the Olympics, and 
her record at UT included 136 wins, 85 shutouts, an NCAA record 
2,256 strikeouts, and an amazing 20 no-hitters. 

NAKED CITY 


Travis County turned a shade bluer Wednesday as District Court Judge 
Julie Kocurek officially retired her Republican spurs and declared her- 
self a Democrat. “I have to be honest with myself and choose which 
political party most honestly reflects who I am,” said Kocurek, the day 
before making a formal declaration at a Downtown reception. “My prin- 
ciples are much more in alignment with the principles of the Democratic 
Party.” Kocurek, who is pro-choice, said she is most concerned about 
the Republican Party’s stances on education, stem-cell research, and 
mental-health issues. For Democrats, the switch is wonderfully symbol- 
ic because Kocurek was a 1999 judicial appointee of former Gov. 
George W. Bush. Still, the former prosecutor went on to win the seat 
in 2000, with bipartisan support and the help of her prominent family 
name; her husband Kelly Kocurek hails from a long line of civic boost- 
ers. Her reputation for fairness on the bench carried her effortlessly 
through another election in 2004, when she ran unopposed. She said 
she will seek re-election in 2008. Political consultant David Butts said 
he and other Democrats had courted Kocurek off and on over the 
years, encouraging her to cross over. When he talked to her again two 
weeks ago, he said, “She said she had decided she was going to 
switch and she asked me to help her.” Of course, he gleefully accept- 
ed. “We’ve captured the only countywide Republican office,” he said, 
“without firing a shot.” - Amy Smith

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Budget Time 

Running all the numbers, 
we have to pay for what we need

Almost beneath the radar, the 2007 city budget tiptoed in 
on little cat feet two weeks ago, amidst much noisier mat- 
ters, like the ongoing McMansion dust-up, the complicated 
demise of legendary Roy’s Taxi, and the final discussions of 
the November bond election ballot. Having stumbled clumsily 
into midnight the previous week, the City Council cleared its 
decks for more convenient public testimony, and somewhat 
before the witching hour took up the rough shape of the actual 


ballot (see “Beside the Point”). Although the props themselves 
look more complicated than necessary, the real news hanging 
fire this morning (Thursday) is whether the council, during its 
morning consent agenda, will allow the bond package to grow 
another $55 million or so - a possibility hinted at from the dais 
last week - to accommodate audibly broad public support for 
deeper capital investment than the current $536 million pack- 
age would allow. As Brewster McCracken put it, amplifying a 
suggestion from Raul Alvarez, “So that’s less than a dollar a 
month, and you could get . . . $50 [million] to $60 million more 
then, for less than a dollar a month [in property taxes] for the 
median Austin homeowner.” 

Judging only from the draft ballot, which holds the total pack- 
age at the staff-recommended level, it looks like the members 
flinched when it came to actually boosting the numbers. If so 
- and I’ll be glad to eat my words next week - the greatest loser 
appears to be open space, which left the citizens bond commit- 
tee with an enthusiastic $90 million and has now diminished 


to a rather paltry $30 million in the version city staff folded into 
parkland acquisition ($50 million altogether). Affordable hous- 
ing was also cut, although not as much (from $67.5 million to 
$50 million), although that adjustment is at least defensible 
on the grounds that the city is still trying to figure out, step by 
step, how best to spend the money. The open space acquisition 
is more straightforward - the more money available now, the 
more land and conservation easements to be acquired (even as 
prices continue to rise) and the stronger hedge against future 
sprawl in the Edwards Aquifer watershed. 

The apparently diminishing dollars for open space does raise 
the question of what might have happened if the environmental 
community had been united in advocacy throughout the bond 
process, instead of factionalized and distracted by the disas- 
trous charter amendment campaign. Spending all that political 
capital (and a good deal of the ordinary kind) to beat up the 
council for months - in a badly losing effort - left the Springs’

self-appointed defenders two weeks ago with pre- 
cious little moral authority to speak on the city’s 
environmental responsibilities. 

Not that they seemed to notice. 

The To-Do List 

Like the bond initiative, the budget process is 
always a tale of competing needs, and the initial 
policy discussion that took place last week was no 
exception. The city is still emerging from a series 
of extremely lean years, and even though the staff 
is estimating a rise of roughly $38.1 million in 
income - to total revenues of $519.7 million - the 
numbers also foretell a $40.3 million increase in 
anticipated expenses. (The increases are what City 
Manager Toby Futrell likes to call “cost drivers” - 
rising health care costs, contracted pay increases, 
required personnel additions.) That makes for an 
effective $2.2 million deficit before they’ve even 
considered adding a single item, and in light of 
the major cuts that took place over the last several 
years, there’s plenty on the to-do list. 

The budget process is 
always a tale of competing 
needs, and the initial policy 
discussion that took place 
last week was no exception. 

Futrell calls these proposals “strategic add- 
backs,” to acknowledge the fact that we’re 
making up for lost ground (while the city 
continues to grow). The working total is a 
relatively paltry $7.2 million (reduced from 
more than $20 million in actual staff-assessed 
needs), with these highlights: 

• Community Services, $4.1 million - This is a 
broad-brush category that includes such things as 
animal shelter staff (cut by 10% while intakes are 
up 17% since 2002); a second day-labor site, in 
South Austin where the visible need is growing; 
inspection and zoning staff (with construction 
applications exploding); library and rec center 
personnel (cut radically during the downturn); 
even pay raises for lifeguards (untouched since 
1999). (Might also be called “CDBG Substitute,” 
because federal community development block 
grants have been radically cut under the Bush 
administration, leaving cities in the lurch.) 

• Public Safety, $2.4 million - adding forensic 
and property crime technical staff in place of more 


expensive officers needed elsewhere; adding EMS 
staff (53 paramedic vacancies), and replacing out- 
dated firefighting equipment. 

• Support Services, $0.7 million - a quite mini- 
mal response to $17 million cut citywide in 2003, 
to positions in purchasing, library, auditing, legal, 
etc. while the workload continues to grow. 

Everything That Rises 

Futrell’ s “bare-bones” numbers were based on 
taking advantage of the current rise in sales tax 
revenues while maintaining the “effective” prop- 
erty tax rate - that is, the rate that would bring in 
the same amount of revenue as last year. But that 
number - currently estimated at 40.62 cents per 
$100 evaluation - is in fact nearly four cents lower 
than the current (nominal) rate of 44.30 cents, 
i.e., what property owners are actually paying 
already. Each additional cent is expected to gener- 
ate roughly $5.8 million in new revenue, which 
means that a relatively modest increase over the 
effective rate - corresponding to a cut in the actual 
current tax rate - would easily cover that “deficit” 
and go a long way toward accounting for those 
necessary add-backs. 

Although Futrell was (perhaps understandably) 
indirect about that possibility, the council caught 
the breeze. “In looking at the numbers right now,” 
suggested McCracken, echoed by Lee Leffingwell, 
Jennifer Kim, and Betty Dunkerley, “we could cut 
the tax rate by 2.2 cents and still capture all of 
the efforts that we have made on this council, and 
the community has made, to build our tax base.” 
Accordingly, the council asked Futrell, when she 
returns with a proposed budget in late July, to run 
the numbers based on a rate of 42.12 - that is, 
2.2 cents under the current city property tax rate. 

But that cautious direction was all it took to set 
the Statesman editorialists, two days later, fulmi- 
nating against “raising city taxes” (“Property tax 
increase,” the May 27 headline scowled, “would 
be wrong move”). Amidst a whole series of mis- 
leading statements about the Legislature’s “tax 
cuts” and a gratuitous swipe at Austin ISD Supt. 
Pat Forgione (supposedly “rubbing his hands in 
glee” at the prospect of a school tax increase), the 
daily thundered, “Before adding to the taxpayers’ 
burden, the council must say what it’s going to 
spend the extra money on and defend it.” 

Note to Statesman: see “The To-Do List” above 
- one of numerous budget hearings to take place 
over the next three months. I guess during that 
part of the meeting, the editors had drifted away 
from Channel 6 over to Sex and the City. ■ 


BESIDE THE POINT 

Say a Prayer for Mrs. Murphy, Alas! 

In the late hours of City Council’s Thursday evening two weeks ago, Mayor Will Wynn 
spelled out four certainties for preparing November’s bond election. “Broadly, there 
are four things we have to come to consensus on. ... One is just the size of the overall 
bond package”; the second was the “technical packaging” - what projects would go 
where and with what. Third was ballot order, and fourth was the literal ballot language. 

Well, the first may be a (temporary) mystery, but the rest ain’t. Arriving over the 
weekend with the agenda for Thursday’s council meeting (that is, today) was ballot lan- 
guage for the bond proposals, currently breaking $536.4 million - which yet may grow 
a bit - in city staff’s final proposals, into seven propositions. According to spokeswom- 
an Rebecca Giello, the proposed package and language is a “solid working draft” for 
council’s consideration. Of course, all final decisions, especially funding, rest on the 
dais. Today, we’ll find out if the loose talk last week (primarily from Brewster 
McCracken and Raul Alvarez), about adding another $55 million - via a half-cent of 
taxing wiggle room - to the package was just that - loose talk, or a willingness to bite 
the political bullet. But the literal “technical packaging” of the props - the choices 
that will set the ballot for this November - looks pretty firm, and as published they 
no longer precisely coincide with the funding categories under public discussion for 
nearly a year. 

Our little proposals are all grown up now, and due to a delicate legal and political 
algebra, several are being split. Take, for instance, the $50 million allotted in total by 
staff for parkland and open space - as in cellular mitosis, the package has self-divided 
and recombined. The “open space” funds - $30 million at last tally, and the literal 
“open space” allotment advocated at length for environmental protection, but at con- 
siderably higher levels - have been bundled with $95 million in drainage funds, for the 
$125 million total of Prop. 2. The remaining $20 million in land-acquisition funds for 
designated parkland are now lumped together with pool and play-scape renovations - 
plus the proposed North Austin Recreation Center, and a new skate park and BMX cen- 
ter- and rolled into Prop. 3, a $85.2 million park package. Similarly, Prop. 6 collects 
proposed “cultural facilities” funds (council-added funds for the Asian American 
Cultural Center, Austin Film Studios, the Mexican American Cultural Center, and 
Zachary Scott Theater) at $25 million. The creative redistribution didn’t happen to all 
the props - the remaining four are singular in mission (transportation, affordable hous- 
ing, the central library, and the public safety infrastructure). 

Certainly, there’s a political calculus in pairing open-space funds (which explicitly tar- 
get Edwards Aquifer-protection lands for acquisition) with drainage (the most expen- 
sive, least sexy need after transportation). But the council was also mindful of legal 
considerations, namely that all of the items in a particular proposition, under state law, 
must relate to each other. For instance, citing guidance from the Attorney General’s 
office, city attorneys said the kinds of land acquisition were separated because the 
uses weren’t sufficiently related (“parkland” is public, while “open space” is to be pre- 
served and mostly people-free). 

The more directly political consideration is the actual ballot language - specifically, 
how specific council wants to get in describing the items for voters. Nowhere does the 
proposed ballot language name any of the individual projects listed above, or cited at 
length in staff “needs assessments”; instead, we hear of “improving drainage facili- 
ties” and “equipping cultural facilities.” At the meeting, Toby Futrell said listing the cul- 
tural facilities is a “policy choice” - considering the grumbling the late revisions creat- 
ed, council’s opted not to do so. The lessened specificity also creates greater flexibility 
in dispensing the funds for specific projects. 

Futrell and staff cited the cautionary tale of the Austin Museum of Art; in earlier 
bond elections it was named explicitly as a new building that never quite got built, 
because the recession and other problems killed its private fundraising - those city 
bond funds couldn’t be used elsewhere since they had been so specifically designat- 
ed. The bond balancing act, said Futrell, means “enough specificity that people know 
what they are voting on, but keeping the flexibility that you can move things around and 
stay within the intent of the bond package without locking yourself in.” We’ll see how 
taut the tightrope is pulled today. 

If that isn’t stressful enough, today’s the day of McReckoning. After a lengthy stint, the 
McMansion Task Force is ready to present its final recommendations for council 
approval. With typically timely decorum, the Flome Builders Association bought shock ads 
this week in the Statesman, proclaiming that should the proposed regs pass, Archetypical 
Everygranny “Mrs. Murphy,” living on her pension and rising land values, and therefore 
expecting a real estate windfall, will suddenly be a whisker away from cat food by candle- 
light. “Her home was her nest egg,” reads the FI BA’s site (www.austinhomebuilders.com) - 
not anymore, due to those “proposed, severe restrictions.” We’re pulling for you, “Mrs. 
Murphy.” And you “Mr. Smith,” and you, “Mr. and Mrs. Jones,” your impecunious plights - 
Real Names Withheld to Protect the Landlords - vague enough to be my very own! 

Lastly, today marks the final official meeting of Council Members Raul Alvarez and 
Danny Thomas, about to step outward into the Great Undeclared. “BTP” assures them 
they will be missed - who else to Fight the Good Fight in Defense of the Grail of Anti- 
Gentrification? - joins in the thanks of a grateful public to Faithful Servants, and wish- 
es them long, leisurely Thursday evenings around the hearth, and in front of any chan- 
nel but 6. - Wells Dunbar

A visiting Travis County judge abused his discretion in sanctioning Save Our 
Springs Alliance chief Bill Bunch for filing a “frivolous” lawsuit against a 
municipal utility district, the 6th Court of Appeals in Texarkana ruled last 
week. But the court upheld the lower court’s order that SOS must pay attor- 
neys fees totalling nearly $300,000 to the Lazy 9 MUD, the utility outfit that 
will serve the controversial Sweetwater development of 1,800 homes 
planned west of Austin. The environmental group had hoped to win on all 
counts, but the mixed ruling provides some consolation because it relieves 
Bunch of the $5,000 fine assessed by Judge Bill Bender of Seguin, who pre- 
sided over the December 2004 trial. The news is doubly favorable for 
Sweetwater, as it follows closely behind county commissioners’ final approv- 
al of the mega development on deck for the Hill Country. - A.S. 

Detectives with the Austin Police Department’s Northeast Area Command on 
May 30 seized more than 5,000 counterfeited and/or pirated items - 

including CDs, DVDs, and Nike sneakers - from Tu Disco Latino on Westminster 
Drive. The investigation began with complaints about defective CDs made to 
the Recording Industry Association of America, which determined that the 
Northeast Austin business was not an authorized seller; undercover detec- 
tives working with the RIAA purchased the questionable CDs and determined 
they were counterfeit copies. According to APD, detectives seized more than 
4,500 counterfeit CDs (at an average cost of $14.80 per copy), nearly 300 
counterfeit DVDs (an average cost of $19.80 per copy), and more than 300 
pairs of counterfeit Nike shoes (at a cost of up to $250 per pair). APD is work- 
ing with the Travis Co. District Attorney’s Office on filing charges; at press time, 
no names of the accused pirate vendors had been released. - Jordan Smith 

In other APD news, police have charged 25-year-old Armando Torres with 
perjury in connection to claims he made that police had “roughed” him up 
during his arrest in March. Torres was originally arrested on March 7 for 
theft and aggravated assault on a police officer after he allegedly dragged 
and then ran over Officer Brenda Bermudez while driving a stolen car through 
an HEB parking lot on East Riverside Drive. Torres told Bermudez he didn’t 
have any identification on him, but Bermudez recognized him from a 
February 2005 burglary investigation - during which Torres allegedly knocked 
Bermudez over into a stack of milk crates - and recognized the green 
Subaru he was driving as a car that had been reported stolen the day 
before, on March 6. While waiting for backup to assist with Torres’ arrest, a 
struggle ensued and Torres tried to drive away with Bermudez trapped inside 
the car; Bermudez finally broke free but was subsequently struck by the 
Subaru as Torres tried to flee. According to APD, Torres later told detectives 
he’d been thrown between two patrol cars and was roughed up and “jawed” 
after being arrested. After an “intensive investigation” into the allegation, 
police reported June 6 that his accusations were false and that video and 
audio recordings made by in-car cameras prove Torres was not assaulted. -J.S. 

The Trust for Public Land, a nonprofit preservation organization, released 
the Travis County “Greenprint for Growth” Tuesday, the result of a nine-month 
needs assessment, to illustrate the necessity for conservation and to help 
prioritize strategic land-use plans. The Greenprint focused on the need for 
future preservation throughout the Colorado River corridor and creek corri- 
dors in the eastern portions of Travis County, infill and city parks in Central 
and East Austin, and aquifer recharge lands connecting existing city-owned 
water quality and habitat protection properties. TPL partnered with the city, 
county, and the University of Texas School of Architecture to conduct the 
study. According to a press statement, the project was completed thanks to 
a company that knows a thing or two about locking down ecologically-sensi- 
tive land. You guessed it - AMD chipped in the fattest share of the nearly 
$200,000 project cost. The study’s three priorities were: protecting water 
quality and quantity, including the Colorado River system and the Edwards 
Aquifer; providing equitable access to recreational opportunities and parks; 
and protecting sensitive environmental features, cultural resources, and local 
historic, scenic, and agricultural sites. Here’s a suggestion: Why not make 
that nice Lantana site a greenspace? See www.tpl.org for more. - Daniel Mottola 

County commissioners held their collective nose and passed a basic devel- 
opment permit on the Wilder tract this week. That gives Waste Management 
Inc. the ability to move dirt around the tract and set up grading requirements 
and erosion controls in anticipation of the Texas Commission of Environmental 
Quality’s approval of WMI’s landfill expansion permit. The Wilder tract is locat- 
ed on Springdale Road next to WMI’s current landfill. Given that WMI had met 
all the requirements of county code, county officials had no legal basis to deny 
the permit, but the fear that passage could lead to the appearance of an 
approval of WMI’s landfill expansion plans led to much hand-wringing among 
the commissioners. In order to close every loophole, County Judge Sam Biscoe 
eventually required WMI to sign a letter stating that the company understands 
the development permit - which gives the company the right to do nothing more 
than prepare the site for construction - is not an agreement to the landfill, just 
in case TCEQ is confused by the permit’s approval. - Kimberly Reeves 

UT journalism professor Robert Jensen, the mild-mannered radical author 
and activist with a nose for controversy, is in hot water again, this time for 
his religious beliefs - or lack thereof. Last December, Jensen joined St. 
Andrew’s Presbyterian Church, and later wrote about it, beginning, “I don’t 
believe in God. I don’t believe Jesus Christ was the son of a God that I don’t 

believe in " and explaining, “I didn’t convert in a theological sense but 

joined a moral and political community.” The St. Andrew’s congregation and 
its pastor, Jim Rigby - no stranger to controversy himself - welcomed 
Jensen, writing, “If politics is about how we treat each other, then [Jensen] 


is joining the church for the same reason the apostles did - to help save our 
world.” South Texas Mission Presbytery, the governing association of 137 
regional churches, is much less enthusiastic, and at its meetings this week- 
end in San Antonio will consider a recommendation from a “Listening Team” 
that Jensen’s admission to the church was “irregular and thus void.” For 
more info, see www.mission-presbytery.org/PresMtg/Meetings.html.

Toll roads and revised revenue forecasts have shaved about $8 billion off the 
projected shortfall of relieving traffic congestion in Central Texas. The Capital 
Area Metropolitan Planning Organization’s Texas Metropolitan Mobility 
Plan, which is being shopped around the region this week, still maintains it 
will cost about $27 billion to relieve Central Texas’ long-term traffic woes. 
Subtract revised revenue and toll roads, however, and the total funding for 
those needs now falls only $10 billion short. That’s compared to the $18 
billion shortfall projected only two years ago. CAMPO also has a list of short- 
term unfunded projects - those that must be done by 2015 - to alleviate 
current traffic tie-ups. To take a look at the plan, check out CAMPO’s final 
meeting tonight, at the San Marcos Public Library, 6-8pm.

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Hardly a week goes by without Accenture drawing fire for one snafu after 
another as the lead player in the state’s privatization experiment with public 
assistance services. The Houston Chronicle added a barrel of fuel to the 
controversy with last week’s report that at least 144 applications from needy 
Texans mistakenly ended up at a warehouse in Seattle. The reason? 
Accenture, the Bermuda-based outsourcing giant on the receiving end of the 
$899 million contract, listed the wrong fax number when it instructed folks 
where to send applications for Medicaid, food stamps, children’s health 
insurance, and other services. The documents included the applicants’ per- 
sonal information, such as Social Security numbers and medical histories - 
not the sort of details you’d want to end up in the wrong hands, much less a 
warehouse in the Pacific Northwest. It took months before the case of the 
missing applicants was straightened out, meaning Accenture and the Health 
and Human Service Commission didn’t commit to get to the bottom of the 
mystery until reporter Polly Ross Hughes started poking around and asking 
questions. In light of this latest revelation, the Texas State Employees Union 
has stepped up its public demands for state officials to follow the lead of 
several other states and yank the Accenture contract. “If state employees 
had compromised confidential information like this, they would be fired in a 
heartbeat. The same standard should apply to Accenture,” said TSEU Vice- 
President Mike Gross. - A.S. 

In other state health news, it’s always a little curious when an official resigns 
to spend more time with family, but that’s the reason Eduardo Sanchez pro- 
vided this week in announcing plans to leave his commissioner’s post at the 
Department of State Health Services in October. Sanchez notified the 
department’s employees in writing on Monday. Gov. Rick Perry, in a state- 
ment on Tuesday, praised Sanchez’s “unwavering commitment to improving 
public health for all Texans.” Perry also commended Sanchez’s role in lead- 
ing the state’s public health response to hurricanes Katrina and Rita. In 
2004, Sanchez oversaw the consolidation of the Texas Department of Health 
and mental health and substance abuse agencies. Sanchez, a physician, 
was appointed commissioner in 2001, succeeding William “Reyn” Archer III, 
who resigned in 2000 amid controversy over comments he made about 
blacks, Hispanics, and women. -A.S. 

The warm and fuzzy moments of a Texas flush with new revenue are over. Only 
a month ago, Comptroller Carole Keeton Strayhorn predicted Texas would see 
an additional $8.2 billion in revenue this biennium. That infusion of cash, 
however, was countered with reports of a $5 billion-per-year shortfall under 
the education bill passed during the special session. Only a couple of weeks 
after the end of the session, state agencies are being asked to make cuts 
twice as deep as last biennium, according to a letter sent to agency heads 
by the Legislative Budget Board and the Governor’s Office last week. Agency 
heads are being asked to submit budgets that are 90% of current spending, 
minus the pay raise approved by the Legislature during the last regular ses- 
sion. The only exceptions to the cuts will be the spending necessary to main- 
tain the caseloads of federal entitlement programs and to maintain the adult 
prison population, as well as the cost of debt service and the requirements 
for education funding, as outlined in the most recent special session. - K.R. 

Texas, like every other state in the nation, continues to grapple with federal 
requirements to put a teacher deemed “highly qualified” into every class- 
room, a requirement under the No Child Left Behind Act. The Department 
of Education has set strict guidelines on full compliance with the standard 
by the end of the next school year has and asked Texas to resubmit its plan 
to meet the “highly qualified” requirement, which means every teacher must 
demonstrate subject-area mastery in each subject taught and pass certifica- 
tion tests. It does not require any particular training for teachers or any mas- 
tery of pedagogy, such as classroom management, which many teacher groups 
consider to be suspect. Two early issues have emerged in discussions: Texas 
can no longer use alternative assessments, such as classroom experience, 
to substitute for veteran teachers taking certification tests. And school dis- 
tricts now are asking whether teachers who refuse, or fail, to complete the 
requirements after proper notice can be fired. The vast majority of Texas teach- 
ers, about 94%, do meet the federal “highly qualified” standard. Texas must 
submit its revised plan to the Department of Education next month. - K.R.

The Lame, the Halt, and the Parking 


It’s high noon on Friday, and Constable 
Bruce Elfant is cruising steadily through 
downtown, on the lookout for an increasing 
number of rotten scoundrels who apparently 
have no qualms about stealing precious pave- 
ment from the city’s most vulnerable citizens. 
As he turns along 11th Street and passes the 
Capitol, the normally mild-mannered, mus- 
tached Elfant gets a gritty look in his eyes 
and begins gesturing at parked cars. “There’s 
one,” he says. “There’s one. There’s one. 
There’s one. There’s one.” By some unimagi- 
nable coincidence, every single car parked 
along this particular block is showing a hand- 
icapped-parking hangtag, which allows the 
user to park at a city meter for free. In front 
of the attorney general’s office, more than 
half are sporting the blue tags, hanging from 
the rearview mirrors. The same is true of the 
streets surrounding the Hobby State Office 
Building on Fourth and Guadalupe. 

Is it possible that Texas state officials are 
so burdened by overwork - or have drunk so 
much of their own Kool-Aid - that it’s physical- 
ly disabled them? Perhaps - but Constable 
Elfant has another theory. “Maybe state agen- 
cies don’t provide their employees with park- 
ing,” he says. “Downtown parking has gotten 
scarce and costly. It can cost $150 to $200 
a month for downtown contract parking, but 
you can park for free at a meter if you can 
buy, borrow, or forge a handicapped hangtag. 
It’s really driven by laziness and economics.” 
Elfant says most abused hangtags belong to 


the drivers’ relatives, but some are being 
bought and sold at local flea markets, as well 
as on eBay. 

Elfant has been on a crusade against hand- 
icapped-parking violators for more than a 
decade, after he witnessed a wheelchair-bound 
elderly woman struggle across a parking lot in 
a thunderstorm because cars without hang- 
tags had taken all the handicapped spots. “It 
was awful,” he remembers. “The access was 
there for her.” None of the local law enforce- 
ment entities were seriously enforcing the dis- 
abled-parking laws. So, in 1995, Elfant built a 
citizen volunteer force able to ticket empty 
cars parked in handicapped spots without 
plates or tags. There are currently around 30 
volunteers, many of them disabled them- 
selves. They’ve written thousands of the 
$250 tickets over the years. 

But the volunteer force is unable to deal 
with cars with suspect hangtags, a crime that 
has increased dramatically in past couple years. 
They are not police officers, and therefore do 
not have the authority to match drivers with 
hangtags, and neither do the city’s parking 
meter enforcers. It’s even difficult for police 
officers to catch perpetrators, because the 
hangtags only display the last four digits of 
the driver’s license number and the person’s 
initials. That leaves only one viable enforce- 
ment strategy: Wait patiently and then ambush 
offenders when they return to their cars. 

That job belongs to Deputy Caroline 
Brammer, the only local law enforcement offi-

cer on the handicapped parking beat. 

She’s assisted by Clarence Holt, the 
constable’s handicapped coordinator, a 
quadriplegic who organizes the volun- 
teer effort from the county’s only voice- 
controlled computer, and who is himself 
out monitoring the city’s hot spots two 
days a week. He’s been a victim him- 
self of the widespread abuse of handi- 
capped parking - now it’s payback 
time. “I’ve spent an hour or more just 
circling a business, waiting for a suit- 
able space to open up,” he says. “But 
I don’t really take it personally. I just 
write a ticket. If you do the crime, 
you’re going to have to pay the fine.” 

The constable’s officers have seized 
100 hangtags in the past six months, but say 
they’ve hardly made a dent in the problem. 
Elfant issued a report last month that showed 
a full 20% of the roughly 2,000 vehicles 
parked at downtown meters had hangtags, 
and, if prior enforcement trends hold true, a 
full 65% of those tags are bogus. In addition 
to the denial of access for those who really 
need the service, that also means the city is 
losing hundreds of thousands of dollars a 
year in meter revenue. “That’s money that can 
be spent on city services or lower taxes,” 
says Elfant. “These people are essentially 
stealing from their fellow taxpayers.” 

Elfant says that increased enforcement will 
easily pay for itself, and is urging the city to 
pitch in. The City Council responded May 25 


with a resolution that directs the City Marshall’s 
office to address the problem. “It’s really just 
a matter of allocating more manpower,” says 
Council Member Lee Leffingwell, who spon- 
sored the resolution. “The city will use exist- 
ing resources for now, but we have plans to 
allocate money for additional officers in the 
next six to eight weeks.” 

Until then, the terribly outnumbered consta- 
ble’s office will continue its lonely fight for righ- 
teous asphalt. The days are long, and the park- 
ing is scarce. The scum will get away with free 
parking ... if they can. The only thing that 
stands in their way is an unassuming consta- 
ble, his overworked deputy, and dozens of vol- 
unteer vigilantes who wait in the shadows with 
a ticket pad and a mission. - Michael May 


Anarchist Soccer Rules 

Let’s get one thing straight about anarchism: Though there 
is little doubt that those who call themselves anarchists want 
to drastically change the way the world is run, they’re not a 
bunch of black-clad nihilists plotting their way toward chaos. 

At the most basic, anarchism (derived from the Greek “without 
ruler”) is the belief that an anti-authoritarian society based 
on mutual aid and self-governance is not only preferable to 
what we’ve got now, but also a viable alternative. Not surpris- 
ingly, the folks in charge of “what we’ve got now” don’t exactly 
cotton to that idea, and anarchism has long been given a bad 
rap. Recently, local groups associated with anarchism got a 
scare when it was revealed to a UT law class that Food Not 
Bombs and Austin Indymedia - two examples of everyday 
folks creating parallel structures outside of state-sponsored 
society - were considered worthy of inclusion the FBI’s Cen- 
tral Texas “Terrorist Watch List.” (Immediately following 
the incident, spokespeople for the FBI, both local and national, 


claimed they weren’t aware of any such list, though UT student 
Elizabeth Waggoner wrote a detailed recounting of Special 
Agent Charles Rasner’s presentation to her class on ... Aus- 
tin Indymedia!) 

With that sort of heat, one wouldn’t necessarily expect 
local anarchists to gather in public parks thrice weekly for a 
friendly game of soccer. But, in an attempt to bridge the gap 
between alternative and mainstream social groups, gather they 
do. According to a 33-year-old anarcho-athlete named Simon, 
the Sunday games at the Rosewood Recreation Center are 
best for newcomers to attend, regularly attracting anywhere 
from 45 to 70 folks of varying ages, genders, ethnicities, and 
skill levels. “Everyone compliments everyone else, even if it’s 
someone on the opposing team who has made a great play,” 
Simon says of the anarchist model of competitive sportsman- 
ship. “And, it’s not like people are running around with the ball 
in their hands. On the field, there are rules. Just no rulers.” 

It is from this weekly phenomenon of people playing friendly- 
like that Austin’s anarchist soccer team, the Texas Anti- 
Border(s) Patrol, formed. This July, the TABP will head to the 


10th annual Mondiali Antirazzisti (Anti-Racist World Cup) 

in Montecchio, Italy, the first team from the Americas to do so. 

“A central part of the Anti-Racist World Cup is to share infor- 
mation on local struggles,” says Cale Layton, an organizer of 
the upcoming Anarchist Soccer Movie Screening and Fund- 
raiser at MonkeyWrench Books. “We’re planning on bringing a 
multimedia presentation on the Minutemen and the increas- 
ing xenophobia in the US, and we’re asking people in Austin 
to [come] share their ideas on what we should present about 
these issues.” Though the players will be paying their own way 
to and from the Mondiali, this outdoor screening of the docu- 
mentary Football and Fascism (with beer!) hopes to raise 
money for the team’s print materials, which will be shared with 
192 teams from all over the world, including Albania, Germany, 
Burkina Faso, Cameroon, Czech Republic, Urkraine, Israel, Swit- 
zerland, and the United Kingdom. - Diana Welch

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Libertarian Ganders Goosed by Aleshire - 216 Times 



Libertarian Party of 
Texas Executive Director 
Wes Benedict admits his 
organization's finances 
aren't so perfect either. 


Over the last few city election cycles, 
Libertarian activists Wes Benedict and 
Arthur DiBianca have made minor careers 
as political gadflies by churning out campaign- 
finance complaints against opposing candi- 
dates and organizations of all stripes. So last 
week, when Benedict and his Libertarian 
Party of Texas got a taste of what they dish 
out every election season, even he had to 
laugh. “I’m sure your readers will enjoy the 
irony of the situation I’m in as much as I 
have,” the LPT executive director and ex-City 
Council candidate said of the complaint 
brought by former Travis County Judge (and 
political gadfly emeritus) Bill Aleshire. 

The Texas Ethics Commission has agreed 
(perhaps a little gleefully) to investigate 
Aleshire’s allegations and has set a mid-July 
deadline for Benedict, as well as LPT treasur- 
er Geoffrey Neale of Austin, and past trea- 
surer Anthony Garcia of Houston, to respond 
to the charges. 

“Gander sauce,” Aleshire said with a chuck- 
le. “What’s good for the goose is good for the 
gander. They were taking delight, even adver- 
tising on their Web site and in their newslet- 
ter, about everybody they were attacking under 
the campaign-finance law, and they didn’t 
have the decency to admit they were in viola- 
tion themselves.” Aleshire, now an attorney in 
private practice, credited some unnamed 
sources with piquing his interest in the organi- 
zation’s financial records on file at the Ethics 
Commission. After poring over reams of the 


LPT’s handiwork, Aleshire drew up a list of 
about 216 things he found wrong with the 
group’s reports from August 2004 through 
February 2006. 

Aleshire’s 52-page complaint alleges many 
of the same types of infractions that Benedict 
and company have accused others of commit- 
ting. “I admit and understand that campaign 
finance laws are tricky, but that’s not my 
point,” Aleshire said. “I think they’ve got more 
persistent violations than what they’ve point- 
ed out [in other complaints].” Aleshire notes, 


for example, that the LPT in 2004 accepted a 
$25,000 loan and hired Benedict before the 
organization appointed its campaign treasurer, 
as state law requires. The complaint also sug- 
gests that more than half of the $80,878 the 
group has received in contributions since 2004 
has gone into Benedict’s pockets, in excess of 
his reported monthly salary of $1,670, plus 
20% commission on party revenues. “There’s 
something funky going on there,” Aleshire said. 

Benedict, for his part, denies there’s any 
funky business in play, explaining that much 


of the money he received covered reimburse- 
ments for out-of-pocket expenses he made on 
such items as office supplies or postage. He 
also allowed that LPT has had a run of bad 
luck with treasurers since the state party 
hung out its shingle almost two years ago. 
“Obviously there were challenges if the LPT is 
on its fourth treasurer,” Benedict said, adding 
that he’s confident in the current treasurer’s 
ability to get the job done properly. While 
declining to comment further on specific alle- 
gations outlined in the complaint, Benedict 
went on to explain that the reason he files so 
many ethics complaints “is to demonstrate that 
almost nobody follows all of the rules, because 
they are so complicated,” he said. “I have never 
claimed that Libertarians are better at filling 
out campaign-finance forms than others.” 

In any event, Benedict and his research 
partner DiBianca are not likely to let one com- 
plaint against the LPT - albeit for 216 alleged 
infractions - disrupt their filing streak. Last 
week, the Ethics Commission agreed to accept 
DiBianca’s complaint against Advanced 
Micro Devices, for failing to identify the 
names of “employees and consultants” the 
company paid $10,000 to help defeat Props. 

1 and 2 in the May city election. And two days 
before Aleshire filed a complaint against the 
LPT, Benedict decided to take on the influen- 
tial political action committees of the Building 
Owners and Managers Association of Austin 
and the Austin Apartment Association.

Kinky News 

Independent gubernatorial candidate Kinky Friedman 
announced on June 5 a seven-point political-reform agen- 
da designed to get politicians out of politics and to open the 
political process “to the people,” he told reporters at his cam- 
paign HQ in Southeast Austin. Among the reforms Friedman 
says he would work to enact as governor are fair ballot access, 
making it easier for independent candidates to get onto the 
election ballot; same-day voter registration, a practice that has 
increased voter turnout in states that have enacted the mea- 


sure; lobbying reform, banning former officials or state employ- 
ees from lobbying the state Legislature for a period of two years 
after they leave state service; and providing for publicly-funded 
campaigns, by enacting clean-money campaign reforms 

already in place in seven states, including Arizona and New 
Mexico. As it stands, Texas law employs “everything but the 
poll tax” to suppress voter participation, Friedman asserted. 
From the restrictive rules applied to independent candidates 
seeking ballot access - rules that forced Friedman and Dem- 
turned-GOP-turned-indie candidate Carole Keeton Strayhorn 
to undertake massive petition drives just to have their names 
appear on the November ballot (petitions that the Secretary of 


State is still reviewing) - to the lack of a state law that gives 
the people power to place initiatives of referenda on election 
ballots, the state chokes citizen participation, Friedman says. 
“You shouldn’t have to be famous or rich to get on the ballot 
in Texas,” he said. “It’s time to bring Texas back to its inde- 
pendent roots.” (For more information see www.kinkyfriedman.com.) 

In other Kinky campaign news, Friedman told reporters that 
musician Jimmy Buffett has agreed to perform two concerts 
this summer - likely in Houston and Dallas, Kinky spokeswom- 
an Laura Stromberg says - to raise money for the Kinkster’s 
coffers. No dates for the shows have yet been announced.

Ethanol Usage, Production Heat Up in Texas 


Lately the alternative fuel ethanol has been on fire. The 
cleaner-burning, domestic, renewable fuel, commonly made 
from corn, seems be winning political and industry favor. 
President Bush, who for years couldn’t be bothered with alter- 
native fuels, now frequently mentions ethanol; investors are 
pouring billions into new plants (60 new facilities will join 100 
existing sites nationwide this year); and as public pumps 
become more plentiful nationally, generous tax credits from 
Washington will keep ethanol’s price at or below that of gasoline. 

Last week, HEB announced plans to open Austin’s first 
public ethanol pump at one of its gas stations (among five 
along 1-35), and guaranteed it will be 30 cents cheaper than 
unleaded gas. Add to the buzz the industry’s great white hope: 
cellulosic ethanol technology, currently being developed by 
a handful of worldwide companies, including one in Texas, 
expected to ultra-efficiently transform literally any plant matter, 
from agricultural and yard waste to recyclable paper to cotton 
clothes, into fuel. 

The ethanol craze has its critics. Environmentalists have 
blasted efforts by federal legislators to relax emissions stan- 
dards for ethanol plants, especially new facilities powered with 
heavily polluting coal. And oil industry analysts argue that 
although federal subsidies do lower prices at the pump, etha- 
nol is in fact less efficient and therefore more expensive than 
gasoline, and indirectly more polluting because it can’t be 
shipped by pipeline. Despite the criticisms, the industry - 
boosted by post-9/11 political considerations - is currently in 
the fast lane. 

Linder current technology, 85% ethanol is blended with 15% 
gasoline to create a product known as E85, usable in place of 
gasoline in over six million Flex-Fuel Vehicles, including com- 
mon pickups, minivans, SUVs, and sedans - 450,000 in Texas 
(more than any other state). With five ethanol plants close to 
construction in the Panhandle area, Texas will have 390 mil- 
lion gallons per year of production capacity by the end of 
2007. UT mechanical engineering professor Ron Matthews, 
head of the GM Foundation Combustion Sciences and 
Automotive Research Lab, said fuel economy can decrease 
up to 25% with ethanol but that its chemistry results in better 
acceleration. Automakers are increasing FFV production, he 
said. Compared to gasoline, ethanol cuts nearly all regulated 
vehicle emissions by at least 10%, according to the EPA, and 
has shown reductions in greenhouse gas emissions of between 
30%-40%, compared to gasoline in production and combustion. 

The state’s first public ethanol pump was opened by the 
U.S. Department of Energy’s Central Texas Clean Cities pro- 
gram, along with alternative fuel supplier and dispenser manu- 
facturer CleanFUEL USA in San Antonio last October. Since 
then, sales have jumped from 400 gallons to 5,000 gallons 
per month. Fleet and individual customers have increased 
from 400 to nearly 700, according to Curtis Donaldson, 
chairman of the National Ethanol Vehicle Coalition and 
president of CleanFUEL USA. 

Donaldson was on hand Thursday when HEB announced the 
offering of E85 at its 1-35 and Parmer Lane store and gas sta- 
tion, as well as at similar locations in Buda, Killeen, and 



Curtis Donaldson, chairman of the National Ethanol Vehicle Coalition, 
called HEB's plans to open Austin's first public ethanol pump later 
this year a "bold and forward thinking commitment." 

Schertz (outside San Antonio), as part of a Clean Cities’ effort to make E85 
available along 1-35 from Mexico to Canada. Fellow grocer Kroger made a sim- 
ilar announcement in mid-April, promising to offer E85 at 10 of its stations in 
Flouston and 10 in Dallas. Donaldson said another unnamed retailer will soon 
follow. Russel Smith of the Texas Renewable Energy Industries 
Association said hundreds of millions of gallons of ethanol are already flow- 
ing into Flouston and the Dallas metroplex as a replacement for the air quality- 
improving gasoline additive MTBE, which has been found to pollute groundwa- 
ter. He said many fleets have also embraced the fuel statewide. 

Critics have long challenged the energy inputs needed to produce ethanol, 
from the natural gas-based fertilizers used on corn crops to the fuels needed 
to operate harvesting equipment. But new, cellulosic ethanol technology, not 
yet perfected, promises to deliver higher energy-yield ratios, while utilizing 
everything from low-maintenance grasses to organic recyclables. The process 
also touts greenhouse gas reductions of 90% or more compared to gasoline. 

Cellulosic ethanol’s proponents are making equally bold statements about 
its potential. “It is our goal that the U.S. be fuel-independent in five to eight 
years from our efforts, along with that of others in the field,” said George 
Oerther, president of BioFuels Energy Corporation, located in the Rio 
Grande Valley town of Raymondville. His company is developing a 12-million- 
gal lon-per-year plant and capabilities to mass-produce smaller cellulosic etha- 
nol distilleries. In Austin, he said “those nasty weeds in Town Lake should 
make enough ethanol to fuel several of the city’s vehicles.” Green waste from 
tree trimming and refuse from produce terminals, both frequently disposed of, 
are also prime for local cellulosic fuel production, he said. 

Seth Snyder, section leader for chemistry and biotechnology at the 
Argonne National Laboratory said that, although America is becoming 
increasingly efficient at producing corn, cellulosic ethanol production is far 
more efficient. He explained that traditional ethanol production borrows liquid 
sugars from cattle feed-grade corn (still usable afterward) and distills it like 
whiskey, while the cellulosic method uses chemicals, acid, or steam to break 
down the tougher biomass (often stalks or chaff) and utilizes more complex 


enzymes, called cellulase, for distillation. Corn 
ethanol could supply 10% of America’s fuel 
supply in a decade, he said, but with the help 
of cellulosic, that number could rise to 30% by 
2030. Snyder pointed to another efficiency 
breakthrough tied to cellulosic ethanol, the 
possible use of lignin - the polymer that makes 
plants erect, which becomes a charcoal-like 
byproduct after production - to power the 
manufacturing facility itself. Lignin is burned 
like coal in a steam turbine to make energy. 

Oerther says one of his 12-million-gallon 
facilities would create about 38 jobs plus 
additional employment in the agricultural sec- 
tor surrounding it, and that growers would 
begin profiting almost double per acre com- 
pared to typical farming growing new fuel 
crops. Donaldson said he expects to see cel- 
lulosic ethanol in the mainstream by 2010. 
“For all practical purposes, we do not see a 
limit in the near future to building more distill- 
eries,” said Oerther. “Mankind will not be cru- 
cified on a cross of oil.”

LOCAL BIOFUELER 
EXPANDS INTO ETHANOL 

Austin Biofuels, the local distributor that first 
brought soybean-based biodiesel to Austin in 
2002, has announced its intentions to enter the 
ethanol business. Co-founder and engineer Kurt 
Lyell described preliminary plans to acquire a 
new rail spur and three nearby 35,000-gallon 
storage tanks that ABF would use to bring etha- 
nol into Austin, blend with gasoline, and distrib- 
ute throughout the area. While most ethanol is 
currently flowing out of the grain belt, Lyell hopes 
to tap the hundreds of millions of gallons of etha- 
nol production expected to be online in the Texas 
panhandle by the end of 2007 and said ABF’s 
goal is to be selling ethanol in Austin by July 
2007. Last week ABF also announced the open- 
ing of 12 new pumps of B20 (a blend of 20% 
biodiesel and 80% petroleum diesel) around the 
Austin area at Signature convenience store gas 
stations. Biodiesel can be pumped directly into 
any diesel vehicle without modification, and Lyell 
says the B20 should be priced comparably to 
petroleum diesel. ABF also retails B99 (99% 
biodiesel and 1% petrol) at two central Austin 
locations.

Can the Y Be Fixed? 

The Fix290 Coalition gets its first shot 
next week at convincing the CAMPO 
Transportation Policy Board - meeting 
Monday, June 12 at UT’s Thompson Center - 
to reconsider the Texas Department of 
Transportation’s plans for Oak Hill’s 
290/71 interchange - aka the “Y.” Highway 
290 bisects Oak Hill, and the “community 
alliance” of Oak Hill residents, anti-toll activ- 
ists, and Austin environmentalists wants to 
see a kinder, gentler version of TxDOT’s pro- 
posed elevated U.S. 290/SH 71 inter- 
change plan, which they believe could pre- 


serve the Hill Country character of Oak Hill 
and be integrated into the neighborhood 
plan currently under way. 

Theirs will be an uphill battle. The design 
of TxDOT’s 12-lane elevated bypass, moth- 
balled for almost two decades, is well on its 
way to completion, even though TxDOT has 
taken input in recent months on tweaking 
some elements, such as exits off lanes into 
surrounding neighborhoods. Once construc- 
tion is complete, the Central Texas 
Regional Mobility Authority will operate 
the toll road for TxDOT. 

The Fix290 Coalition’s alternative is a six- 
lane, nontolled parkway through Oak Hill, 
akin to portions of MoPac, which locals say 


would provide more opportunities to go to 
Oak Hill rather than pass through Oak Hill. 
Each plan has advantages and disadvantag- 
es. The TxDOT elevated plan would move 
more traffic through the corridor and into the 
Hill Country, but it does little to improve 
cross traffic and exhibits conventionally grim 
superhighway aesthetics. The six-lane Fix290 
plan preserves more land and Williamson 
Creek, but TxDOT argues the proposed 
roundabouts cannot carry the heavy traffic 
loads expected for the corridor, and that a 
parkway would mean almost no cross traffic 
in Oak Hill, making local businesses inacces- 
sible to drivers. Advocates argue that what- 
ever the possible drawbacks, the alternative 


offers a less expensive, less concrete-dense 
way to address the undeniable regional traf- 
fic issues. 

Adding to this debate is the fact that the 
entire U.S. 290/SH 71 project is a central 
piece of a much larger regional and statewide 
toll-road financing plan. As both CTRMA and 
TxDOT officials point out, the maximized fund- 
ing from the state that CTRMA expects is 
based on the region’s agreement to fund 
most of its impending road projects by tolling. 
Foregoing the tolling of U.S. 290 would, in 
theory, take both toll revenue and state revenue 
off the table.

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APD's Follmer Fired 

Austin Police Department acting Chief 
Cathy Ellison fired rookie Officer Joel 
Follmer on June 2 for his role in the Septem- 
ber arrest of 25-year-old Ramon Hernandez, 
who fled the scene of a traffic accident. 
According to a one-paragraph termination let- 
ter, Follmer was fired for failing “to meet the 
standards expected of a probationary officer.” 
Because Follmer was only several months 
out of the academy and still working on 
probationary officer status, his employment 
was at-will and not covered by civil service 
laws. As such, Ellison was not required to 
file a disciplinary memo detailing the reasons 
for his termination, and Follmer is not able to 


Radnofsky Talks 

The good news for Democratic U.S. Senate 
hopeful Barbara Ann Radnofsky: President 

Bush’s approval ratings in Texas are at 42%, 
according to SurveyUSA. If Dubya’s ratings are 
that low among the very people who catapult- 
ed his political career to the White Flouse, you 
know he’s screwing up. 

Now the bad news: The same pollster 
shows incumbent Sen. Kay Bailey Hutchi- 
son’s approval rating at 58%, a number that 
has held steady for at least the past year, con- 
sistently hovering around 60%. Nonetheless, 
Radnofsky is hoping that Flutchison’s unflag- 
ging support for the president will eventually 
pull that number down. Speaking to a handful 
of supporters at the Dandelion Cafe in East 
Austin on Monday, Radnofsky was hopeful that 
the way Flutchison “has tied herself to Bush” 
will turn into a boat anchor. 

“What’s happened in the last three months 
is even more dramatic than what happened 
after the hurricanes. There was before the 
hurricanes and after the hurricanes in terms 
of attitudes of people that this could be done, 
and there was a recognition of the cost of 
corruption in this society that has happened 
in Texas. But in the last three months, some- 
what corresponding with Bush’s decline in the 


seek reinstatement by appealing the decision 
to an independent arbitrator, or to the civil 
service commission. Flowever, Follmer’s civil 
attorney Tom Stribling says Follmer will try 
to get his job back through the termination 
review process reserved for “regular” city 
of Austin employees, and on June 7 filed 
the appropriate paperwork with the city’s 
Fluman Resources Department to initiate the 
process.

job back. Stribling says that, to his knowl-

Elsewhere in the nation, trying to coun- 
ter those poll numbers, Bush again pulled 
out one of his few remaining weapons, gay 
bashing, with a renewed call for a constitu- 
tional amendment to ban gay marriage. 

(At press time, the proposal was defeated in 
the Senate.) Radnofsky tackled that and the 
Republicans’ other distraction issue, immigra- 
tion, during a Q&A session with attendees. 
Obviously still mindful of which state she is 
trying to represent, she treaded cautiously. 

“I haven’t heard a cogent explanation [of how 
gay marriage threatens traditional marriage],” 
Radnofsky said, “but what I have heard is that 
people have religious feelings about it. And it is 
not my place to attack someone’s closely held 
religious beliefs. ... But what I can find is com- 
mon ground. And let me tell you the common 
ground on that issue: It’s why President Bush, 
and John Kerry, and I think every major 
candidate has endorsed and supported civil 
unions. When we have civil unions we have order 
in society. When we have order in society, we 
have partners who are able to get the health 
care they want at the doctor’s office as preven- 
tive care instead of going to the emergency room 
and being a burden on society.” Radnofsky 


edge, this would be the first time a rookie police 
officer has utilized the city’s standard termi- 
nation review process to seek reinstatement. 

Follmer was one of three officers indicted 
by a Travis Co. grand jury last winter on a charge 
of official oppression (a class A misdemean- 
or) for his handling of the Flernandez arrest. 
Officer Christopher Gray and former Officer 
William Heilman (who resigned shortly after 
the Flernandez arrest) were acquitted on the 
charge, and prosecutors later dropped the charge 
against Follmer. In April, then-Chief Stan 
Knee handed Gray a 70-day suspension for 
using excessive force (he repeatedly punched 
Flernandez in the lower back/kidney area 
while Flernandez was already cuffed and lying 
face down on the ground) and for “acts bringing 
discredit” to the department. -Jordan Smith 


emphasized that she does not support the 
constitutional ban on gay marriage that Bush 
is pushing (and that Flutchison supports). 

On the other big scapegoat of the moment, 
undocumented immigrants, Radnofsky said, 
“A wall won’t work. Sen. Flutchison just voted 
for 327 miles of wall, partially in California and 
Arizona. ...

“We must have a system where they can 
register, and the only way to get folks to 
register and come forward is to give them a 
path to citizenship.

The proposals to round them up and send 
them home, which is what Sen. Flutchison has 
said - again, derided by Michael Chertoff as 
costing billions - we’re talking a 4-to-5-billion 
[dollars]-a-year effort that won’t work.” 

But Radnofsky wouldn’t make that path an 
easy one: It would have to be “arduous,” she 
said. When asked to define that word, she said, 
“There’s no reason not to require English to be 
learned. And keep your nose clean ... com- 
pletely. Pay a fine. And be here for a sufficient 
period of time that you’re recognized as no 
risk.” And what would be a sufficient period? 
“Well, people are waiting 20 years now. There’s 
no harm in making them wait seven to 12 to 
20 years. And make them stand in line behind 
... those who are legally waiting.” - Lee Nichols 


Abortion: 
Louisiana's 
Punching Bag 

If you read an Associated Press interview 
with Louisiana Gov. Kathleen Blanco on 
June 1, you might be under the impression 
that the Gulf Coast state has little in the 
way of, oh, say, hurricane rebuilding to do 
- including the consequent social service 
rehabbing - freeing state lawmakers to take 
up far weightier matters, like criminalizing 
safe and legal abortion services. Yes, that’s 
right: During an interview last week Blanco 
said she would sign a ban on abortion that 
is moving through the state Senate. The bill 
would place a near-total ban on abortion, 
including an exception to the law only in 
cases where a woman’s life is at risk, but the 
bill does not include an exception in cases of 
rape or incest. Such exceptions would have 
“been reasonable,” Blanco told the ARbut 
said she wouldn’t reject the measure just 
because they weren’t included. 

If the bill makes it to Blanco’s hand, and 
she actually signs it, the measure will likely 
then travel to Washington, D.C., for a date 
with the U.S. Supreme Court, which would 
have to overturn the landmark Roe v. Wade 
reproductive rights decision in order to 
become law. Earlier this year South Dakota 
lawmakers passed a similar ban, which is 
wending its way to the Supremes. Under the 
Louisiana measure, which passed out of the 
state house last week on an 85-17 vote, doc- 
tors that violate the ban would face up to 10 
years in prison and up to a $100,000 fine. 

Not surprisingly, news of Blanco’s posi- 
tion did not sit well with Planned Parent- 
hood of Louisiana and the Mississippi 
Delta. “Elected officials should stop playing 
politics with women’s safety and start paying 
attention to the needs of this state,” said 
Julie Mickelberry, public affairs director 
of the state Planned Parenthood. “We need 
homes, good education, and sound health- 
care policy. We don’t need laws that threaten 
women’s health.” -Jordan Smith

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Fare Fight 

The pending sale of Roy's Taxi 
company raises a host 
of Austin memories

Lately, Mariam Nwoko has been doing more 
than shuffling her regulars back and forth across 
town. That’s hard enough; the AC in her van, one 
of 155 cabs in Roy’s Taxi’s sea-foam green fleet, is 
on the fritz, and the Texas heat is already here. But 
she’s also steering something greater: the United 
Cab Drivers Association, which she formed in 
opposition to a proposal she fears will drive many 
local cabbies out of the business - the sale of 
Roy’s Taxi’s franchise, including both the cabs 
and their all-important city permits, to competitor 
Yellow Cab Company. With 304 cars, Yellow is by 
far the biggest taxi company in town. Nwoko fears 
the purchase of Roy’s fleet - the second largest 
- will give Roy’s drivers no choice other than to 
swallow Yellow’s steeper lease and operator fees. 

Initially, the transfer looked to be in trouble. 
When the proposed ordinance allowing the 
transfer came before the Urban Transportation 
Board in April, it was unanimously rejected. 
Considered by City Council in early May, how- 
ever, it passed on first reading, a temporary for- 
mality - over the objections of dozens of drivers, 
who lit up the council chambers with vociferous 
objections until lam. On May 25, the council 
gave its second approval, by a more tentative 5- 
2 vote. Today (Thursday), the matter returns for 
all-but-assured passage on third and final read- 
ing; a 60-day wait follows before the changes are 
implemented. In allowing the sale, council and 
the city argue that Roy’s, its franchise recently 
renewed, legally can do what it wants with the 
business, and, effectively, the permits as well. 
The Association recently countered, filing a law- 
suit alleging the transfer violates antitrust laws 
aimed at preventing monopolies. 

Even if by some twist of fate the proposed 
transfer isn’t finally approved in its current 
form, the transition marks a turning point 
in Austin’s already complex taxi history. It 
definitely marks the end of Roy’s Taxi’s 75-year 
run of the city as a family business, its gauge 
slowly easing down to empty. Less than certain 
is what the end of Roy’s Taxi means for Roy’s 
drivers, a motley, hardscrabble family them- 
selves, soon to be scattered across the city. 

In Service 

Nwoko pilots her cab easily down East Seventh 
Street toward Austin Bergstrom International 
Airport. The front of the car is littered with 
papers, personal effects, and an enormous plastic 
mug of water and ice. Like most of Roy’s drivers, 
Nwoko owns her vehicle outright - in her case, 
a well-worn minivan. Nwoko ’s two years of wear 
on the ride look more like a civilian vehicle’s 10 
years, showing all the side effects of the daily 
demands hacks place on their cabs. “If you drive 
it for four to five years,” says Nwoko of a com- 
mercial vehicle’s life span, “you did great.” 

The old saw about spending money to make 
money is more than doubly true for cabbies. 


Drivers who lease from Roy’s pay up to $400 a 
week; owning her own ride, Nwoko pays $220 
weekly in terminal fees, plus maintenance, 
bonding costs, and additional surcharges (Roy’s 
takes 10% of credit card purchases, vouch- 
er fares, and Capital Metro-financed Special 
Transit Service fees for disabled passengers). 
But her greatest expense, unsurprisingly, is gas. 
Nwoko runs through two full $40 tanks a day, 
which brings a 40-hour workweek cost to $400. 
Recently, the city allowed a 10-cent gas sur- 
charge per mile, but Nwoko says the increase is 
too small to keep pace with rising prices. 

After all the fees are lumped together - around 
$775, says Nwoko - and deducted from her 
gross fares, a Roy’s hack takes home about 
$400 a week, in high season. And that’s not 
this one. “We’re going into the slow season,” 
Nwoko says. With students and citizens leaving 
the city for vacations, the summer travel season 
doesn’t shine on cabbies - only the increased gas 
prices. “It’s real slow from the end of May until 
September,” she says. “If drivers take $300 home 
[a week] in the summer, they’ve done great.” For 
drivers who rely primarily on airport fares for 
their livelihoods, Nwoko says, Yellow’s higher 
terminal fees will likely be insurmountable. 


Radio War 

Arriving at the airport, Nwoko drives head- 
long into a river of taxis. It’s the holding queue 
beside the airport, where cabs pool in a long 
line before traveling to passenger pickup. 
Tonight there are 80 or more, many with doors 
open and hatchbacks up - waiting. On the 
covered island to the side of the lanes, a dozen 
or so cabbies, several with varying African 
accents, talk loudly over a stainless steel table; 
a debit card machine, installed to streamline 
payment of the dollar surcharge the city charg- 
es airport cabs, sits broken; a weather-worn 
television broadcasts flight arrivals above the 
restroom doors. It’s a harsh, feverish place, like 
a muddy watering hole in drought season. “You 
bum up out here in the heat,” says Nwoko. “In 
the winter, you freeze to death. This whole 
environment is bad for your health.” Looking 
to the lanes, she estimates the wait for a fare 
this warm weekday at 2Vi hours. During peak 
travel times and weekends, there are more cus- 
tomers, but also many more cabs - so the wait 
can stretch above four hours. 

It’s a service served, primarily, by Roy’s and 
Austin Cab. There’s a noticeable dearth of Yellow 


taxis; of the approximately 80 cabs waiting, 
perhaps a dozen are from the larger company. 
“Yellow doesn’t service the airport,” says Nwoko, 
“because the wait times are too long.” Due to its 
higher fees, she says, “You can’t work for Yellow 
Cab [and] come here and sit all day.” An aviation 
control officer, overseeing the checkpoint clear- 
ing cabs into the terminal pickup, concurs. “It’s 
hard to get them out here at night,” he says. 

Yellow Cab president Jim Connolly says 
there’s less incentive for his drivers to wait 
when they can pick up fares elsewhere much 
more quickly. Unlike its smaller competitors, 
Yellow utilizes what Connolly calls a “fully com- 
puterized, digital dispatch system.” When a fare 
dials Yellow, the call is input into the system; a 
computer then sorts cabs by area and wait time, 
sending the appropriate car. “It increases the 
flow of service requests, the amount handled, 
and cuts the need for human interface and 
error,” Connolly says. “The majority of our calls 
are never touched by human hands [after the 
initial phone call] .... For many drivers, it’s a 
more productive use of their time to take [com- 
puterized] requests.” (At least one Yellow driver, 
who prefers to remain anonymous, disagrees, 
and says the company’s dispatch system is so 
overloaded “it crashes like every other week.”) 

Connolly admits his company charges its 
drivers more than Roy’s but says Yellow driv- 
ers receive a wealth of additional services. The 
steeper terminal costs ($270 a week compared 
to Roy’s $220) and lease fees ($90 a day vs. 
Roy’s $400-a-week average) apply not only 
toward Yellow’s advanced radio system but 
toward damage-insurance coverage. Unlike its 
competitors, Yellow covers all damage costs after 
a $1,500 co-pay from the driver. Additionally, 
Yellow sets up a maintenance-costs account for 
drivers; the company pays 10% interest when 
the sum reaches above $1,500. And in some 
instances, Yellow charges less than Roy’s: half 
of Roy’s 10% credit card surcharge, and no 
percentage of STS fares. 

Back at the airport, Roy’s employee Ray 
Castro says the company’s dispatch system is 
inadequate. Dispatchers first send out a call 
for fares at a general location, such as cross 
streets. Once a cab’s in that vicinity, the dis- 
patcher delivers the exact address, but drivers 
like Castro are frustrated by the lack of specif- 
ics. “That’s why a lot of drivers don’t use the 
radio [relying instead on airport fares],” Castro 
says. “I utilize it because I have my recorder,” 
he says, pointing to his rearview. He pushes 
a button, and a string of lights and voices are 
summoned - a device mounted there records 
the dispatcher. Like he is of his striking for- 
est-green upholstery, or his special brand of 
service, he’s proud of his recorder. “Thursday, 
Friday, and Saturday night, I give ladies flow- 
ers,” says Castro, who looks a bit like a diminu- 
tive Jimmie Dale Gilmore. “During the week, 
I give out bubble gum.” He’s only driven for 
two years but feels completely at home. “To 
me, this is not a job. I love this. I got a degree 
in accounting, but I don’t like that corporate 
world ass-kissing.” 

The Checkered Past 

The radio gap between the companies 
illustrates an unspoken truism - in recent 
years, while Yellow Cab’s business has steadily 
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Yellow Cab President Jim Connolly 


increased, Roy’s service has been in decline. 
That doesn’t help driver advocates when they 
lobby the City Council. And while drivers 
like Nwoko and Castro, and the majority of 
Roy’s cabbies, are simply hard workers strug- 
gling to make ends meet day-to-day - due to a 
couple of unfortunate, high-profile incidents, 
the image of Roy’s as a company has acquired 
some tarnish over the years. 

Founded by Roy Velasquez Sr. in 1931, Roy’s 
Taxi is the oldest cab company still servicing 
Austin. According to a company history posted 
online, Mr. Velasquez created the company 
to service Austin’s black and Latino citizens, 
who were denied taxi service due to discrimi- 
nation. The company’s open-arms approach 
extended to its drivers. “In 1967, Roy’s hired 
its first hippie driver, and the complaints rolled 
in,” reads the site. “But as the years went by, 
Roy’s continued to hire people who were of 
different races and different beliefs, without 
having to sacrifice business.” The company

has always had a relatively rough-hewn, free- 
wheeling image among both drivers and the 
Austin public, as being somewhat less polished 
but simultaneously more easygoing than larger 
companies. (The company reputation took 
a darker turn in recent years, after the 2000 
murder of two passengers by a Roy’s driver.) 

So the pending sale carries with it some 
flavor of an older, funkier Austin stepping 
reluctantly aside to give way to a newer, shinier, 
perhaps more efficient, but less homegrown 
corporate veneer. A bit of that cultural transi- 
tion is also coloring the public debate. 


Upon Roy’s death in 1981, ownership was 
passed to his five sons: Carlos, Gilbert, Richard, 
Robert, and Roy Jr. There have been persistent 
murmurs that some of the Velasquez brothers 
have been less interested in the company than 
their father; Jim Connolly told the Statesman 
that the Velasquez family approached Yellow 
about the sale, not vice-versa. However, several 
sources familiar with the discussion say that 
the large family isn’t completely in agreement 
on selling the business. The company’s ask- 
ing price is unknown, but the deal, consum- 
ing Roy’s attorneys for more than a year, is 
rumored to cost between $4 and $5 million. 

Roy’s can’t reveal the asking price - or 
much else, for that matter - as part of a non- 
disclosure agreement with Yellow; on attorney 
Chip Evans’ advice, the family has rejected 
media requests for comment, for fear of com- 
promising the deal. However, brother Robert 
Velasquez consented to a brief interview to 
dispel rumors. “Whatever happens in our 
organization, I believe that’s nobody’s busi- 
ness,” Velasquez says, but he maintains the 
decision required a “supermajority” of all five 
brothers. Evans says, “At this point, they’re all 
in agreement.” Velasquez also disagrees with 
the Statesman s reporting on the sale. “We 
were approached by Yellow about a year ago 
... [and] we thought about it for about six 
months. Yellow approached us.” 

Velasquez says the reason for the sale is 
simple: “We’ve gotten old.” Indeed, the old- 
est of the brothers are over 70. Passing the 
company to their progeny is also problematic; 
among the five brothers there are nearly 20 
children. “Austin’s not the same, like it used 
to be,” he continues. “The industry has got- 
ten too big. Twenty years ago, you could buy a 
car for $1,500; $2,000. Now you can’t buy a 
car for less than $15,000.” He admits “there’s 
some sentimentality” working against the sale, 
“but we have to lay out all the pros and cons. 
Everything was placed on the table.” 

“How can they deny us the sale after so 
many years in the business?” Velasquez asks. 
“We paid our dues in the community. . . . My 
oldest brother, Roy, he’s been involved in the 

continued on p.30 
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cab community for 50 years. I’ve been involved 
about 30 years.” He’s sympathetic to his driv- 
ers’ concerns but lays their future failure or 
success at their own wheels. “In this industry 
if you’re a cab operator and you have any 
kind of experience, you can make money ... 
[You can] gather your own private clientele.” 
Ironically, he allows that Roy’s comparatively 
easy management style may have left some 
drivers ill-equipped for the transfer. “Some 
of the problem we’ve had is that we’ve been 
too lenient. But we’re from the old school.” 
Comparatively, he says, drivers may find Yellow 
“a bit more strict than we have been.” 

Yellow’s history is more convoluted. Bearing 
an archetypical name long synonymous with 
the profession, there have seemingly been “yel- 
low” cabs in Austin as long as there have been 
taxis. But Yellow’s current incarnation began 
in earnest as American Cab Company, debut- 
ing in 1985 with 100 permits. Ten years after 
its launch, American had bought the existing, 
ailing Yellow franchise, which had previous- 
ly incorporated another competitor, Checker 
Cab. The company called itself the unwieldy 
American Yellow Checker Cab Company when 
purchased in 2003 by the Texas Taxi conglom- 
erate, which operates Yellow franchises in 
Houston and San Antonio; when the franchise 
was renewed in January of last year, the name 
was abbreviated to Yellow Cab. 

A longtime Eastsider, local businessman, 
and taxi wonk, Ron Means (“Ron Means 
Business”), the co-owner and general manager 
of Austin Cab, says American’s initial media 
blitz highlighted a small but important aspect 
of the new company’s service: “American came 
into town and said, ‘We have door handles,”’ 
recalls Means. He remembers Roy’s circa- 1980s 
fleet of Chevy Impalas, their thin aluminum 
handles breaking off after little use; American 
arrived with an armada of sturdier-handled 


Dodge Diplomats. The Impalas’ shortcomings 
also applied to their trunks; keys easily broke 
off in the back hatch, so hacks had to use tools 
to jimmy them open. “You’d see a [Roy’s] car 
cruising down the street with a screwdriver 
sticking out of the trunk. ” 

Like the Velasquez family, Means is also the 
descendant of a taxi dynasty: his family launched 
Austin Cab in 1984 by buying the storied Harlem 
Cab company. Harlem was one of two black- 
owned cab companies serving the Eastside; the 
other company, Deluxe, folded in the mid-1970s 
when the City Council revoked the franchise for 
nonpayment of back taxes. (Under the pending 
transfer, Austin Cab is slated to receive 20 per- 
mits for displaced Roy’s drivers). 

Means is skeptical of the controversy sur- 
rounding the sale; like Velasquez, he chalks 
up the drivers’ suspicions to dislike of Yellow’s 
management style. While Roy’s cheaper fees 
create less work-fast incentive for drivers, let- 
ting them spend hours at the airport, “looking 
for that big lick” - a $70 fare to Georgetown, 
for instance - Means says Yellow expects more 


from its drivers. “Yellow’s M.O. is to charge 
the drivers as much as they can so they earn as 
much as they can,” he says. 

For all his knowledge of the local history, 
Means is less than romantic on the taxi life. 
“There’s only one way you could deny the sale 

- if Yellow is the big bad wolf. They’re not. 
Yellow pays the bills on time, keeps the cabs 
clean. They’re not the big bad wolf. They’re big 

- and bad - but they ain’t the wolf! . . . What 
is in the best interest of the public, their needs 
and necessities?” he asks, wondering why driv- 
ers’ “wants and wishes” should come first. 
“What is it about driving a cab that’s so fuck- 
ing intoxicating that these people couldn’t do 
something else? Who’s holding a gun to their 
head? All these drivers that are complaining 

- if you don’t like it, do something else.” 

Permit Me 

As Roy’s stands poised to become another 
Yellow acquisition, Nwoko and those opposed 
to the sale have thus far been unable to per- 


suade the council to stop the meter - on first 
reading, April 27, only Mayor Pro Tern Danny 
Thomas voted no, and on second reading, 
May 25, Thomas was joined only by Will 
Wynn. The mayor said he was concerned about 
approving the sale without a new franchise in 
place, as well as managing the allotment of 
future permits to any new franchise. But the 
majority council logic has run that the permits, 
like the business itself, are Roy’s to do with as 
the owners see fit, and that to deny the family 
ownership of a long-serving company its exit 
plan from the business is simply untenable. 

Nwoko thinks the council, in an excess of 
legalistic caution, isn’t properly asserting the 
city’s literal ownership of its own permits. “At 
all times, those 155 permits don’t belong to 
Roy’s, they belong to the city,” says Nwoko. 
“If they [the council] were gonna do the right 
thing, they’d take those permits and create a 
new franchise.” An alternate proposal from 
Council Member Betty Dunkerley - to approve 
the transfer while creating a new franchise and 
other conditions - has proven equally unpopu- 


PARSING THE PERMITS: 

How many is just right? 

When the Yellow Cab/Roy’s Taxi purchase proposal first surfaced, 
it was for a flat buyout of the franchise and the 155 permits owned 
by Roy’s. Following the Urban Transportation Committee’s recom- 
mendation of denial, Council Member Betty Dunkerley offered some 
amendments, hoping to please those in opposition. If the definition 
of a successful compromise is that it enrages all parties, thus far 
Dunkerley’s succeeded very well. 

Unlike other businesses, taxicabs - as common public carriers 
- are regulated by the city, to protect the public and foster com- 
petition. That means when a particular franchise - in this case 
Roy’s - wants to get out of the business, that creates a ripple 
effect in the local industry, necessitating city oversight. 

Technically, to approve the sale, the city must repeal Roy’s fran- 
chise while amending Yellow’s. Under Dunkerley’s motion, to ease 
the transition, the 155 transferred Roy’s cabs would have their 
conversion costs paid by Yellow. It’s “basically a paint job, decals, 
top-lights, meters, radios - stuff like that,” says Yellow president 
Jim Connolly. Additionally, Yellow would be ineligible for any addi- 
tional new permits over the next four years. 

The central controversy concerning Dunkerley’s compromise - aside 
from allowing the transfer at all - is the creation of 75 new taxi permits. 
Twenty would go to Austin Cab Company, giving another option to driv- 
ers reluctant to work for Yellow. The remaining 55 would be set aside 
for a new taxi franchise. Some opponents say the number of permits 
designated for Austin Cab appears arbitrary, while opposition against 
the 75 new permits is twofold: It’s too many, and it’s not enough. 

While it might seem contradictory, that’s Zak Foto’s position. A 
mechanic and entrepreneur, Foto got into the business of servicing

taxis and gradually began leasing cabs to drivers unable to buy 
their own. He has parlayed his work into his own auto shop on 
Airport, where he primarily services taxis. Many of the cars he sees 
are those he owns - his 16 leased Roy’s cabs, and 38 with Austin 
Cab Company. Combined, they represent his own makeshift fleet, 
called Capital City Cab Company. 

Along with Lone Star Cab Company, which applied for and was 
denied a franchise three years ago (because too many cabs were 
already on the streets), and proposed driver-owned cab co-op 
Longhorn Cab, Foto’s company is competing for the new permits. 
Their applications have all been submitted to the city’s Public 
Works department, where they’ll be vetted before going to the 
Urban Transportation Commission this month, then City Council for 


approval. If any or all of the applicants are found to be equally 
qualified, a lottery determines the winner. Foto and the competing 
applicants are eager for approval, but they fear the allotment isn’t 
high enough. Citing the enormous overhead costs of launching a 
new franchise - radio dispatch, service costs, insurance and more 
- he says 55 permits is far too few to turn a profit. Without suffi- 
cient permits, Foto fears a new franchise might fold in a matter of 
months. (They wouldn’t be permitted to sell to Yellow in the case of 
closure, however - Dunkerley’s proposal creates a moratorium on 
selling permits to any company controlling 60% or more of the 
market.) 

Conversely, the city is offering most of the new permits as a 
hedge against future growth. Of those 75, 11 are directly in 
response to current growth, the rough math being one new cab for 
every 1,200 new city residents, among other growth benchmarks. 
Four of the 75 permits are returned from Yellow Cab, leaving 60 
that would be effectively borrowed against future permits - mean- 
ing the city would be issuing that number in advance of actual 
demand. But they would be issued to real cabs and drivers, work- 
ing local streets and in competition for current fares. Foto feels 
dumping that many new permits on the streets will further clog an 
already crowded market, shrinking even more narrowly the mar- 
gins cabbies survive on. “More permits mean less money for the 
drivers.” Dunkerley is also concerned by the future borrow but 
says 60 is the fewest number the city can allow while still creat- 
ing a new franchise. She agrees, however, that “the fewer new 
permits we create, the better it is for the drivers.” 

The solution? As Foto and many other drivers see it, sell the 
permits to a new franchise - but don’t put more on the street now 
than are currently needed. “If they sell the permits to Yellow, and 
a new company comes in ... we’re finished,” Foto says. - W.D. 
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lar because it’s far too limited in scope. (See 
“Parsing the Permits,” p.30.) 

The appropriate thing to do, says Nwoko, 
is to sell 75 of the 155 permits to a new fran- 
chise. The three applicants currently vying for 
that opportunity - Capital City Cab Company, 
Lone Star Cab, and Longhorn Cab - are in 
agreement that the number of permits in 
Dunkerley’s proposal isn’t enough to establish 
a new franchise. 

Nwoko would then allocate 50 of the remain- 
ing permits as “portable permits.” Unlike the 
current system, where renewable permits are 
only granted to franchises, these would be 
issued directly to drivers. They would still reg- 
ister with a company of their choice, driving for 
them in a similar subcontractor position, but 
Nwoko feels they’d be granted more control. 
“It’s a change for the companies,” she admits. 
“They might feel they’re losing control of their 
drivers.” But she feels it would ultimately ben- 
efit the companies, by attracting “more sincere, 
responsible, adult” drivers. She then proposes 
allocating 20 permits to Austin Cab and 10 to 
Yellow for the remaining displaced drivers. 

Dunkerley says she’s “heard a lot of talk” 
about alternate proposals, but she hasn’t seen 
anything persuasive. Asked about the portable 
permit proposal, she says it defeats the pur- 
pose of the city’s franchising system. “I just 
can’t see the city getting in the business of con- 
trolling hundreds of individual cabs. I think it’s 
too difficult.” She emphasized, however, that 
she would “work informally” with the relevant 
companies so that Roy’s drivers preferring to 
work for the new company could keep their 
Roy’s colors until the new franchise is formed, 
instead of driving for Yellow. 

“That $270 versus $220 strikes you,” 
Dunkerley says of the difference in terminal 
fees. “But until you check into the type of 
things [Yellow includes] , you assume it’s better 
to drive somewhere else.” 
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The Meter's Running 

What is Roy’s now, if not a home for the 
displaced? Would-be entrepreneurs, recent immi- 
grants, and those on their third, fourth, or 14th 
career flock to Roy’s because of the relatively low 
start-up costs. Whether they will be able to fly solo 
under the Yellow banner remains to be seen. 

Nwoko is maneuvering around the cabbies’ 
kiosk, catching up with her co-workers while 
telling them about the gas-allowance increase. 
Suddenly, she’s holding a frantically sobbing 
female driver. The woman’s father is dying in a 
Dallas hospital, and she has no way of seeing 
him. “Don’t you worry, you’ll get your ticket,” 
Nwoko says, cradling her in her broad arms 
as she cries. “You’ll see your daddy before he 
passes.” Once the driver is calmed, Nwoko 
grabs a notebook and pen and begins taking 
donations from the drivers. Forty dollars is 
instantly collected from bystanders, all cabbies 
from different companies, to help purchase 
a Greyhound ticket and motel room. Nwoko 
seamlessly passes the ledger and collection 
duties to another driver. The efficiency with 
which the process unfolds suggests this sort 
of emergency isn’t an uncommon occurrence. 
Nwoko says the collections happen frequently, 
usually to assist with medical bills or similar 
family emergencies. Nwoko is good at it, too. 
“They kind of see me like a mother figure.” ■ 
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Blind Leading the Sighted 

Yellow Cab of Austin has become an employment option for 
people who are visually impaired 



Ever wonder what it’s really like at a taxicab 
company? If you’re old enough to remember 
the TV series Taxi, you can probably imagine 
Louie De Palma in his cage, barking out orders 
to Reiger, Nardo, and the others. 

If you never watched Taxi, it’s just as well 
because that kind of cab company is history. 
Over at Yellow Cab of Austin, they use comput- 
ers with mapping and geo-positioning software 
to track customers and drivers. The garage is 
immaculate, with seven bays, and they have 
their own body repair shop. The only one bark- 
ing - well, he barks once in a while - is King, 
the seeing eye dog. No surprise, since five of 
the current 25 or so call-center staff members 
are visually impaired. 

Louie would be positively livid. But not 
Tomas Smith, who, as communications man- 
ager at Yellow Cab, manages the call center 
and computer equipment. “One of our guiding 
principles is that we be an active participant 
in the community,” says Smith, who has been 
in the cab business since 1978 (the year Taxi 
premiered on TV). 

A little over a year ago, Smith received an 
unannounced visit from Denime Sadler, who 
has been completely blind since age 7. “I had 
no idea he was coming. I didn’t have any want 
ads in the paper. But he decided that I needed to 
hire a blind man to answer telephones,” Smith 
said. He convinced me he could get help from 
the Department of Assistive and Rehabilitative 
Services. . . . My intuition was he could handle 
the stress and excel. So I hired him.” 

Sadler, who prefers to say he is a person who 
doesn’t have “physical sight,” moved to Austin 
in 2004 from Mississippi where he had been 
attending college. “I had a friend here already, 
but it was a rocky start. My first service animal 
and I were in an accident with a tow truck. 
Although we both survived, the dog had to 
retire. But from tragedy came triumph: I got 
help from the state and a job here.” Sadler says 
he got the idea for working at the cab company 
because Capitol Metro contracts with Yellow 
Cab to provide transportation for people with 
disabilities. “I kept asking the cab drivers if 


there were any openings here, and one day 
they suggested I check it out myself.” 

Sadler said he recently helped form a coali- 
tion to help increase public awareness about 
issues for people without physical sight. “The 
blind need to be taught they can be indepen- 
dent and businesses need to be shown we can 
work just as well - if not better - than ‘normal 
people.’ Our unemployment rate is 70 to 80%, 
which is a disaster.” 

How hard is it to integrate people with dis- 
abilities into the workforce? Employers may 
complain about all the difficulties associated 
with the Americans with Disabilities Act, but 
a recent study by Cornell University says one 
of the obstacles to hiring people with dis- 
abilities is the negative attitude of supervisors 
and co-workers. Smith says he’s spoken with

people in state government, as well as with 
area-employment specialists about what Yellow 
Cab has done. “The toughest thing is to come 
to the realization that there really isn’t a differ- 
ence between a sighted and unsighted person. 
We all have our shortcomings, abilities, and 
disabilities. Once you can shed the prejudice, 
you’ll find a body of very willing, able, and 
motivated workers.” 

Smith said Yellow Cab had to make sure door 
handles had levers. The company also had to 
mark the bathroom doors with braille, make 
sure nothing was protruding into hallways, and 
install screen-reading software called Job Access 


With Speech (JAWS) on call-center computers. 
“Lortunately, we were already moving into a new 
building that was ADA compliant,” Smith said. 

Chad Nezat, who has been visually impaired 
since birth, came to Yellow Cab in July 2005 
after being laid off from his previous job. 
“Computer people at some companies don’t 
like messing with JAWS or claim it has secu- 
rity issues. Then there are times when JAWS 
doesn’t always work - that’s been my experi- 
ence with other customer-service jobs.” 

Unlike many of his sighted co-workers, 
Nezat has been touch- typing since the fourth 
grade and was ready to work with Yellow Cab’s 
computer system. “Most blind people learn 
how to type from an early age because we have 
to communicate in written form,” he said. 
Everyone may not realize it, but all computer 


keyboards are “braille,” Smith 
added. “If you look at the ‘F’ 
and ‘J’ keys, there are little 
raised areas - that’s basically 
all they need to get oriented.” 
Hugo Sanchez, who has only 
worked at Yellow Cab for a 
short time, also brings a skill 
some of his sighted co-work- 
ers don’t have: He is bilin- 
gual. “Speaking Spanish is not 
only a good asset for me, I 
also think it will help gener- 
ate revenue for the company, 
because we can provide some- 
thing for a segment of the 
population that might not get 
served otherwise.” Sanchez, 
who at age 44 is the most 
senior of the visually-impaired 
staff members, says there are 
more opportunities for young- 
er people with visual impair- 
ment today than there used to 
be. When he is not working, 
he is a proud father of four 
(his oldest is in the Marines), a 
ham-radio operator, and plays 
on the Austin Blackhawks, a 
world championship-winning 
baseball team for people with 
visual impairments. (For more 
information, visit the National 
Beep Baseball Association at 
www.nbba.org) 

Although other business- 
es have been blind to Yellow 
Cab’s success thus far, Smith is happy to report 
that the Yellow Cab franchises in San Antonio 
and Houston are also working toward hiring 
people who are visually impaired. 

“When we went into this, it was a learning 
curve. None of us had ever done it, but I got 
help from Ed Browning at DARS. Our San 
Antonio branch is currently moving forward 
with implementing the hiring of blind call-tak- 
ers, and Houston is not far behind. And there’s 
been an added bonus. We had to make a pretty 
big technical jump from old, dumb mono- 
chrome terminals to modern PCs so we could 
install the JAWS software. We liked the PCs so 
much better that we moved all of our software 
to them. Now, all of our call-takers have access 
to the new map software. This has helped the 
entire company.” ■

The CCA overturns Springsteen murder conviction

After nearly three years of waiting, on May 
24 the state Court of Criminal Appeals finally 
issued a ruling in the case of yogurt shop- 
murder defendant Robert Springsteen IV The 
court overturned Springsteen’s capital murder 
conviction and sent the case back to Travis Co. 
District Attorney Ronnie Earle for a possible 
re-indictment and trial. 

In a 5-4 decision, Judge Paul Womack wrote 
that, while the evidence against Springsteen 
was legally sufficient to support Springsteen’s 
conviction (thus avoiding the problem of dou- 
ble jeopardy and leaving open the possibility 
of a new trial), the admission of portions of 
a co-defendant’s confession into evidence at 
Springsteen’s 2001 trial violated the Sixth 
Amendment’s confrontation clause - a viola- 
tion serious enough that it could have affected 
the outcome of the trial, swaying jurors to 
convict rather than acquit, the court con- 
cluded. (The Sixth Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution guarantees that “In all criminal 
prosecutions, the accused shall enjoy the right 
... to be confronted with the witnesses against 
him.”) “We cannot say, beyond a reasonable 
doubt, that the admission of [co-defendant 
Michael] Scott’s statements did not affect the 
jury’s determination of [Springsteen’s] guilt,” 
Womack wrote. 

On Dec. 6, 1991, four teens were found 
inside a yogurt shop on Anderson Lane, 
stripped, bound, gagged, shot in the head, and 
horribly burned, in a fire police said had been 
set in order to cover the crime. Indictments 
were not brought until eight years later, when 
Earle announced that police had found the 
guilty parties: four young men who at the 
time of the crime were teenagers. Springsteen 
was tried, convicted, and sentenced to death 
in 2001; Michael Scott was convicted in 2002 
and sentenced to life behind bars. A third 
defendant, Maurice Pierce, was indicted by a 
grand jury, but in 2003 Earle dismissed those 
charges, claiming insufficient evidence. The 
case against Forrest Welborn was dropped 
after two Travis Co. grand juries failed to 
indict him. 

The state’s case against the four was almost 
entirely circumstantial. No physical evidence 
connected any of them to the grisly murders. 
As a result, prosecutors relied almost entirely 
on the individual confessions that Springsteen 
and Scott each made during lengthy, and argu- 
ably coercive, interviews with Austin police in 
September 1999 - during which Springsteen 
and Scott, separately, incriminated not only 
themselves but also each other as participants 
in the murders.

corroboration and to support the state’s theory 
of the case. But neither defendant could be 
compelled to testify in person, and thus be 
subject to cross-examination, without violat- 
ing his Fifth Amendment rights. On the other 
hand, allowing the written statements into evi- 
dence without the in-person testimony would 
violate the defendants’ Sixth Amendment right 
to cross-examine witnesses, defense attorneys 
pointed out, arguing that the confession of 
the nontestifying codefendant should not be 
allowed into evidence. In the end, however, 
District Judge Mike Lynch allowed redacted 
portions of Scott’s police statement to be read 
into evidence at Springsteen’s trial without 
affording Springsteen the ability to confront 
his accuser. The evidence was legal, the state 
has argued, because Scott’s statement was 
made to police against his own “penal inter- 
est,” and therefore qualified as an exception 


tections. Less than a year later, a unanimous 
U.S. Supreme Court weighed in on the subject 
(in an unrelated case, Crawford v. Washington), 
ruling that “[where] testimonial statements 
are at issue, the only indicium of reliability 
sufficient to satisfy constitutional demands is 
the one the Constitution actually prescribes: 
confrontation.” Justice Antonin Scalia wrote 
for the court, reversing 25 years of high court 
precedent outlining Sixth Amendment excep- 
tions - including those relied on by Earle’s 
prosecutors in the Springsteen case. 


Earle's Call 


Even following the Supremes’ no-nonsense 
edict, the CCA sat on Springsteen’s appeal for 
two more years, before issuing the Wednesday 
opinion overturning his conviction. Although 
the high court’s ruling ostensibly forced the 
lower court to agree that the testimony was 
improperly included, it did not necessarily 
mean that the court had to send the case back 
to Travis Co. Indeed, where constitutional 
violations are at issue, the court is required 
to conduct a so-called “harm analysis” to 
determine whether the violation likely affected

Springsteen and Scott were tried separately, 
but in each case prosecutors used the same 
strategy, offering as evidence not only each 
defendant’s confession, but also salient por- 
tions of the other defendant’s statement, as 


to rules that bar otherwise unconstitutional 
hearsay evidence. In June 2001, Springsteen 
was convicted and sentenced to death; after 
the trial, at least one juror told the Statesman 
that Scott’s statement factored heavily in the 
jury’s decision to convict. 

In May 2003, Springsteen’s attorney Mary 
Kay Sicola argued that the admission of Scott’s 
confession at trial was a clear violation of the 
Sixth Amendment’s confrontation clause pro- 


the outcome of the trial “beyond a reasonable 
doubt.” In Springsteen’s case, Womack opined, 
harm was likely done; although Springsteen 
confessed to police, that alone might not have 
been enough for jurors to convict. In fact, 
as often happens in notorious cases, dozens 
of people confessed to the murders, and the 
investigation was hindered from the start by 
unfettered leaks of evidentiary detail police 
had hoped to keep secret. 


Further, Springsteen ultimately recanted his 
confession, explaining that he was only telling 
police what he thought they wanted to hear 
in an attempt to end hours of questioning. 
Considering the confidentiality problems that 
had plagued the investigation, Womack wrote, 
“[In] this case, a repudiation of a confession 
may have carried more than the usual weight.” 
Indeed, in a seeming attempt to overcome 
Springsteen’s recanting, the state pointed to 
details of Scott’s confession that prosecutors 
argued were clearly corroborative and thus 
pointed to Springsteen’s guilt. “The introduction 
of Scott’s . . . statement was therefore vital to the 
State’s case; it was used to attack the veracity of 
[Springsteen’s] recantation and to inferentially 
connect the appellant to the crime,” Womack 
wrote. And prosecutors even “reminded the 
jury of the importance of Scott’s statement in 
its closing argument,” he wrote. Therefore, he 
wrote, the court could not say Scott’s confes- 
sion did not bear on the jury’s decision. (In 
her dissent, Presiding Judge Sharon Keller 
disagreed, coming to the rather astonishing con- 
clusion that trial “testimony reveals that, beyond 
a reasonable doubt . . . Scott’s written statement 
did not contribute to the jury’s conclusion” that 
Springsteen was guilty.) 

With the ruling, the ball is firmly back in 
Earle’s court and there are at least four possible 
ways the DA could react. Earle could ask the 
U.S. Supreme Court to review the CCA deci- 
sion, an option that, given the Crawford deci- 
sion, seems hopeless; he could dismiss the 
charges against Springsteen (as he did against 
Pierce) - a politically dicey move; he could 
offer Springsteen a deal for time served (nearly 
five years on Texas’ death row) in exchange for 
a guilty plea (and cross his fingers that 
Springsteen takes it), which would allow police 
and prosecutors to stand by their firm asser- 
tions that they actually caught and prosecuted 
the right people; or he could take the case back 
to trial (the boldest move, sure to generate a 
media circus), in the hope that Keller is actu- 
ally right, and that the dearth of evidence 
directly implicating Springsteen will still be 
adequate to send him back to prison. ■

Magdalene -

War vets testify that there’s nothing more 
painful than a stomach wound, but author Dan 
Brown’s novel The Da Vinci Code opens with 
the premise that a very old man with a slug in 
his gut, bleeding profusely, has strength and 
time enough to create an elaborate series of 
clues - and he drips blood only where it serves 
his purpose! Once you believe that, you’re 
prepared to believe anything. Brown may be 
thanked for instigating millions to contemplate 
ancient mysteries, but the history of Magdalene 
is more mysterious than any pulp yarn. 

Even our sources are few and mysterious. 
Jesus died somewhere between 27 and 35CE. 
The earliest complete manuscripts of the New 
Testament Gospels date from about 300 years 
later. Though we call them Mark, Matthew, 
Luke, and John and refer to their writers by 
those names, there is no hard evidence as to 
exactly when, where, or by whom the Gospels 
were written. Good circumstantial evidence 
exists (older manuscript fragments, references 
in ancient texts) for the hypothesis that Mark, 
Matthew, and Luke were composed 30 to 50 
years after Jesus’ death, and that John was 
written last, circa 100-120CE. We know that 
in their time they were not the only such texts, 
because Luke notes in his very first verse (New 
Revised Standard Version): “Since many [my 
italics] have undertaken to set down an orderly 
account of events that have been fulfilled 
among us, just as they were handed on to us by 
those who from the beginning were eyewitness- 
es and servants of the word, I too decided, after 
investigating everything carefully from the very 
first, to write an orderly account.” So by Luke’s 
time (circa 80CE), there were many written 
accounts of Jesus’ ministry, but we have no 
clue about their content. We know many more 
were written over the next three centuries. 
Few survive. A compilation titled The Complete 
Gospels, edited by Robert J. Miller, includes 17 
not found in the New Testament, dating from 
anywhere between the Crucifixion and 400CE. 
Several of these were lost for centuries until 
1945, when Egyptian peasants found a sealed 
jar of ancient manuscripts in a cave near Nag 
Hammadi. Scholars call this the Nag Hammadi

Library or the Gnostic Gospels. Among them 
are: the Gospel of Thomas (circa 30-150CE), 
the Dialogue of the Savior (circa 100-150CE), 
the Gospel of Philip (date uncertain), and the 
Gospel of Mary Magdalene (circa 80-180CE). 
Alas, those dates are only scholarly guesses. 
Like the New Testament Gospels, there is no 
proof as to exactly when they were written, 
where, or by whom. 

One historical revelation of the Nag 
Hammadi Library is that some of the earliest 
Christians believed Mary Magdalene to have 
been Jesus’ leading disciple. The Gospel of 
Thomas depicts the male disciples, especially 
Peter, angry and puzzled at the closeness of 
Jesus and Magdalene. There is no suggestion 
that they shared what we would call a “rela- 
tionship”; but women were not treated as 
equals in that era, especially in religious mat- 
ters, and Thomas shows some male disciples g 
chagrined that Jesus treats Magdalene as their £ 
equal - for in Jesus’ time, treating Magdalene < 
as equal or superior to men would have been 
far more shocking, and more revolutionary, 
than knocking her up. Sexual dalliances, and 
warnings against them, spark the Bible, but the 
Bible depicts not one instance of a man and 
woman sharing friendship. 

In the Gospel of Philip, the male disciples 
complain that Magdalene is the favorite of 
Jesus and that he often kisses her on the 
mouth. There is no indication that this is a 
lover’s kiss. In some Mediterranean cultures to 
this day, friends (male as well as female) kiss 
each other on the mouth in greeting, in part- 
ing, or for a kind of affectionate emphasis. As 
Miller notes in The Complete Gospels (p.108), 
on the shores of the Mediterranean, “Kissing is 
the equivalent of a handshake in our culture.” 
Again, Jesus is treating Magdalene as a close 
friend - shocking behavior back then. 

In the Gospel of Mary and the Dialogue of 
the Savior, she is emphatically the foremost 
disciple, receiving privileged teaching that 
Jesus tells no one else. In the Manichean 
Psalm Book, the resurrected Jesus entrusts 
to Magdalene the task of inspiring the other 
disciples. The Dialogue of the Savior calls her 


“the woman who knew All.” In the Gospel 
of Mary, Magdalene is resented deeply by 
Peter but defended by other male disciples. 
The Pistis Sophia also describes conflict 
between Magdalene and Peter, but Peter is 
rebuked by Jesus, who tells Magdalene that 
the Spirit ordains women as well as men. (Even 
Catholicism calls Magdalene the apostola apos- 
tolorum, “apostle to the apostles,” reflecting 
these ancient texts.) Whether these writings 
go back to the life of Jesus or not, they are evi- 
dence that for several centuries after his death 
some Christians considered Mary Magdalene 
an important (even the most important) dis- 
ciple. We don’t know how many considered 
her so, but we know their contention was 
significant enough to be argued in writing. 

The New Testament Gospels aren’t shy 
about her importance. Mary Magdalene is one 
of the few people, and the only woman, given 
the distinction of what we would call a “full 
name.” Others are Jesus of Nazareth, John 
the Baptist, Pontius Pilate, Simon Peter, Judas 
Iscariot, Simon of Cyrene, Joseph of Arimathea 
- crucial figures, obviously. Magdalene, what- 


ever else she was, was crucial. She is the first 
to see Jesus risen in Mark, Matthew, and John, 
and in Luke she’s the first to see signs of his 
resurrection - a unique position by any stan- 
dard. In John, only Magdalene and the Beloved 
Disciple, of Jesus’ inner circle, witness his cru- 
cifixion. Contrary to popular belief, nowhere in 
the New Testament or any other ancient gospel is 
Mary Magdalene referred to as a prostitute or a 
woman of loose morality in any sense. 

Magdalene-the-whore is a tradition started 
by the Church centuries later. No ancient 
manuscript identifies Magdalene as the sin- 
ner-woman who washes Jesus’ feet with her 
tears and hair in Luke 7:36-50; that identifi- 
cation was popularized centuries later by art- 
ists’ renditions. All that is said in the biblical 
Gospels about Mary Magdalene by way of 
background is that she came from the town 
of Magdala and that Jesus cured her of pos- 
session by seven devils, as Luke records in 
8:2, where he includes her among women 
traveling with Jesus. Thus from Luke we have 
it that Magdalene journeyed with Jesus for the 
greater part of his ministry, and we can assume 
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her presence in the next 16 chapters of Luke’s 
gospel - but we have no further data about 
her. Zero. None. As the eminent scholar E.P 
Sanders writes in The Historical Figure of Jesus 
(p.75), “For all we know, on the basis of our 
sources, she was eighty-six, childless, and keen 
to mother unkempt young men.” 

As for Jesus and his family, Mark records 
no virgin birth and tells us in 3:21 that Jesus’ 
mother and brothers feared he’d gone insane. 
Obviously, according to Mark, the mother of 
Jesus was unprepared for prophetlike behav- 
ior in her son - a very different mother from 
Matthew’s, Luke’s, or John’s. In Mark his 
family expects normal behavior from Jesus, 
which indicates that for most of his life he’d 
been, in their eyes, fairly normal. Why else 
would they consider prophetic behavior so 
unusual as to fear insanity? One of Jesus’ most 
famous utterances is “A prophet is not without 
honor, except in his own country and in his 
own house (Matthew 13:57, Revised Standard 
Version).” By his own account, his familial rela- 
tions were troublesome. 

We know from the Book of Acts and from 
Paul that after Jesus’ death, his brother, James 
the Just, was the central figure of the earliest 
Christian church, in Jerusalem - even Paul 
tried (and failed) to please James the Just. The 
Gospels say Jesus had several brothers and sis- 
ters (how many is not stated). We can assume 
that descendants of Jesus’ family walk amongst 
us today, but no source leaves a clue as to who 
they might be. 

As for Magdalene . . . shortly after the death 
of Jesus, she disappears from history. No 
gospel in or out of the New Testament says a 
word about her fate. We know only that for 
several hundred years there were Christians 
who revered Magdalene above Peter, Paul, and 
even Jesus’ mother. Why? Any answer is specu- 
lation. All we know is that a Jewish woman 
named Miriam (Mary) - hailing from the vil- 
lage of Magdala, in what is now Syria - made 
quite an impression in an era when only royal 
women achieved honor among men. 

She disappeared from history, not from leg- 
end. Magdalene is an irresistible legend. 

My wise friend Naunie tells me, “Everything 
in the Gospels is happening inside you.” 
Perhaps we keep Magdalene’s legend alive 
because we need to see Jesus through a wom- 
an’s eyes - an admission that we have no hope 
of understanding him through the male psyche 
alone. We know only that Magdalene was 
there. Imagining how she saw him is one way 
of touching the hem of his garment. ■

REQUIEM: Making beauty on an eyesore 

If you’ve lived in Austin any length of time, you’re familiar with 
the boondoggle that is the Intel building. Located next to the 
lovely live oaks of Republic Park, the massive concrete skeleton 
is a result of the city of Austin paying mil- 
lions in incentives to Intel to build its new 
HQ Downtown back when chip-making was 
flying, only to see Intel cease construction 
when the industry went into freefall, leaving 
the city with tons of concrete dripping from 
its collective face. Eventually the site was 
sold to the feds, who plan to build a new 
courthouse there. For most Austinites, it’s a 
civic embarrassment and a public eyesore. 

But not for Sally Jacques. When the 
queen of site-specific dance in Austin was 
told that she could use the building for her 
latest production, she leapt at the opportu- 
nity. “At first I thought, well, it’s like the 
Titanic, it’s so big,” says Jacques. “Then I 
started thinking about how it’s now a feder- 
al building and reflecting on Oklahoma City 
and these global collective experiences that 
are so tragic. I thought about all the souls 
that departed during that time and the 
souls that are left with memories, and how 
it’s collective. We don’t see the individuals, 
but there’s always a person or people con- 
nected with someone who’s departed. So I 
wanted to make a piece that was a tribute 
to a sense of departure or collective loss. 

But I didn’t want to make a tragedy. In a 
strange way, there’s a beauty in when we leave. Because the 
building was so big, it had to be sort of a movement opera. An 
enormous number of souls departing. And Requiem seemed like 
a natural title.” 


Outside of the elements, Jacques has faced some unique 
challenges in producing a piece on the exterior of a building. 
“We’ve had some funny incidents. People come from restaurants 
across the street to see what we’re doing. There’s an area 
where, when the dancers jump out, it looks as though they’re 
jumping off. You can’t see that they’re 
1 connected. So people are phoning in say- 
|j ing there’s someone trying to commit sui- 
5 cide. We had three police cars pull up and 
a federal agent come in, ‘Everybody’s say- 
ing someone’s trying to commit suicide.’ 
And I said, ‘Well, how many times is she 
— doing it?’ They show up pretty regularly. 

| The other day somebody phoned in and 
M nil said there were teenagers playing on the 
U building. That’s a common one, teenagers 
playing on the building.” 

While the scale of Requiem is impres- 
sive - climbers and dancers will use all 
four stories on the north side - what 
should be most impressive is the dance 
itself. Jacques’ last effort, Whispers of 
Heaven (clips of which may be viewed on 
the Blue Lapis Light Web site), was a 
thing of awesome beauty, and beauty is 
really what Jacques is all about. “Making 
beauty or being a part of creating beauty 
provides a contradiction to the violence 
that we witness when we see tragedy,” 
says Jacques. “But to get to beauty, we’re 
going through danger.” 

You’ll be perfectly safe, though, sitting 
or standing, watching the dancers leap 
and soar in the summer night. - Barry Pineo

IN MEMORIAM: Warren "Red" Ryder Schwartz 

His one dream was to juggle, and he learned to do it with a 
skill that amazed audiences and his peers alike. But the dream 
was cut short tragically on Sunday, May 28, when Warren “Red” 
Ryder Schwartz was stabbed in the parking lot of an apartment 
complex in South Austin. Although he was continuing to work at 
Esther’s Follies, as he had on and off for almost 20 years, 

Schwartz had been struggling for years with drug addiction and 
in the preceding year had gone through a divorce and lost his 
home. He was 39. According to Follies co-founder Shannon 
Sedwick, juggling got in Schwartz’s blood when he was a kid and 
saw Austin performer Turk Pipkin juggle. After that, he picked up 
the balls and never stopped tossing them. By the time he was 
14, Schwartz was good enough to be named “Most Promising 
Performer” at the International Jugglers’ Association competi- 
tion. When Sedwick first saw him, he was just 21 (though he 
looked “about 12,” she says), and Mario Lorenz, Esther’s resi- 
dent juggler at the time, had taken him under his wing. Esther’s 
veteran illusionist Ray Anderson recalls being introduced to 
Schwartz by Lorenz after seeing him juggle five pins while riding 
a unicycle. “I would say there are maybe 10 people in the world 
who can do that,” Anderson says. “He was surrounded by other 
jugglers that were in silent awe.” Rob Williams of the Flaming 
Idiots holds Schwartz’s talent in like regard: “I can speak as a 
professional juggler that Austin was blessed to have someone of 
his caliber working the local scene. His inventiveness and skill 
level were at the highest level. Much like Anderson, his was a 
talent that could have reached far beyond his hometown, but we 
were all richer for his having stayed.” After joining Esther’s in 


1987, Schwartz won the silver medal 
at the International Jugglers’ 

Association championships and 
was accepted into the Ringling ^ 

Bros, and Barnum Bailey ^ 

Clown College. As redheaded 
juggler “Red” Ryder, he landed 
gigs on cruises, in theatres, and at 
hotels across Europe and in Japan, where 
he became wildly popular. But he always 
returned to Austin, where he had a spot 
warming up the crowd for the Follies and 
where he kept honing his act right to the 
end. In a memorial service at Riverbend 
Church on June 1 - a standing-room-only 
event with Esther’s performers past and pres- 
ent, and jugglers from the Texas Juggling 
Society alongside family and friends - 
Anderson offered this observation: “If you 
wanted to know what Ryder was like, all you 
had to do was watch his act. It had its ‘ups’ 
and ‘downs.’ Occasionally, he would make a 
drop, but he always picked up the pin and car- 
ried on. Everything was delivered with warmth, 
kindness, and a desire to be loved. And Ryder was loved by all 
who knew him.” Memorial contributions may be made to the 
Waggoner Center for Alcohol and Addiction Research at UT- 
Austin, PO Box 7458, Austin, TX 78713-7459.

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A PLACE TO LAND: 

There's no place like you-know-where 

Home. Few other words in the English language can 
speak to each of us so clearly, stir each of us so 
uniquely and individually. 

Over the last year, few artists in Austin have been 
more concerned with home and what it means than 
Leticia Rodriguez. Last year the dancer, along with 
actor Tim Mateer, presented Home Entertainment/ 
Espectaculo Casero, a gathering that included move- 
ment, music, and storytelling in the yards of three 
local homes. But well before that, Rodriguez wanted 
to produce an event that would encompass the idea 
of home inside an actual residence. “It’s been two 
years at least since I had this idea,” she says. “It 
was just a matter of finding the right house.” The 
house she found was built in the Thirties in the 
Clarksville neighborhood, west of downtown and north 
of Enfield. Coincidentally, Rodriguez lived in the house 
20 years ago. 

So why the intense interest in home? “In part it’s to 
do with the growth of Austin, in part with my own per- 
sonal relationships and family dynamics. It also came 
from a series of conversations I had with my daugh- 
ter’s friends, all of whom are growing up and moving 
from their homes. I started thinking about how homes 
are so important to us in terms of who we are, how we 
relate, and how we identify with the world. It’s a topic 
that’s coming from a really deep place for me.” 

As with Home Entertainment, A Place to Land is less 
a show than a concert, a gathering. Presented in two 
parts, the first focuses on five women who live in the 
past, present, and future of the house, utilizing music, 
dance, video, and spoken word, both live and recorded, 
by Rodriguez, vocalist Suzi Stern, and choreographer 
Sharon Marroquin. One of the women makes cookies, 
which are then served with lemonade during the sec- 
ond part, focusing on visual art by Debbie Krieger and 
photography by Richard Schildgen on display through- 
out the house. 

“In a sense, it’s a tour, a tour about the history of 
the house,” says Rodriguez. “Some of it is scripted, 
but it’s not meant to be a play, it’s meant to be an 
experience. In each room, there’s something that 
unfolds, a quality of what makes a house a home. 

Also, because homelessness and the idea that people 
can’t afford a home or rent are such big topics right 
now, I thought it would be great to invite people in the 
community who deal with these issues to participate. 
So it isn’t just about my perspective; it also represents 
the perspective of people who live in a homeless situa- 
tion, which allows us to talk about homes in an even 
larger sense. 

“This also is the premiere of a new company, 
Performance Encounters, committed to works that inte- 
grate creative initiative, spiritual growth, and social 
action. Our plan is to return to these three elements 
over and over again. I’m very excited about that.” - B.P.

THE FLAMENCO ACADEMY 

by Sarah Bird 
Knopf, 381 pp., $25 

The Flamenco Academy follows the friendship of 
two young women drawn together as teenagers by 
their fathers’ untimely deaths and their mothers’ 
abandonment - Rae’s for a cultish group of “Amish 
wannabe” Christians, and Didi’s for eBay and soup- 
bowl quantities of margarita. Rae’s role as the 
reserved sidekick to the outgoing Didi - someone 
who always seems like “there should be a bank of 
footlights between her and the rest of the world” - 
paves the way for her obsession with a handsome 
flamenco guitarist she meets at a party, an obses- 
sion that leads the inseparable friends to join the 
dance program at a renowned flamenco academy. 

Here, under the bewitching influence of flamenco 
culture and its romantic Gypsy heritage, Didi blos- 
soms while Rae fine-tunes a persona sufficient to 
attract Tomas, the object of her ever-consuming 
affections from afar. 

Sarah Bird has said that Academy is her most 
autobiographical novel in that she reveals “the 
utter irrationality and humiliating self-annihila- 
tion” of her own late-teens/early-20s bout with an 
obsessive love affair. Indeed, Rae’s journey proves 
irrational and humiliating to witness. Already the 
doughy, invisible-eyebrowed, math-nerd counterpart 
to the waify, exotic, and rebellious Didi, Rae seems especially ill-suited to the world of fla- 
menco, which is all stretchy black lace and unbridled passion. But through the kind of steely 
determination usually reserved for movie montages, Rae pretty much succeeds in her trans- 
formation. There’s something a little Disney-esque to the book in this regard; perhaps Bird 
initially oversells her quirky teen-spy-esque missions and larger-than-life characters (“Groupie 
Queen” Didi, with her talent for sleuthing out rock stars’ hotel numbers, and math-genius Rae, 
whose love of factoring polynomials translates into an uncanny knack for nailing flamenco’s 
complex rhythms). 

But these same exaggerations are what bring to life the world of the flamenco academy 
and especially the fairy-tale story-within-the-story woven by the fabulous elderly Gypsy instruc- 
tor Doha Carlota, with her gnarled feet and her unflattering nicknames for the students. She 
teaches her ancient art through stories of an adolescence spent in pre-World War II Spain as 
a ragged, flea-bitten child shunned by the larger society and saved by dance. In this tragic and 
ruthless realm, “flamenco puro” inspires men to rip the shirts from their chests and women 
to dig their nails into their faces until they draw blood, and a true Gypsy singer’s voice “is the 
sound a man makes when the world tries to choke him to death at birth and he sings anyway.” 

It’s in this world, where the most downtrodden are the most defiant, and the most genuine 
self-expression is the most disturbing, that we come to see what kind of earth-moving it really 
takes for a person who lives for the approval of others to transcend her own limitations. And 
it’s here that we see Bird’s talent for convincingly illustrating how even the most functional and 
vibrant people exist along a precipice of neurotic self-destruction. In the monolithic culture of 
flamenco, Bird finds a remarkable landscape for transforming the inaccessible whims of an 
obsessive, lonely teenager into the epic saga of self-acceptance, loyalty, and love to which no 
one is immune. - Nora Ankrum

THE BULLET TRICK 

by Louise Welsh 
Canongate, 363 pp., $23 

As in her 2002 debut 
The Cutting Room - win- 
ner of an award from the 
Crime Writers’ Association 

- Welsh’s second novel fol- 
lows a situationally ethical 
protagonist into a seamy 
underworld of lawlessness, 
greed, drink, and deception, 
with a mysterious photograph 
as its point of entry. William 
Wilson is a stage magician 

- a “conjurer,” he says - who’s 
palmed an envelope that could contain evi- 
dence of a crime. He’s also got a new gig at 
the Schall und Rauch, a Berlin cabaret whose 
patrons like Grand Guignol and lots of skin. 
With shady lady Sylvie as his new assistant, 
can William resist the temptation to pull a 
deadly new trick? The book is very much a 


thriller, flashing forward and backward 
through time and between three cities 
(London, Berlin, and Glasgow) as it 
spins its web of intrigue. But the beau- 
ty is in Welsh’s ability to construct a 
setting with spare, understated prose 
- a hardboiled patter successfully 
transplanted from Raymond Chandler’s 
Los Angeles to dank, whiskey-soaked 
pubs, where depressive pensioners 
and other degenerate Glaswegians 
drink to disappear before the sun has 
finished rising. You can almost smell 
the “discount bacon, black pudding the 
colour of blood-soaked shit and gan- 
grenous battery-farmed eggs” in the 
breakfast hash. Welsh has been likened to fel- 
low Scots Ian McEwan and A.L. Kennedy, based 
on the adroitness of her prose and the sense 
of inexorable doom in her narrative, but The 
Bullet Trick has a second-act accelerando that 
Scott Turow would envy. It’s a slam-dunk for the 
thinking reader’s beach bag. - Marrit Ingman 




THE CANTOR'S 
DAUGHTER 

by Scott Nadelson 
Hawthorne, 257 pp., 

$15.95 (paper) 

The characters 
in Scott Nadelson’s 
collection of stories 
don’t fare particu- 
larly well down in the 
emotional trenches 
of their relationships. 

Despite efforts to the 
contrary and usually 
with the best of inten- 
tions, there always seem to be inherent flaws, 
careless omissions, and irretrievable miscal- 
culations that undermine already established 
relationships or preclude heartfelt desires to 
connect in a meaningful way. Nadelson is a 
gifted storyteller whose award-winning 2004 
debut, Saving Stanley: The Brickman Stories, 
mined similar terrain. He is adept at peeling 
away the superfluous layers and getting down 
to the unpleasant intricacies that are a part of 
our everyday relationships, be they parental, 
familial, marital, fraternal, or casual. The title 
story, in which a troubled 16-year-old survives 
a harrowing prom night with insight into a more 
redeeming future, is perhaps the only one of 
these eight episodes that closes with a ray of 
sunlight. “Headhunter” tells of a decades-long 
friendship that ends when moral boundaries are 
breached. “Walter’s Girls” examines three sis- 
ters in the aftermath of their father’s suicide. 
“Rehearsal” finds two emotionally distant broth- 
ers dealing with their past in an attempt to rec- 
oncile on the eve of one’s wedding. Elsewhere, 
two singles who meet on a cruise ship attempt 
to steer clear of rocky shoals and establish a 
nascent relationship. These beautifully crafted 
stories are populated by Jewish suburbanites 
living in New Jersey, but ethnicity doesn’t play 
too large a role here. Rather, it is the human- 
ity of the characters and our empathy for them 
that binds us to their plights. - Jay Trachtenberg 

THE COLLECTED STORIES 
OF AMY HEMPEL 

by Amy Hempel 
Scribner, 432 pp., $27.50 

Though Amy Hempel’s “In the Cemetery 
Where Al Jolsen Is Buried” may be one of the 
most widely admired and anthologized short 
stories of the last 20-odd years, Reasons to 
Live, the 1985 volume of her own work in which 
it is collected, remains out of print (and at an 
alleged market rate of $75, a pricy proposition). 
Unlike Raymond Carver, to whom she’s often 


compared, Hempel 
lacks the advantage 
of a star-studded 
and well-liked Robert 
Altman adaptation 
to help advertise her 
wares. Chalk it up to 
the perennially lousy 
market for short fic- 
tion or the (mostly 
welcome) rejection of 
that 1980s vogue for 
literary minimalism 
in which Hempel first 
rose to prominence, but the absence from book- 
store shelves of her collections previous to last 
year’s The Dog of the Marriage has now been 
redressed with The Collected Stories, a single 
volume containing this remarkable writer’s 
entire output of published fiction to date. 

Of course, it’s nice to find all these stories 
in one place, the better to trace the shape of 
a career. Accumulating stolen moments rather 
than dramatizing incidents, Hempel’s influential 
style of extracting character and narrative frag- 
ments from the flow of time is now common 
practice, but the particular mixture of radi- 
cal realism and poetic mystery she achieves 
remains very much her own and continues to 
develop and surprise. Taut little sentences tum- 
ble forward like Groucho Marx free-associating 
an assault on Ernest Hemingway (or Raymond 
Carver) as characters struggle to circumnavi- 
gate the evident absurdity of their own and 
others’ emotions, to little avail. What at first 
seems glib and evasive (if hilarious) sharpens 
into a shocking emotional acuity that, if any- 
thing, occasionally errs on the side of sentimen- 
tality, a quality eminently forgivable from such 
an ardent dog lover (there are a lot of dogs in 
this book). 

One of the great living stylists of short fic- 
tion, it’s easy to see why Hempel has inspired 
a kind of cultish devotion among some writers 
(Rick Moody and Chuck Palahniuk among them, 
for better or worse). This book could send you 
off to write short stories, not because she 
makes it look easy (far from it), but because in 
story after story, she makes the form feel like 
the most emotionally precise and purely plea- 
surable kind of writing there is.

George whenever we squabble. Like a helpless 
infant, whose demands and frustrations need to 
be met now,” states Martha. “I seethe into a 
paternal patrol mode, which excites yet frightens 
me. It’s part of our erotic chemistry, irresistable 
to both of us. Like mother and son? Nothing 
new here.” George & Martha started as a play 
and benefits from the close attention to dia- 
logue that form demands, enhanced by Finley’s 
typically astute comic asides (“Honey, I hate to 
disappoint you, but I’m not the kind of guy who 
reads,” says George). The sleek prose belies 
the improvisational quality we associate with 
Finley and highlights her ability to inhabit celeb- 
rity and expose its core pathologies, in which we 
all participate, if not revel. While the specificity 
of setting and time could date the book, Finley’s 
brilliance - her prodigious talent at synthesizing 
silliness, classical and modern tragedy, pop cul- 
ture, and psychology into resonant, funny, casu- 
ally transgressive dramas (performed and writ- 
ten) that lay bare the core of our national identi- 
ty - is much harder than it looks, and may well 
be as historic as any George or Martha. Either 
way, it’s a good thing. - Cindy Widner 


ILLUMINATIONS 


What with X-Men 3, Superman Returns, and Art 
School Confidential brightening movie theatres 
across the globe even before the solstice rolls 
around, it looks to be another summer spangled 
with entertainments cobbled from comic-book source 
material. All the more reason, perhaps, to eschew 
the silver screen (and the hyperbolic exploits of 
those first two whizz-bangers) and, as Ivan Brunetti 
puts it, tap the mother lode of print for some littler 
worlds made cunningly. 

Luckily, Canada’s fierce Drawn and Quarterly 
has released a trio of titles certain to soothe and 
delight your motion-addled rods and cones. There’s 
Get a Life, the new hardcover collection of early 
stories from the long-running Monsieur Jean series 
by Parisians Philippe Dupuy and Charles Berberian; and, as a sort 
of lagniappe, Maybe Later, in which Mssrs. Dupuy and Berberian turn 
their talents to illustrating what it’s been like turning their talents to 
illustrate, for two decades, the mundane and sometimes manic life of 
their popular character. 

Drawn and Quarterly also boasts the latest from Cute Brut wunderkind 
Ron Rege Jr.: The Awake Field, which is No. 13 in his annual series of 
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compilations and which expands both the visual 
arena wherein the most delicate and fleeting 
moments of existence can be captured and, poten- 
tially, the hipness of your proudest coffee table. 

And, as if because joy requires its opposite and 
misery loves company, Seattle-based comics pow- 
erhouse Fantagraphics offers Brunetti ’s Schizo 
#4, fresh as a Venus flytrap, if not a daisy, and 
damned well turgid with bitter, blue ruin, sketched 
out in oversized four-color glory by the nattering 
nabob, quickly now, before he grows old enough 
to yell, “You kids get the fuck off my Slough of 
Despond’s lawn!” 

Of course, there’s a lot more goodness out 
there or forthcoming, not least of which will be 
Alan Moore and Melinda Gebbie’s gleefully por- 
nographic Lost Girls saga in a wallet-bogglingly 
extravagant edition from Top Shelf Productions. 
You’ll undoubtedly hear more about it as the critics go wild, and the 
repressively straitlaced burst a public blood vessel or two. But right now 
we’re recommending the above-listed foursome as worthy diversions from 
the midyear doldrums - Wayne Alan Brenner

LONE STAR NAVY: TEXAS. THE 
FIGHT FOR THE GULF OF MEXICO, 
AND THE SHAPING OF THE 
AMERICAN WEST 

by Jonathan W. Jordan 
Potomac Books, 381 pp., 

Here’s a multiple- 
choice question to test 
your Texacentric knowl- 
edge quotient: Texas 
would have never 
earned its indepen- 
dence from Mexico in 
1836 if not for: A) the 
brave (if foolhardy) last 
stand of the Bonham/ 

Bowie/Crockett contin- 
gent at the Alamo; B) 

Sam Houston’s bloody 
victory over Santa 
Ana’s troops during their siesta nap at San 
Jacinto; or C) the tiny but vitally important Texas 
Navy. If you answered B), you’re forgiven for 
being at least half-right, but if you answered C), 
give yourself extra points for knowing about this 
criminally overlooked yet fascinating aspect of 
the history of the Lone Star State. Naval power 
played a crucial role during the revolution, 
beginning in 1835, though the really interesting 
period, 1839 through 1841, was the one during 
which the amazing Commodore Edwin Moore 
ran the navy of the Republic of Texas practically 
single-handedly, defying and defeating not only 
Mexico, but much more formidable foes: the 
towering Sam Houston and the spineless politi- 
cians of the cash-poor Republic. 

According to Jonathan W. Jordan’s expansive 
and cogent new book, it wasn’t that Houston 
didn’t like naval officers and men, even though 
he did his best to ensure that Texas’ war- 
ships fell apart and its sailors deserted - both 
effects achieved largely by refusing or with- 
drawing appropriations. Moore outmaneuvered 
Houston in many ways, one of the more inge- 
nious being the way he extorted $25,000 from 
the rebel leadership in the Yucatan to keep 
his ships afloat and his sailors fed. Moore’s 
exploits made him the toast of the Texian 
nation, but only briefly: Houston labeled him a 
traitor and had him hauled back to port to be 
tried for treason. - Jesse Sublett 


THE UNEXPECTEDLY BAD HAIR OF 
BARCELONA SMITH

Barcelona Smith 
does not have bad 
hair. The boy’s got 
hair straight out of 
Easy Rider. Blueberry 
blue too. And pru- 
dent, like its bearer:

Smiling’s out of 
the question, really 
- might catch a bug in those pearly whites. 
Indeed, the world’s fraught with peril. Roses 
are strictly o-u-t on the Bret Michaels’ principle 
(BMP) alone, Frida Kahlo’s thorny tangle not- 
withstanding. Barcelona is, of course, anything 
but ill-prepared. He’s got his umbrella, handled 
properly at all times with rubber dishwashing 
gloves. The surgeon’s mask is standard issue. 
“Then one humid Wednesday, Barcelona’s hair 
ran amuck.” We’ve all been there; you just hate 
to see a kid go through it the first time. “The 
Smith hair went bananas.” Think Jimi Hendrix. 
“His hair skated down the sidewalk, climbed a 
tree, jumped a rope.” Anarchy, pure and simple. 
Barcelona’s hair - with a flip of the long, gray 
locks to Jimmie Dale Gilmore - springs a mind 
of its own. The psychedelic landscapes and 
palette of Austin inkosaur Keith Graves know 
no less, spring-loaded with big toes, Mark Twain 
pussycats, and bugs. Barcie, in an upside-down 
close-up, is simply a Dahl; his Tina Turner ’do 
two pages later pure coral reef. Graves’ Loretta , 
Ace Pinky Scout was sugar ’n’ spice, while 3 
Nasty Gnarlies snorted far worse than snails 
and puppy dog tails. The Unexpectedly Bad Hair 
of Barcelona Smith is for anyone in dire need of 
a good shampooing. - Raoul Hernandez 

PISSED OFF: 

ON WOMEN AND ANGER 

by Spike Gillespie 

Seal Press, 257 pp., $14.95 (paper) 

“So what is forgiveness, if not some religious 
command that we let people stomp on us as 
we smile politely and allow them to do it?” 


Austin writer Spike Gillespie’s third book, 
Pissed Off: On Women and Anger, is not just 
a book about anger; it is a book about blind, 
incandescent rage, a rage so profound and 
uncontrollable that it once forced her 13-year- 
old son into a panic attack. 

In her introduction, Gillespie, describing an 
unpublished trilogy she wrote, explains, “No 
one wanted to represent the book because, I 
was informed, no one would want to buy a book 
about a woman who was so pissed off.” It’s 
true. Anger, in general, is a turnoff. Who wants 
to read the angry stories of a fortysomething 
South Jersey native? 

In this case? Women. Women with histories 
of anger brought on by years of abuse delivered 
by scores of mistreating men. In Pissed Off, 
Gillespie gives a very detailed account of her 
lifetime sources of anger, the most pronounced 
being her rancorous, abusive father; nine sib- 
lings; stalker ex-husband; and an endless sea 
of back-stabbing lovers (most notable was the 
man who, among 
other unforgivable 
acts, withheld sex 
from her each time 
she beat him at 
Scrabble). Gillespie 
also recounts years 
of alcohol abuse 
and a bond with her 
son held together 
solidly by love. 

Interspersed 
throughout 
Gillespie’s narrative 
are other women’s 
short accounts on 
their own experienc- 
es with rage, anger, 
and forgiveness. To 
those who have never experienced this type of 
raw anger, it is difficult to identify with and all 
too easy to dismiss these women as hysteri- 
cal sexists in need of serious therapy and a 
healthy dose of stoicism. Yet Gillespie’s honest 
narration is captivating, and she offers a fas- 
cinating history of the wondrous emotion that 
is anger. Even more inspiring are the author’s 
described struggles with forgiveness and peace 
in her adult life. - Sofia Resnick

Homing in on 
America’s spiritual 
crisis - a present day 
where people are 
more concerned with 
voting for American 
Idol than for their own 
government, where 
reality television has 
filled a gaping per- 
sonal void with fluffy, 
marshmallow-flavored 

nothingness - A.M. Homes’ fourth novel has 
ripped open the jugular of the elite. Not with 
violence or malice, but with a winding tale of 
second chances. Protagonist Richard Novak 
never leaves his house, trades stocks on his 
treadmill, and wears noise-cancelling head- 
phones so he doesn’t have to talk to his house- 
keeper. Standing in his sprawling L.A. beach 
house, which is slowly falling into a sinkhole, 
he has an awakening of sorts: “Each person 
looks down on the next, thinking they somehow 
have it better, but there is always someone else 
either pressing up from below or looking down 
from above.” A sudden explosion of all-encom- 
passing pain sends him to the ER, and after 
his release, the surreal life starts. He meets a 
friendly doughnut shop owner named Anhil, who 
serves as a conduit for the city’s detachment. 
(“They get into the car and they call someone 
on the cell phone. They are afraid to be alone 
but they don’t see the people around them.”) 

He helps a young girl rescue her horse out of 
his sinkhole with the help of a movie star neigh- 
bor, who just happens to have a helicopter. He 
discovers a desperate housewife crying in the 
produce section who’s afraid she’ll club her 
children to death. He tries to reconnect with his 
estranged teenage son; he saves a girl from 
the trunk of an abductor; he goes to a silent 
retreat called “Transforming Suffering.” All of 
these events clumsily serve as comedic relief 
in Homes’ landscape, and we’re led to believe 
Richard is a changed man by the end. But his 
awakening ends with him floating, literally, with- 
out much to hold onto. - Audra Schroeder 
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CARTE BLANCHE 

by Carlo Lucarelli 
Europa, 108 pp., 

$14.95 (paper) 

If it was anxious 
West Coast dystopia 
that bred American 
noir, then it was war in 
Europe that sealed 
the deal overseas. 

The exchange, though, 
ends up roughly the 
same: When you’re 
helpless, what can 
you do? When you’re confused, who do you 
call? And what can you say? “‘What I’m about 
to say now,”' maybe, as Carlo Lucarelli’s typical- 
ly moody Commissario De Luca does when 
asked by his partner how their chief will 
respond to an investigation into the brutal 
death of a vascillating fascist upon Allied forc- 
es’ Northern advance in 1945 Italy. Meanwhile, 
in real time, he “pulled his badge out from 
inside his trench coat and opened it before a 
militiaman who was heading towards them with 
a menacing look. ‘Out of my fucking way, son,’ 
he said. ‘This here is none of your business. 
Just forget it.’” In other words, leave it to fic- 
tion: In times like these or those, it’s the only 
escape. Still, despite De Luca’s tough talk, he’s 
shown throughout the first installment of his 
namesake trilogy to be “scared”; often - too 
often, whether because of Michael Reynolds’ 
otherwise crisp translation or Lucarelli’s other- 
wise clean writing - a “shudder” runs through 
him. Like other great detectives, he’s got insom- 
nia and no appetite. He’s got a case rife with 
dire political implications and conflicts of inter- 
est, on top on sex, drugs, dark alleys, and dead 
ends. He’s got a red-haired femme fatale - 
“witch”-like, she is, with “red-flecked eyes” - 
who reads palms. He’s also got quite a past: 
The day before the narrative opens, he was 
transferred from II Duce’s Brigata Ettore Muti; 
at its opening, when Partisans bomb a Republi- 
can funeral, De Luca is symbolically caught in 
the subsequent crossfire, “on the ground with 
his face in the dust, his hands open on his 
head ... He remained like that for an intermina- 
ble moment.” That interminable moment is 
Carte Blanche - written almost a half-century 
after it’s set (and released here even 20 years 
later) - clearly an effort to come to grips with 
an uncomfortable history. Like Europa’s other 
war-boiled jewel of 2006 - Patrick Hamilton’s 
dizzying and disturbing Hangover Square - it’s 
remarkably surefooted as it stumbles around in 
a haze. A shame it’s over so soon, and that its 
follow-ups, The Damned Season and Via delle 
Oche, aren’t yet available in English. Hurry up 
and wait, as it were. - Shawn Badgley 

RILEY'S FIRE 

by Lee Merrill Byrd 
Algonquin, 261 pp.,

When our children 
come into the world, 
we marvel at their 10 
tiny fingers and toes, 
wonder what color 
their eyes will be, and 
debate whether their 
noses favor Mommy 
or Daddy in shape. So what happens, then, 
when our children set themselves on fire and 
those adorable noses are gone, scorched into 
oblivion, leaving scar tissue and heartbreak 




behind? This is the primary concern of El Paso 
writer Lee Merrill Byrd’s debut novel, which tells 
the story of a young boy as he recovers from a 
disfiguring fire that forces him and his parents 
to rethink the ways they approach the world. On 
one hand, Riley's Fire is the stereotypical “tri- 
umph of the human spirit” story we’ve all come 
to recognize as consumers of culture; on the 
other, it is Byrd’s love letter to her sons and the 
Shriners Burns Institute in Galveston, where 
her boys recovered from a childhood playhouse 
fire. Riley’s journey from the simmering brink 
of death to the warm light of home is told in 
Spartan terms; Byrd wastes no purple prose in 
telling this story, which is slow to jell as Riley 
regains his voice after his accident. Byrd’s bla- 
tantly autobiographical portrait of Riley’s griev- 
ing, lonely mother is a wondrously drawn char- 
acter that realizes the enormity of her son’s 
disfigurement before he does and nearly folds 
under the emotional weight of that reality. One 
suspects that this novel is Byrd’s attempt to 
reconcile herself with the past and forgive the 
fire that changed her family. - Melanie Haupt 



TEXAS MONTHLY 
ON TEXAS WOMEN

When I was a 10-year- 
old girl in the colorless 
Houston suburb of 
Spring, I liked to sneak 
Gary Cartwright’s col- 
lection Confessions of a 
Washed-up Sportswriter 
off my parents’ book- 
shelf and read his observant and painstakingly 
researched essay about Candy Barr, the retired 
Dallas stripper turned Brownwood recluse. 
Candy made her name in the skin trade but 
endured as an anti-establishment icon because 
she was an obstreperous, lawless, and occa- 
sionally violent woman who hated injustice. She 
put Cartwright through his paces as a subject, 
and the resulting essay - from 1976 - is a 
model of personality journalism, capturing a 
person, a time, and a place with a freshness 
and immediacy that makes it seem topical 
30 years later. Not every piece in this collec- 
tion (the first in a planned series, with such 
topics as Texas cuisine, politics, and music) 
is as strong, but there are several standouts 
worth revisiting, and the best among them 
demonstrate how Texas shapes remarkable 
women: gutsy, iconoclastic survivors who don’t 
give a shit. “The Making of Barbara Jordan,” by 
William Broyles Jr., depicts a fearless and inde- 
fatigable politician rising up from segregated 
1950s Houston to pursue her dream of power 
within the establishment, but it also reveals the 
close-knit nexus of liberal black Houston and 
its allies in the labor unions. The oppressive 
Port Arthur of Janis Joplin’s youth is a charac- 
ter in Robert Draper’s “0 Janis”; Ponce Kiah 
Marchelle Heloise Cruse Evans - known best 
as Heloise, of household-hint fame - likewise 
bristled at the snobbery of Alamo Heights in 
her Army-brat teenage years and sought to give 
working-class housewives a leg up in the world. 
Mimi Swartz’s fine “The Witness,” a profile of 
Nellie Connally from 2003, shows a stalwart 
woman whose strength is her optimism. Two of 
the pieces are winning in their own right, but 
don’t fit the collection: “Lip Shtick,” a report 
from the Neiman’s cosmetics department, 
and Cecelia Ballf’s personal essay “All About 
My Mother.” - Marrit Ingman

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THE OMNIVORE'S DILEMMA: A 
NATURAL HISTORY OF FOUR MEALS 

by Michael Pollan 

Penguin Press, 450 pp., $26.95 

Being omnivorous, as we are, presents its 
challenges. And even what appears to be the 
simplest of tasks, such as deciding what to 
eat, can become a complicated affair involving 
a vast network of possibilities. The decisions 
we make regarding what foods we buy, where 
we buy them, and how we eat them have 
implications that touch on environmental, 
political, economic, moral, health, and agri- 
cultural issues. Michael Pollan, a brilliant pro- 
fessor of journalism at Berkeley and author 
of the award-winning The Botany of Desire, 
calls this decision “voting with your fork.” The 
Omnivore's Dilemma, the result of three years 
of amazingly thorough research, chronicles his 
astonishing findings after he decided to trace 
the ingredients of four meals back to their ori- 
gins. Pollan writes in the same laid-back, witty 
way that he speaks. However horrifying its rev- 
elations, the book is a gripping delight, explor- 
ing industrial food and the “cornifycation” of 
America. Massive agricultural subsidies for 


corn produce an unsustainable monoculture 
food chain that in turn feeds us processed 
empty calories. Corn is present in pretty much 
every prepared food item we consume: For 
example, corn constitutes a third of the ingre- 
dients of a chicken nugget. The paradox is 
that while the USDA subsidizes the production 
of corn to produce high fructose corn syrup, 
it also seeks to promote good nutrition to 
fight against diabetes and obesity. The book 
addresses sustainable farming, organic and 
locally produced foods, and what Pollan calls 
“industrial organics.” Just because you buy a 
product at Whole Foods, it doesn’t mean it’s 
better for you or for the planet. That organic 
chicken was likely raised in an organic feedlot, 
and an amazing amount of fossil fuel energy 
was wasted in bringing it to your local health 
food store. The last chapter describes a fasci- 
nating meal for which Pollan hunted, gathered, 
or grew almost every ingredient. He describes 
this meal as a life-changing experience and 
one of the best of his life. This is a brilliant, 
revolutionary book with huge implications for 
our future, and a must-read for everyone. And 
I do mean everyone. - Claudia Alarcon 


F00D-0-FILE

Nonprofit organizations exist with a man- 
date to give away money, whether it comes 
from an invested endowment or active fund- 
raising, and the Wine & Food Foundation of 
Texas is no exception. The foundation raises 
money primarily through the annual Rare and 
Fine Wine Auction held in April during the 
Texas Hill Country Wine & Food Festival. A 
healthy chunk of that money is allocated as 
an annual contribution for their longtime fund- 
raising partner, Austin’s PBS outlet, KLRU. 

The auction has become so successful in 
recent years ($325,000 in 2006), however, 
that now some of the funds it generates are 
earmarked for a Grant Award Program 
designed to support and encourage innova- 
tion and education in the culinary and viticul- 
tural arts. For example, two early grants were 
awarded to support the production of the 
upcoming KLRU series The Wine Roads of 
Texas and the pilot episode for the children’s 
educational cooking show Papi's Kitchen (see 
related feature, p.TK). The most recent $20,000 
grant was awarded to the Sustainable Food 
Center to support its Farms, Foods, and 
Healthy Futures program, as well as to the 
Downtown Farmers’ Market. The competi- 
tive, statewide grant program is open to all 
Texas residents, businesses, and organiza- 
tions. The application process for the 2007 
grant cycle runs from September to Decem- 
ber 2006. For complete application informa- 
tion and downloadable forms, go to the foun- 
dation Web site at www.winefoodfoundation.org.

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It's Noon. Do You Know What Your Children Are Eating? 

Fernando Saralegui is in 'Papi's Kitchen' trying to help kids with healthy habits i CLAUDIA ALARCON 



Fernando Saralegui is, as usual, at the center 
of a whirlwind of activity. A self-described type- 
A personality, the Austin cookbook author is 
always on the move, driven by his involvement 
in one project or another with an array of local 
organizations. In his spare time, he is Tarrytown’s 
Mr. Mom, cooking for the family, participating in 
the development of Cassis Elementary’s organic 
garden, and taking an active part in the lives of 
his two children while dreaming up his future 
projects. His latest endeavor, and the one that 
finds him so busy now: trying to get a bilingual 
educational children’s TV series off the ground. 

Saralegui came to Austin from New York with 
his young family in 2001 to open a restaurant 
but instead ended up serving as the director of 
the Texas Hill Country Wine & Food Festival 
for one year. One of seven children from a 
family of Cuban immigrants, he grew up in a 
very united, bicultural atmosphere. Their rich 
culinary traditions are the basis of his heartfelt 
cookbook, Our Latin Table , which emphasizes 
the importance of family, meal preparation, and 
sharing at the table. While he was still living in 
NYC running his restaurant L-Ray, his children 
practically grew up in the kitchen among pots 
and pans, chefs and produce suppliers. He real- 
ized how engaged they were in the whole pro- 
cess and how these people had become part of 
their family. From this idea, he imagined a TV 
series for children in the style of Sesame Street 
and Mr. Rogers’ Neighborhood, with a dollop of 
Pee-wee’s Playhouse. The program would show 
kids where food comes from, how it’s cooked, 
and how it should be shared with friends and 
family. That was the original kernel of Papi’s Kitchen, as well as 
for his cookbook. 

After his cookbook was published, Saralegui’s vision for the 
TV series started taking shape when, in conjunction with TDA, 
he brought a proposal to KLRU. They green-lighted the project 
and asked to see a pilot of Papi’s Kitchen. Saralegui then applied 
and received a statewide competitive annual grant from the Wine 
& Food Foundation of Texas to produce the episode. He started 
assembling an advisory committee for the development of Papi’s 
Kitchen, which is a group of chefs; farmers; childhood health, fit- 
ness, and education professionals; and media experts, to provide 
ideas and advice. Among these consultants are Paul Carozza, 
owner of RunTex; and chefs Mario Batalli (a longtime friend 
who donated all the cooking pots and pans for the show from 
his new line of cookware), Lidia Bastianich, and Dean Fearing. 
Alice Waters is a prospective member, as well. In early 2005, he 
brought longtime friend Noah Michael Levine on board, and 
they began character development and script writing.

Michael Vilim, owner of Mirabelle and Castle Hill restaurants 
and president of the WFFT, and foundation Chairman Larry Peel 
have been ardent supporters of the project and key elements in 
Saralegui’s network in Austin. Thanks to the $30K grant from 
the WFFT, along with “about $60K worth of goodwill effort” 
from other sources, the pilot was shot over three days on loca- 
tion at Boggy Creek Farm and at the private residence of Emily 
Lott, a botanical consultant. It is currently in postproduction 
and is expected sometime in July. The production company, 
Alpheus Productions, is a husband-and-wife team (Mat and 
Beth Hames) that has produced other PBS documentaries and 
worked with the Lance Armstrong Foundation on the Discovery 
Channel’s Bike Team documentary. 

Papi’s Kitchen is an ambitious project that seeks not only to 
entertain but also to educate children on topics like food pro- 
duction, eating local fresh products, good nutrition and fitness, 
food history and traditions, cooking lessons, and family and 
community connections. Like Saralegui himself, it also tries to 
involve and connect as many people as possible from the local 
Austin community and beyond, including the Sustainable Food 
Center, local farmers, food producers, chefs, etc. It strives to 
promote the mission of the USDA and the Texas Department 
of Agriculture to provide better guidance for healthier eating 
and exercise habits for children. It also seeks to include the 
growing population of Spanish speakers to foster a bilingual 
culture for the children of Texas. This is why the show’s title 
and dialogue are liberally seasoned with Spanish as a means of 
inviting Latino families to tune in rather than being excluded. 
“Learn culturally, and it becomes part of your fabric,” Saralegui 
says. He should know. 

Papi, played by Saralegui (Papi is his children’s nickname 
for him, Spanish for “Daddy”), is the main character. He rides 
around the neighborhood on his bike and interacts with the 
rest of the characters as he goes about his food-preparing 


o journeys. The show also features a group of children, includ- 
> ing Saralegui’s own Isabel and Mateo. There are also some fun 
g animated characters and puppets. Smelling Bee is Papi’s amigo 
o in the kitchen, a helpful bee that loves food and spells out key 
words for the kids at home. Professor Whom is an owl and 
an expert on global geography and culture who teaches from 
a chalkboard. Her chalk lines morph into images that tell the 
day’s lesson. Powerhouse Animation animated these characters, 
and Sandy Wood (the voice of StarDate ) provides the voices. 
The puppet - created by Pattie Clubb, an artist and Toy Joy 
employee, whose name would be an ideal candidate for a char- 
acter in the show - is Cheese Blintzer, a TV reporter that is “a 
bit Chevy Chase on Saturday Night Live’s ‘News Update’ and an 
Anderson Cooper wannabe.” He is purple and has bright orange 
pipe-cleaner hair with a comb-over and a soul patch below 
his lip. He provides “play-by-play” voiceovers throughout the 
show and appears toward the end to do the recap. Levine gives 
the TV-talking-head puppet a “Ted Baxter meets cheesy game 
show host” voice. Levine also plays the part of Dr. Foodstein, a 
character described by Saralegui as “Underdog meets the Nutty 
Professor,” who provides science facts. 

Sarelegui envisions Papi’s Kitchen as “a weird hybrid of cooking 
show, science show, sitcom, and children’s show.” The target audi- 
ence is children from kindergarten to fifth grade, and each episode 
will be centered on the preparation of a healthy recipe. “The idea is 
to develop a sort of scavenger hunt around a recipe for ingredients, 
the stories of people that bring us the food, plus the history of the 
cultures behind the recipe,” Saralegui explains, “and the scavenger 
hunt ends with everyone at the dinner table together. So, there 
are as many episode possibilities as there are recipes.” In the 
pilot episode, Papi and the kids ride their bikes to visit Carol Ann 

Sayle, owner of Boggy Creek 
Farm, who teaches them “the 
ABCs of eating locally.” From 
there, they go to Papi’s kitchen 
to learn the historic, cultural, 
and ethnic background of the 
recipe from Professor Whom. 
In this episode, it is a Spanish 
Caldo Gallego, which they pre- 
pare with Papi and the help of 
Smelling Bee. Every episode will 
- Fernando Saralegui end with everyone sitting at the 
table to share the meal they all 
had a part in creating. While Saralegui agrees with Hillary Clinton 
in that “it takes a village to raise a child,” his take is that “it really 
just takes a dinner table.” 

Saralegui himself learned this whole concept while working 
at Alice Waters’ famous Chez Panise restaurant in Berkeley 
for four years during college. It was Waters who inspired and 
encouraged him to feed everyone and to always use the fresh- 
est locally available ingredients. “We must bring the culture 
of food back to the source, since this brings sanity to today’s 
food dilemma,” he says. “Sanity brings health by making good 
choices.” Saralegui is using all of his experiences, loves, and 
passions in life to bring this project to fruition. And he has the 
perfect personality to inspire people about it. 

“Obsession divorces you from culture,” Saralegui adds. 
“People who are diet freaks or health and sport nuts are 
obsessed and carry things to an extreme. That’s not healthy. 
Europeans have not divorced themselves from their culture 
or from the earth, consequently their naturally healthy eating 
habits appear to have avoided causing harmful eating disor- 
ders.” Papi’s Kitchen is aimed at getting kids away from boxed, 
processed, and fast foods while adding an entertaining dose of 
fitness: biking, gardening, and sports. “Kids don’t want to be 
patronized,” Saralegui says. “They want real food, good snacks 
that are kid friendly and that they can make themselves.” He

The road to a PBS documentary 

PBS TV shows have a tendency to be so 
well-done that we seldom stop to think where 
they came from. Sure, we all know someone 
had to work on them, but many of them have 
such a seamless quality that we are liable to 
just sit back and let the learning flow through 
us rather than spend any time thinking about 
their genesis. 

That has changed for me. Right at the end 
of 2002, I was teaching a class on Texas 
wines at Grape Vine Market. My book, The 
Wine Roads of Texas (Maverick Publishing, 
$18.95), was set to come out. Ed Bailey, vice- 
president of brand development for Austin City 
Limits , was in the audience. Normally, he’s the 
guy who coordinates and focuses the three 
main areas of Austin City Limits - the TV 
show, the festival, and the CD/DVD releases 
- to try to maximize the impact and value of 
the brand. But that night, he was there trying 
to learn some more about wine. “It was all 
this perfect symmetry,” he said. “Because of 
Larry Peel (KLRU board member and owner of 
one of the nation’s best wine collections), I 
was introduced to wine and the Texas Hill 
Country Wine & Food Festival. I was just wak- 
ing up to the whole Texas wine thing.” 

At the same time, KLRU producer Tom 
Spencer had just had a huge success with a 
documentary titled The Painted Churches of 
Texas. Bailey explains: “Tom’s documentary 
was touching and moving, and I was sitting 
there listening to you and hearing these 
incredible stories about the winemakers and 
then it all just came together. Doing a docu- 
mentary on The Wine Roads of Texas just 
made sense.” 

At the same time, KLRU was facing federal- 
funding cuts and had to decide whether to be 
bold and increase their local productions in 
search of local underwriting, or follow the path 
of many PBS stations into a never-ending loop 
of PBS downloads. The board and station 
management decided to be bold. So when 
Bailey discussed the idea with Spencer, every- 
thing looked good for a green light from the 
KLRU management. There was just one prob- 
lem: money. 

PBS stations like KLRU buy programming, 
like Nova; or, it downloads freebies, like 
Central Texas Gardener; it will also produce 
the show itself, as in the case of The Painted 
Churches of Texas. If the station produces the 
show itself, contrary to popular belief, they 
don’t just have a pot of gold sitting around 
that they dip into as needed. The fundraisers 
that support KLRU, such as pledge drives and 
the annual Wine & Food Foundation of Texas 
Auction, go to keep the lights on each day. 
Special productions have to have additional 
funding. So, once Spencer and I agreed on 
going forward, the next step was to get some 
money. And even after the amazing success 
and awards Spencer had received for The 
Painted Churches , his next project - Historic 
Texas Courthouses - wasn’t yet fully funded. 
Still, we were hoping to get The Wine Roads of 
Texas funded quickly. 

Getting the initial investment is always the 
biggest problem. Until you have that, there’s 
no answer to potential donors’ first question, 
“Who else has donated?” I’m not as patient 
as Tom, so what seemed like an eternity to 
me went by, while Tom continued to feel confi- 


dent an angel would show up and give us a 
good kick-start. It turned out to be the incom- 
ing president of the Wine & Food Foundation 
of Texas, Michael Vilim. 

“This is the right thing for us to be doing,” 
Vilim says. “We’re raising a lot of money 
through wine at the auction, but most of what 
we were doing was giving food scholarships. 
We couldn’t give a wine scholarship, because 
the money would have to go outside the 
state. Second, we are the Wine & Food 
Foundation of Texas, and we wanted to do 
something to tell people about the new gener- 
ation of Texas winemakers and grape growers. 
KLRU is a partner of ours, so it just seemed 
to me to be a fit in so many ways.” 

Vilim’s board said he couldn’t touch the 
money they had already raised, but he could 
set about raising money on his own. He even- 
tually raised $25,000. Suddenly, our produc- 
tion had some credibility and a partner. But it 
was only about 20% of the money needed. 
Other, smaller donors started showing up, but 
we needed another angel. That turned out to 
be Susan Auler, another board member of the 
Wine & Food Foundation of Texas and owner 
with her husband Ed of Fall Creek Vineyards. 

Susan has a reputation for getting things 
done. She is one of the founders of the Hill 
Country Wine & Food Festival and has a resu- 
me an inch thick filled with charitable work. 
She started by putting on a festival in 
Horseshoe Bay that raised $20,000. Then, 
she worked with Kristy Ozmun, a PR person 
who has close ties with HEB and Central 
Market, to get the two HEB decision-makers - 
Cory Basso and David Duran - sold on being 
the major supporters of the project. Both 
Susan and Kristy were gentle but unrelenting 
until they got what they wanted - a $60,000 
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grant from HEB. Susan is thrilled: “Ed and I 
have worked for 31 years to help renew the 
Texas wine industry, and we believe this film 
project is going to be the catalyst to make 
everyone aware of all the wonderful Texas wines.” 

Susan Auler also helped convince the Texas 
Agriculture Department to take part, another 
major step to provide credibility to the produc- 
tion. Agriculture Commissioner Susan Combs 
is enthusiastic about Texas wine. In fact, 
she’s a grape-grower herself. “The Texas wine 
industry is a dynamic, growing industry mov- 
ing from its frontier roots to a refined, vibrant 
economic powerhouse,” she says. Combs 
hopes that when people see the documentary, 
they will be encouraged to visit the wineries. 
“Touring the Texas wine country is a must-do 
experience for both wine lovers and tourists 
alike,” Combs says. “You get a firsthand look 
at the care that goes into raising and harvest- 
ing grapes and the precision that it takes to 
make that perfect vintage. And with wineries 
located across the state, visitors can learn 
what makes each region unique and each 
Texas wine an exceptional taste experience.” 

Of course, what makes the experience come 
alive on TV is the creative team. Spencer, a 
24-year veteran at KLRU, not only hosts Austin 
Now and The Central Texas Gardener, he has 
produced documentaries on the culture and 
architecture of the Texas-Mexico border, about 
the cultural history of Austin, on James 
Michener’s collection of 20th-century art, and 
the Painted Churches and Court House series. 
The Painted Churches was honored by the 
National Educational Telecommunications 
Association as the “Historical Documentary of 
the Year” in 2001. 

Tom was drawn to the story because he 
knew it would make great visual storytelling. 


£ “Great people, passionate stories. I like to 
| do TV that gets people to go to the places 
S we portray,” he explains. “In fact, after doing 
| the Painted Churches, they had to build a 
hotel in Shulunberg, Texas, because of all 
the tourists we added to the economy. Plus, I 
knew great wine is being produced and it is 
still a secret.” 

The person out doing the brunt of the work 
is Dutch Rail, an artist with an Emmy under 
his belt. Not only is he an exceptional videog- 
rapher (Susan Auler says, “After we had seen 
these places around our vineyard for years and 
years, when Dutch would show us his film and 
it would be like we were seeing it fresh, for 
the first time in our lives. He’s just so talent- 
ed”) but he has a brilliant CD out titled 12 
Past Midnight , which demonstrates smart 
antecedents like Blue Nile and Jeff Buckley. 

Having people like Rail around is getting 
Spencer excited, even after 24 years. “Dutch 
is one of the best videographers I’ve come 
across, as well as a great editor and producer. 
He’s a great example of the type of young tal- 
ent we’re attracting because of all the work 
we have available.” 

The Wine Roads of Texas will be shown in 
three episodes in the spring of 2007. Most of 
the first has been shot, and Spencer believes 
the interviews have been exceptional. “We’ve 
found great storytellers who are making great 
wine,” he says. “Plus, the locations are just 
gorgeous and the stories are so inspiring.” 

One other important event has taken place 
in the time between starting the hunt for 
money and the first shooting: the widespread 
availability of high-definition cameras and TVs. 
The Wine Roads of Texas will be one of the 
first locally produced documentaries in the 
PBS system to be shot in high-definition. “The 
pictures are so beautiful, it’s like working in 
film instead of video,” Spencer explains. 

You can see how circular the entire process 
is. The station wants to have local produc- 
tions because they lead to excitement by 
funding sources, additional venues for cre- 
ative work, and opportunities to widely amor- 
tize state-of-the-art equipment purchases. And 
the success of one leads to the break for the 
next. So that when someone like Bailey has a 
creative idea about a book like mine, some- 
one with a proven record of accomplishment 
like Spencer can take the idea and run with it, 
and community members who have the ability 
to make funding happen will rally behind it. 
Which leads to more local productions. 

“I just can’t wait for this to air because I 
know people are going to love it,” Spencer 
says. “The public-broadcasting audience is the 
perfect audience for this show. They are 
engaged with what they watch, they like to go 
out and experience things they see, and many 
of them are already interested in fine wine 
and fine foods.” - Wes Marshall 


envisions a “Saturday morning slot at KLRU, as a connection between 
the morning’s children programming and the afternoon’s gardening and 
cooking shows to appeal to kids and their parents alike.” After all, many 
parents still need the same cooking and nutrition education that their 
kids do. 

America’s eating and health habits have become a hot topic lately, 
especially with the staggering statistics on child obesity and diabetes. 
“The answer to the problem is not fad diets and artificial ingredient 
substitutes,” Saralegui says. “It is simply a balance of local, natural, 
tasty foods prepared with family and eaten in moderation, paired with 
exercise and information. It’s really not rocket science, but it may 


take a NASA-like effort to get the simple ‘back to the garden’ message 
across.” The Michael Dell Foundation, through a substantial dona- 
tion to the University of Texas, recently created the Dell Center for the 
Advancement of Healthy Living. Saralegui is encouraged by the attention 
of big business, along with the development of government initiatives, 
to get our children healthy. While the pilot is in postproduction, he is 
keeping the bigger picture in view. He is focused on an active search for 
underwriter and advertising support, tilling his particular patch of gar- 
den to get his healthy message to a vast American television audience. 
Here’s hoping he succeeds in helping us rediscover our gastronomic 
culture and good health. ■

Going 'Beyond' With John LaZar and Erica Gavin 


3 FILMS BY LOUIS MALLE 

Criterion, $79.95 

Fifty years before Steve Zissou, Louis Malle 
quit film school and joined Jacques Cousteau 
aboard the Calypso for the life aquatic, netting 
the seminal underwater classic Le Monde du 
Silence (1956), which won the Special Jury Prize 
at Cannes that year. Malle, who with Godard 
and Truffaut was a progenitor of the French New 
Wave, later admitted he learned almost every- 
thing he knew about filmmaking from mess-yuh 
Jacques, but it’s here, in these semiautobio- 
graphical adolescent tales, where he finds his 
voix de la terre. As much codas to childhood as 
preludes to manhood, each of these films has 
a different cross 
to bear: Murmur of 
the Heart (1971), 
a supposed indict- 
ment of Malle’s 
bourgeoisie upbring- 
ing (though there 
is no official word 
on his personal 
experience with the 
Oedipus complex), 
serves as a treatise 
on boyhood and 
stands alongside 
his earlier Elevator to the Gallows in its tributary 
use of American jazz music; Lacombe Lucien 
(1974) finds a young redneck tangled as much 
in amorous obsession (with the stunning Aurore 
Clement) as his own deficient certitude when he 
becomes a henchman for the gestapo during the 
occupation of France; and, Au Revoir les Enfants 
(1987), which marked Malle’s return to film- 
making in France after a critically harsh period 
in Hollywood, is a dramatic retelling of his own 
experience at a World War ll-era Catholic boarding 
school. Malle’s considerable experience as a doc- 
umentarian comes to the fore here as the weight 
of the circumstances easily eclipse the thinly 
veiled narrative structure and reek of personal 
experience. The supplemental disc includes a 
recent interview with Candace Bergen (Malle’s 
wife of 15 years until his death in 1995), various 
archival audio interviews, and Charlie Chaplin’s 
1917 short comedy The Immigrant, which is 
featured in Au Revoir les Enfants. Comparable in 
scope and focus to Rainer Fassbinder’s World 
War II trilogy or Blue, White, and Red by Krzysztof 
Kieslowski, this is cinema of the highest order.

Nobody shot Erica Gavin like Russ Meyer. Except John LaZar, who, as the 
mad, bad, altogether dangerous-to-know Tinseltown popgun impressario 
Ronnie Barzell, aka Z-Man, puts the hammer down the throat of Gavin’s 
doomed Roxanne in the mind-blowing opening of Meyer’s onanistic master- 
piece Beyond the Valley of the Dolls. 

“This is not a sequel” proclaims BVD at its outset, and liability-dodges - 
in this case veering away from author Jacqueline Susann’s 1966 trash-lit 
smash and 20th Century 
Fox’s ’67 adaptation - 
have rarely, if ever, been 
writ so large or so true. 

Beyond the Valley of the 
Dolls manages to cram 
more hedonistic debauch- 
ery and grandiloquently 
campy pseudo-moralizing 
into 109 minutes than any other film Meyer did before or since. (And on 
June 13, it’ll finally be released in a special n e-plus-ultra-freak-out version 
from Fox, dovetailing with this week’s Alamo Drafthouse screening/reunion.) 

However else one chooses to read it, it’s also an entertaining slay-ride 
through the druggy, neon-daubed nightscape of Lost Angeles ’69, simulta- 
neously aflame with the desire to provoke, punish, and finally, released as 
it was in the wake of the previous year’s Manson slayings, condemn the 
swinging Sunset strippers, weeping crocodile tearfuls all the way. (Did we 
mention it was scripted by longtime Meyer fan Roger Ebert?) 

“I think it’s an individual finger print,” says LaZar, by phone from Los 
Angeles. “I think it still hits the youth. It’s still a rebellious movie, isn’t it? 
That’s why it’s still popular: Pretty young people doing rebellious things.” 

Meyer and Ebert’s splendidly sordid tale of the rise and fall of girl group 
the Carrie Nations and the viper’s nest of perversity they all too willingly 
fall prey to still retains its cutting-edge creepy-crawliness, thanks in large 
part to Gavin’s presence. The titular star of Meyer’s previous film, Vixen! - 
an unlikely box-office phenomenon that grossed some $21 million out of a 
$60 thousand budget in ’67 - says “When Russ gave me the part in 
Beyond the Valley of the Dolls, I think it was sort of his way of thanking me 
for doing Vixen! 

The end result of that direction remains the pinnacle of Meyer’s career, a 
surrealistic pillow fight between gogo-booted heathens and innocents 
seduced. It’s top-notch bottom-drawer material and, in its own willfully 
warped way, one of the highlights of Seventies filmmaking. 

“Is it one of the best films of the Seventies? That’s not for me to say,” 
says LaZar before answering, “Yeah, I think it’s one of the best films - why 
not? It’s certainly a beautiful film done by [director of photography] Fred J. 
Koenekamp [Patton]. And it had the whole force of 20th Century Fox 
behind it in 1969 and ’70. You know, that was the same year films like 
Butch Cassidy and the Sundance Kid came out, so, to ask me if it’s [one of 
the best] is subjective. Do I stand by the film? Yes.” 

“We had a Hollywood premiere,” Gavin adds, “with Army Archerd and the 
red carpet and all that glam, but that was it. And then 
it was over. There was no anything. And 
that’s what’s so great about the 
fact that this DVD is being 
released. It’s like it’s being given 
its second chance. It’s just too 
bad that Russ isn’t here.”

A Curiosity, Tough to Crack 

The AFS Texas Documentary Tour: Don Bernier's 'In a Nutshell'

Comparisons to wacky Edie Beale of the 
Maysles’ Grey Gardens - perhaps even to 
Miss Havisham of Great Expectations - will 
be made. Filmmaker Don Bernier and his 
wife Tina Erickson set out in 1998 to make 
what most certainly would have been a much 
tamer documentary about private collections 
in roadside museums. Then they encountered 
Elizabeth Tashjian, who, at 89, physically 
frail but mentally agile, ran the Nut Museum 
out of her time-warped Gothic revival home 
in Old Lyme, Conn. A film with the scenery- 
chewing Tashjian in it could be only about 
Tashjian, Bernier quickly realized, and prompt- 
ly scrapped the more expansive (and tamer) 
original plan. “Besides,” he adds, “Elizabeth 
wouldn’t share the stage with anyone else.” 

How Bernier captures the self-generated, unre- 
pentant spunk, the motor that for nine decades 
and counting has propelled Tashjian, blinkered 
and unwavering, through life, confident that she 
- and not the rest of the world - had it right, is 
how In a Nutshell: A Portrait of Elizabeth Tashjian 
avoids the hackneyed “how quaint” genre. (A 
truly inspired musical score did some heavy lift- 
ing in this regard, as well.) 

Tashjian was bom in 1912 
in New York, the daughter 
of Armenian parents who 
divorced when she was a 
child. A violin virtuoso at 
9, she moved on to paint- 
ing, later graduating with 
honors from the National Academy of Design. 
Tashjian’s artistic interest in - make that an 
obsession with - nuts began shortly after her 
arrival at the academy, where she painted both 
nut still-lifes and highly magnified cross-sec- 
tions of nuts. After moving to Old Lyme with 
her mother in 1950, Tashjian continued her art- 
work. Her mother died nine years later. Thirteen 
years later, Tashjian opened the Nut Museum on 
the ground floor of their sprawling 19th-century 
mansion, the walls covered with the nut-cracker 
murals she’d painted. (The admission charge 
was $3 and a nut.) In 1981, after an appearance 
as the “Nut Lady” on The Tonight Show With 
Johnny Carson, the well-spoken Tashjian became 
a sought-after talk-show novelty guest. 

Alas, in the staid New England society of 
Old Lyme (Kate Hepburn’s former stomp- 
ing grounds, as well), Tashjian’s star was in 
descent. The diminutive, self-possessed spin- 
ster who bicycled to the A&P - so slowly 
that no one could understand how the bike 
remained upright - neglected her property; the 
hedges were overgrown, the house in disrepair, 
the kitchen sink full of dirty dishes. When 
a museum visitor reported seeing squirrels 
inside the house, the Nut Museum’s listing 
was ignominiously dropped from the local 
tourist guide. Throughout the film hovers the 
unresolved question: genius or insanity? And, 
would that even be an issue if she were a he? 

During the film’s three-year production, 
Tashjian’s already colorful life took an unex- 


pected turn for the high drama when she was 
found collapsed in her decrepit home and 
remained comatose for a month in a hospital. 
During that time, the state declared her “inca- 
pable,” and Tashjian was placed in a nursing 
facility, her beloved home sold and her artwork 
and the contents of the Nut Museum rescued 
by a fascinated museum-studies curator. When 
Tashjian swims back to the surface, emerging 
from her coma, seemingly undamaged and 
articulate as ever, she’s mad as hell. I think 
that’s all I’ll say for now. 

Austin Chronicle: With a subject as eccentric 
and controversial as Elizabeth, did you ever feel 
like you’d reached an objective understanding of 
who she was? With the various talking heads who 
appear in the film, offering differing perspectives 
on Tashjian, who was the one with the most objec- 
tivity about Elizabeth ? 

Don Bernier: Of all the people I interviewed 
for the film who knew Tashjian, journalist 
Christine Woodside seemed to have the most 
objective perspective of her. In doing research 
on Tashjian, Woodside’s newspaper articles 
were the only media source 
that went beyond the rou- 
tine genitalia jokes and 
“eccentric woman collects 
nuts” headlines. Her sto- 
ries revealed the talented 
artist underneath it all, as 
well as Tashjian’s financial 
and social struggles in town. I used Christine’s 
approach to my own filmmaking. However, the 
film is called In a Nutshell : A Portrait of Elizabeth 
Tashjian, as opposed to u the Portrait .” It’s just 
one version of her complex story. I felt very 
strongly about trying to create an accurate, 
objective portrait of Ms. Tashjian but also real- 
ized that that was a nearly impossible mission. 
I think that whether you’re a photojoumalist 
or a writer or a documentary filmmaker, a truly 
objective product is a tall order - maybe even a 
myth. No matter where you point your camera, 
you’re not pointing it somewhere else. Even 
the way one frames a subject or lingers on a 
certain shot is a form of editorializing or being 
subjective. That said, I did come away with an 
impression of Elizabeth and her persona of the 
“Nut Lady.” I’ll leave it up to the audience to 
come to their own conclusions. 

AC: In the end, did you feel more - or less - like 
an advocate for her? 

DB: On the subject of objectivity, I think I 
may have only achieved a C minus at best. 
What happened to Elizabeth (the state declar- 
ing her “nuts” and taking her home away) 
was not a black-and-white issue. The probate 
court was in between a rock and a hard place 
with Tashjian’s case. However, as an outside 
observer, I do think it could’ve been handled 
differently and Tashjian could’ve been brought 
into the process more. While I tried to be fair 
to the whole story and to all parties involved, 
Elizabeth remains my hero - in life and in 


the film. Beyond that, I think the film honors 
those like Elizabeth - those who live their 
lives by their own design. At best, society calls 
these people “artists,” or maybe “eccentric.” 
At worst, they are labeled as “unstable,” “inca- 
pable,” or even “insane.” 

AC: What was Elizabeth’s reaction to watching 
your film? 

DB: Having said that, I don’t think Elizabeth 
would consider this film a success in terms of 
advocating for her. As much as I allowed her 
to be, Elizabeth was involved in the making of 
the film - beyond acting as the primary sub- 
ject. She supplied the initial list of potential 
interviewees for production (mainly includ- 
ing those who’d substantiate her side of the 
story). Toward the end of the editing process, 
I continued to show her rough cuts of the 
film in progress. Each time, she watched with 
enthusiasm, often rising up and cheering when 
vintage photos of her mother flashed across 
the screen. There were a handful of notes that 
Elizabeth gave me that proved to be very help- 
ful: factual errors in the time line or mislabeled

images. She also asked that I not include so 
much footage of the upstairs interior of her 
home, which I agreed to. When Liddy Karter 
appeared - the new owner of the former Nut 
Museum - Tashjian forbade me to include her 
in the cut, stating “I don’t want that woman in 
my film!” It was at this point that I gave up on 
wanting Elizabeth to “like” the film and real- 
ized I had to be true to the story as it unfolded. 
While I knew that it was painful for Elizabeth 
to watch the renovations on her beloved house 
play out on the screen, I also understood 
that omitting this scene would be dishonest 
and compromise the integrity of the film. I 
think that this was the most important thing 
I learned in the making of the film, my first 


documentary about a living, breathing person: 
There is a fine line between making a vanity 
piece about someone you respect and telling 
an honest story about a complex person caught 
up in a tragic situation. In the end, I tried to 
remain respectful to Tashjian while maintaining 
my responsibility to the larger story. 

AC: The music was so perfect throughout the 
film. Can you talk about the process of getting it 
so right? It really added substantively to the film, 
way beyond the usual supporting role. 

DB: There are three sources of music used in 
the film: Barry Black tracks from the Tragic 
Animal Stories CD, Matthew Logan’s original 
score, and a few of Elizabeth’s own composi- 
tions. From the first time I heard the Barry 
Black release, I knew I wanted to include some 
of it in the film. I used it for certain scenes, 
which created the musical foundation for the 
whole documentary. Matt Logan, a young com- 
poser living and teaching in New York, came 
onboard to help flesh out the overall score. He 
used the Barry Black tracks as a jumping off 
point but ended up creating a unique sound 
- almost like a supporting character - through- 
out the film. Finally, Elizabeth’s songs added 
a level of authenticity to the project. A studio 
in Hartford, Connecticut, had recorded several 
of her works back in the 1970s and 80s, and 
Elizabeth still had a few cassettes from that 
session. Hearing some of the “Nut Lady’”s own 
compositions helped immerse the viewer in the 
world of the Nut Museum prior to its closing. 
AC: Any post film developments in the saga? 

DB: I haven’t heard much news about Elizabeth 
lately. She was moved to a private room or “stu- 
dio” as she calls it. She’s still drawing and paint- 
ing and threatening to sue the state. Christopher 
Steiner [the Connecticut College museum cura- 
tor] has helped decorate her room with some 
of her paintings, and he continues to work on 
a book about the Nut Museum. I’ve heard that 
the family who bought the newly renovated 
(former) Nut Museum seem happy in their new 
home, despite the occasional joke about living 
in a “nut house” muttered by locals. Life goes 
on in Old Lyme. I am currently working on a 
historical documentary film about the history of 
circus sideshows and starting to write a screen- 
play about growing up in rural Maine. ■

Seasons' Greetings

Summertime, and the viewing is sleazy: 
Reality TV is in full swing. To be fair, some 
shows are better than others, and even I 
confess to watching with sanctimonious glee.

The Closer: Kyra Sedgwick returns for a sec- 
ond season as Deputy Chief Brenda Johnson 
on this TNT series. Ordinarily, I don’t care for 
police dramas, but Sedgwick is so droll as a 
Southern woman transplanted in gritty L.A., 
it’s delicious. Whether she’s solving grisly 
crimes or keeping ornery detectives in check, 
she does so with a gentility that veers from 
charming to withering in nothing flat. This sea- 
son, the marvelous Frances Sternhagen (Sex 
and the City) joins the cast as Sedgwick’s fussy, 
formerly disembodied mother. These phone 
calls - only heard on Johnson’s end - often 
lightened the mood of the moment. Let’s hope 
putting a face and a body to Mother Johnson 
doesn’t squelch some of that spirit. A marathon 
of The Closer s first season airs on Sunday, June 
11, starting at 9am. The new season launches 
commercial-free on Monday, June 12, at 8pm. 

Saved: “Sometimes the toughest life to save 
is your own.” Okay, sure, I confess to being 
underwhelmed by the press materials, but the 
preview screener is not bad, in a Grey’s Anatomy 
kind of way. Yes, this is another dramedy 
wherein charming, sexy adults (who save lives) 
have the emotional wisdom of junior high kids. 
Tom Everett Scott plays Wyatt Cole, a “slacker 
hero,” working as a paramedic, saving lives, and 
trashing his own through uncontrolled gam- 
bling and being the family underachiever (he 
dropped out of medical school to his father’s 
horror). Cole’s love interest is Alice Alden 
(Elizabeth Reaser), a woman he was involved 
with in medical school. While she went on to 
become a “real” doctor, he dropped out of med 
school, to cultivate the adrenaline rush. Omari 
Hardwick plays John “Sack” Hallon, Cole’s 
paramedic partner, the calm and sensible yin 
to Cole’s capricious yang. As TV buddies, Scott 
and Hardwick have a great chemistry that (for 
once) doesn’t rely on windy banter but smartly 


makes use of those guy silences where men 
seem to communicate best. Tracy Vilar is 
better than bitchy as Angela de la Cruz, a sea- 
soned paramedic who rides with Harper Sims 
(Michael McMillian), a painfully green new- 
bie who can’t help but get on her last nerve. 
Saved premieres Monday, June 12, at 9pm 
(after The Closer), commercial-free. 

The Real Dirt on Farmer John : Filmmaker 
Taggart Siegel adroitly studies the history 
of the American family farm, life in the great 
Midwest, and the price of living life off-center 
in this Independent Lens feature. The Farmer 
John in the title is John Peterson, a lifelong 
Illinois farmer who inherited his family farm, 
only to run it into bankruptcy. Demoralized 
and ostracized by neighbors for his suppos- 
edly peculiar lifestyle, Farmer John hits rock 
bottom. Seeking solace in Mexico, he has 
an epiphany. He returns home, rolls up his 
sleeves, and tries again, this time turning his 
back on conventional farming. From this fresh 
start, he creates what has become the largest 
organic Community Supported Agriculture 
farm, Angelic Organics. By sharing the sowing 
to growing and the reaping to eating experi- 
ence with a collective, Angelic Organics joins 
the larger eat-local movement. Peterson’s ideas 
about food and consumption are sensible, 
progressive, and inspiring. Peterson is a true 
American hero, a man who refuses to be 
bowed by convention and defined by failure. 
Not to be missed, The Real Dirt on Farmer John 
airs June 13 at 9pm on PBS. 

And finally, the return of The 4400. Having 
developed something of a cult following, the 
second season returns on Sunday. The basic 
story follows the lives of several key mem- 
bers of the 4,400: the number of individuals 
from all over the world who were abducted 
by a supernatural force, and returned in one 
fell swoop. The individual storylines are too 
tangled to get into. To fill in the gaps of what 
happened last season, see www.the4400.com or 
try and catch the season-one recap that peri- 
odically airs on NBC and USA. Check local 
listings. The second season of The 4400 starts 
Sunday, June 11, at 8pm on USA.

SIX STRINGS DOWN 


Austin said a final citywide farewell to Clifford Antone 
last Saturday at the Palmer Events Center, where more 
than 3,000 people turned out for a free memorial concert. 

Lou Ann Barton and Derek O’Brien lent extra soul to 
Jimmie Vaughan & the Tilt-a-Whirl Band, Gary Clark Jr. 

inspired a standing ovation, brassy Angela Strehli eulo- 
gized her friend on “Austin’s Home of the Blues,” while 

Doyle Bramhall Sr. and the Charlie Sexton/Double 
Trouble combo likewise raised the roof. Stealing the show, 
however, was Antone himself, via an extensive slide show 
illustrating why Austin felt such a personal connection to 
him. Mayor Will Wynn, Willie Nelson, and B.B. King were 
only the beginning: Antone literally knew everyone, or at 
least that’s how it appeared. 

ELEPHANTS NEVER FORGET 


Jay Clark, whose smooth sounds brought the Carousel 
Lounge’s circus murals to colorful life for three decades, 
passed away from kidney failure last week at age 86. Clark, 
born John W. Clark in the North Texas town of Ennis on 
Nov. 19, 1919, was blinded in 
two separate childhood acci- 
dents and moved to Austin to 
attend the Texas School for 
the Blind and Visually 
Impaired. After graduating, 
he toured the state with the 
Swingsters and eventually took 
over that band before starting 
the Velvetones, who secured 
a seven-night residency at the 
Carousel shortly after the East 
51st Street lounge opened in 
1963. Though Clark became 
best known for his frothy Wurlitzer interpretations of popular 
big-band and swing tunes, “The keyboard wasn’t his main 
instrument at all,” son John W. Clark Jr. said Monday. “His 
main interests were the saxophone and clarinet.” A stroke 
forced him to retire from the Carousel in 1998, the same 
year Clark was inducted into the Texas Music Hall of 
Fame. He married twice and is survived by a brother, three 
children, three grandchildren, and one great-grandchild.

There’s nothing like watching people slurp pastel-col- 
ored daiquiris to the not-exactly-soothing strains of

This unlikely scene played out last Friday at Selma’s 
Verizon Wireless Amphitheater, where, opening for 
Nine Inch Nails’ teeth-gnashing two hours, goth progeni- 
tors Bauhaus overcame the mortal indignity of playing 
during daylight hours with a 60-minute set of guitarist 
Daniel Ash’s abrasive tones and cape-clad singer Peter 
Murphy’s undead theatrics. A punky “In the Flat Field” 
and propulsive “She’s in Parties” were especially crisp, 
and like many before him, Murphy saw his time in Texas 
as the ideal chance to voice his opinion of our president: 
“Please vote him out next time, for God’s sake.” Perhaps 
one of those eyebrow-pierced acolytes who danced so 
seductively during “Bela Lugosi’s Dead” can brief him 
on the 22nd Amendment someday.

Sound Team's 'Movie Monster'

“Be real. Baby, be real. That’s all I ask you. Baby, be real.” 

A mop-topped Bill Baird sits at the electric piano, crooning 
homage to the late Doug Sahm as Sam Sanford harmonizes. 
It’s eerily quiet in the dark club, a cloud of confusion and dis- 
comfort hanging near the blue-and-red lights. Word has spread 
quickly of Clifford Antone’s death this afternoon, and by early 
evening Austinites have gathered outside his world-renowned 
namesake to pay tribute. 

Inside the double doors of Antone’s, where the club once wel- 
comed legendary bluesmen and shredders, hipsters now stand. 
New York City retro-rockers Elefant bring something more famil- 
iar than finger-picking to this crowd of black-clad twentysome- 
things and ass-shaking fashionistas: openers and local favorites 
Sound Team. Baird, normally the band’s bassist, and guitarist 
Sanford’s impromptu and heartfelt salute to Antone reiterates 
an ancient entertainment adage: The show must go on. 

“It felt weird,” singer, guitarist, and piano-man Matt Oliver 
says later of the Antone’s show. “We’re part of this thing hap- 
pening in Austin. You could call it a new musical vanguard. To 
come back to Antone’s, where this guy of the old school had 
Albert King and Muddy Waters and John Lee Hooker playing, it 
felt interesting, for sure.” 

Although Sahm’s staple is fitting, it’s the furthest thing from 
the serious bounce of Sound Team. Formative shows at Emo’s, 
after Baird and Oliver moved from Portland, Ore., in 2001, wit- 
nessed packed front rooms of spastic youths jumping and danc- 
ing to a sound more eccentric. Keyboards jogged with rhythm 
as much as the bass and drums, as everything exploded around 
the band. Now the Team is tighter, every burst of measure cata- 
pulted by psychedelic pop rapture. A tide of piano and thump 
let loose by the moon’s gravity. 

Putting Sahm to bed, the sixpiece - Baird, Oliver, Sanford, 
drummer Jordan Johns, and keyboardists Gabe Pearlman and 
younger Baird brother Michael - dives into the set, opening 
with the bombastic closing track of their major label debut for 
Capitol Records, Movie Monster. “Handful of Billions” swirls in 
and chugs out, gaining momentum. “One more time before this 
is over!” they holler in unison. It’s their last night of a 17-show 
trek with Elefant, and Oliver’s a little raspy, a million nights of 
smoke and blacktop crouching in his throat. 

Songs ebb and flow, each more inventive than the last. As 
“TV Torso” begins its slow ascent into throbbing melodrama 
- worlds different from its recorded cousin - Bill Baird collars 
himself with a tambourine, creating a spontaneous one-man 
band. He bounces in between beats, the tambourine clanging 
down on his shoulders, without missing a note. Stage left finds 
Pearlman’s body rock and Sanford’s hyper-rhythmic bobbing. 
Sound Team is feeling it, bringing beat and echo together into a 
surreal wave of sound. Clifford Antone would beam. 

Bowing to the crowd - half of whom are doubtless unaware of 
Antone’s history - Sound Team relinquishes the stage. Another 
show under their belts. Time to head home, there’s unpacking to be 
done. And laundry. This will be a banner year for their suitcases. 

Major Luck 

“Are we optimistic? I don’t know,” says Oliver, shaking his 
head. “We’re probably scared shitless, but isn’t everybody? If 
we seem happy and optimistic, it’s because we know that we’re 
going to be doing this together no matter what happens. We 
really like doing this.” 

Optimism often serves as a blindfold to a trusting band newly 
signed to a major label. When creating something as delicate as 
a perfectly balanced song, a grainy Super-8 video like the one to 
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accompany first single “Back in 
Town,” or a dreamy oil painting 
like Sanford’s covers to Movie 
Monster and last year’s Work Eh 
that bandana over the eyes can 
be the only thing between the 
harshness of reality and the intri- 
cacies of the mind. That Capitol 
Records has granted Sound Team 
both trust and confidence, giving 
them creative control over their 
product and the way in which its 
marketed, speaks well of the partnership thus far. 

“They’re giving us a lot of freedom and leeway to come up 
with our own ideas,” nods Baird from the control room of 
Sound Team’s Eastside studio, Big Orange. “And we’re respond- 
ing. We’re working really hard to try and define our future and 
take control. There aren’t too many people who are going to 
better represent what we want than us.” 

The music industry bears little resemblance to its grunge- 
era counterpart. Standard record label evolution has all but 
collapsed, majors giving way to indies birthing micro-indies 
and finally digital subscription services, meaning that acts like 
Sound Team navigate a dangerous landscape. There’s no room 
for failure at a major, only growth, even in a time when singles 
have been replaced by “emphasis tracks,” and the push for 
radio-play has given way to a more grass roots approach to 
building a fan base. 

“If we knew how to write a big radio hit,” Oliver joked during 
a pre-Austin City Limits Music Festival interview last year 

(austinchronicle.com/issues/dispatch/2005-09-23/music_ 
roundup5.html), “we would probably go into writing jingles.” 


In fact, Sound Team enjoys the best of both worlds: a huge 
corporation with enough capital to support them (although 
contractual discussion is declined), and enough cajones to 
take a big risk on a little band without a “mainstream” sound. 
Already, successful tours with the Walkmen and an unforget- 
table Central Park show with the Arcade Fire have laid the 
groundwork for a national fan base. While Sound Team’s first 
releases, 2000’s countrified debut from Baird and Oliver and 
2002 ’s coloring-book soundtrack, Into the Lens, define DIY 

- complete with hand-drawn trading cards, CD-R art, and the 
aforementioned coloring book - the band obviously doesn’t 
hand-ink hundreds of albums anymore. Where they used 
to record songs on a whim and put them to cassette, now a 
producer is always in order - Mike McCarthy (Spoon, Trail of 
Dead) this go-round. 

“I’m just not scared,” claims Baird. “If the record flops, I’ll 
be giving away vinyl singles on the Drag again and selling tapes. 
I’ve been happy all along. It just doesn’t matter. The album 
exists. It doesn’t even need to come out.” 

Recorded at Big Orange, Movie Monster was a laborious effort 
of sweat and tears. Tracks like “TV Torso” were conceived during 
mixing, and seeing as this is the band’s first proper full-length 

- the other two burned from personal computers - the tiniest 
tweak of a knob served an aural lesson. 

“We basically put everything into this record that we could,” 
says Oliver, who along with Baird acts as the band’s official 
mouthpiece. “It almost killed me, but in the end, if it flops, I 
can know that we did that.” 

“I think that a lot of this label stuff is really beside the point,” 
rejoins Baird. “If you’re doing something right, then that will 
take care of itself.”

SOUND TEAM 

Movie Monster (Capitol) 

As its title suggests, the major label 
debut from Austin’s apocalyptic pop col- 
lective Sound Team is both cinematic and 
fierce. The keyboard-driven sextet’s com- 
pulsive zeal for an ever-changing array of 
sonic textures dances on the edge of fall- 
ing overboard, yet it always reined in before 
devolving into gee-whizardry. This volatile 
concordance between carnivorous forward 
vision and pop convention builds its way 
toward a heady, vibrant sound that feels 
alive and unsure. Although Movie Monster 
emerges from an aural epicenter cratered 
somewhere near the cusp of Reaganism, 

Sound Team’s jet-setting approach reaches 
backward and forward from there, touching 
down in Brian Eno’s Berlin, Joy Division’s Manchester, and Arcade Fire’s Montreal, among other 
destinations. The esoteric title track taps out a semiharrowing, synthesized dystopia, but “TV 
Torso” sounds torn from an after-hours dance party held in the shadow of Pershing missiles 
aimed at the Eastern Bloc. While “Your Eyes Are Liars” offers the superlative three-minute 
summary of the band’s sound, the album’s most memorable pick hit might be “Back in Town,” 
in which pianist/vocalist Matt Oliver couples a faint Ben Folds bent with a hook that won’t quit. 
Somewhere in Hollywood, there’s a movie crying out for songs like that.

“There are so many great musicians who 
never even thought about being on a label or any 
of that crap,” Oliver adds. “Were lucky I guess. 
Daniel Johnston never tried to get signed. He 
just wanted to write great pop songs.” 

Processed Tofu 

“Trust the process,” Baird insists. “Put faith 
in the process. You have to let go to a certain 
extent. Trust that everything is going to be okay 
if you just take care of each little individual 
step. It definitely requires trust.” 

Baird is the brain of this institution, the 
creative genius, the mad scientist. He spins 
in his chair, eyes following the molding along 
the walls, excess energy finding its way out. 
Thin and excited, Baird exudes the youthful 
exuberance necessary for undertaking the task 
of creation. He’s a musical poet, dreaming up 
measures of infinite imagination. 

Oliver, meanwhile, is Sound Team’s ring- 
leader, the type of maestro that takes sug- 
gestions from the class and interpolates the 
succeeding outcome. His walks the thin line

Bonding with Michael Baird in 
high school, the skinny youngster took over for for- 
mer drummer Willis Deviney - now of the Lemurs - 
in 2002. 

3) Gabe Pearlman: Somehow Pearlman always 
seems to be on a trampoline. The keyboardist has 
a lot of fun on stage, and his vertical is in top form. 
Pearlman met Baird and Oliver in the Northwest 
and, like all good things, wound up in Austin. 

4) Sam Sanford: The story goes that Sanford 
joined the group when Bill admitted that he only 
had two arms. The two go back to high school, 
and Sanford actually adds a very necessary ele- 
ment to Sound Team: echo guitar. 


between honesty and assurance. Regardless of 
his responsible nature, he knows that all this 
fun, all of these creative outlets, can be gone in 
a heartbeat. There’s no time like the present. 
With most of the six growing up together in 
San Antonio, this single frame of mind comes 
naturally. Big Orange is their clubhouse. 

Sound Team came across the abandoned 
record-pressing plant on Austin’s Eastside 
soon after releasing a handful of self-recorded 
cassettes, and nowadays it’s a comfortable, air- 
conditioned, high tech studio where the crew 
spends most of its time. It’s their oasis from the 
road, the room where ideas work unfettered. A 
sculpture of gridlocked TVs stands against one 
wall. Sanford’s original canvas for Work hangs 
on another. Big Orange is half studio, half art 
gallery, and all inspirational haven. 

“You have to be experimental,” Baird stress- 
es. “Even a guy playing by himself on a guitar 
has to be experimental. You have to be experi- 
menting all the time and testing the limits of 
what you think you can do, otherwise you’re 
going to ossify like the boring Stones.” 

A pop album on the surface, Movie Monster 
is all in the details: Tape slipping off the reel 
creates a natural song ending for the short “Get 
Out,” a typewriter serving as drum machine on 
“TV Torso,” one-sound drum machines affect- 
ed by new technology on “Movie Monster,” 
banging on walls, busting up plastic tubs, toss- 
ing around piano benches. This is anything but 
a normal, power-chord pop band. 

In fact, as the band continues writing their 
next album (“You really do have your whole 
life to write your first,” they admit), the sad 
reality is that the new album will have them 
on the road more than in the studio. Touring 
will take up the majority of 2006, three weeks 
a month on average. The days of casually 
coming into the studio to lay down a track 
they heard in a dream last night are long 
gone. The road is now a full-time job. Their 
trusty whale van - hand-painted by Hotel San 
Jose sign-maker Greg Jones - will rack up 
some serious mileage. 

“When you’re on tour, food is pretty much 
all you’ve got,” chuckles Baird. “It’s the only 
thing that makes you feel really good and 
comfortable a lot of the time. We’re actually 
compiling a big list of health-food stores. We 
got a list of batting cages, beaches, state parks, 
and health-food stores. I’m a vegetarian, so I 
compiled a list of veggie-friendly restaurants.” 


“Food is terrible!” yells Oliver. “Food is the 
biggest musical influence we have.” 

Who ever heard of indie rock health 
nuts? For a band so concerned with living 
in the present, taking it step by step, when 


it comes to well-being, those notions go out 
the window. It’s not all vegetables and exer- 
cise, however. 

“We party,” Baird laughs. “But my definition 
of a party is two people and a block of tofu.” ■

“The days burn like cigarettes,” sings 
San Saba County on second disc It’s Not 
the Fall That Hurts, but they’re not talking 
about the weather. The Arkansas travelers, 
guilt-racked Catholics, and impatient brides- 
to-be of these rural goth missives shoulder 
enough grief to make a feller pine for sim- 
pler days back in the big city, which they 
do on “Nothin’ Like the Dallas Homesick 
Blues.” The Weary Boys, meanwhile, head 
down to the bayou of fifth LP Jumpin' Jolie 
(Weary Records), humidified ballads better 
suited to a lazy afternoon underneath a live 
oak than a feverish fais do-do, save the rug- 
cutting title track and “Baby’s Got a Hold on 
Me.” For an encore, take a twirl to newcom- 
ers the Mother Truckers’ Broke, Not Broken 
(Bosco), which starts strong with robust 
roots-rocker “No Mercy” and sidelong shuffle 

“Nothing There,” coasts through the middle, and finishes with knockout 
blues “Love Me Like a Man” and Grievous Angel-v intage duet “Shadow.” 
Speaking of Gram Parsons, former Flying Burrito Brother John Beland 
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produced San Antone trio 10 City Run’s 
debut Somethin' Else (Universal South). 
Besides hefty covers of Bob Wills’ 

“Stay All Night” and Warren Zevon’s 
“Carmelita,” their gnarled, reverb-heavy 
rockabilly does Doug Sahm proud on 
“Juan Mendoza.” Even lullaby “Goodnight 
Moon” sounds somehow menacing, 
something Austin’s Derailers couldn’t do 
covering Link Wray’s “Rumble.” But that’s 
the point: Soldiers of Love (Palo Duro) 
is the revamped quintet’s latest frolic 
through roadhouse country and early rock 
& roll. Hope Larry the Cable Guy doesn’t 
mind their borrowing his catchphrase 
on “Get ’er Done,” but at least “Soldier 
of Love” isn’t a Donny Osmond cover. 
Christian soldier Justin Trevino’s hymnal 
Before You Say Amen (Heart of Texas) 
will cleanse the most heathen ears: tra- 
ditional songs of faith (“In the Garden”) 
sung in a voice so pure it must be a 
gift from the Lord above. And before we say amen, a word about throaty 
Minnesota transplant Brennen Leigh’s graceful Devil's on My Trail: amaz- 
ing. Get behind her, Satan. - Christopher Gray

ANTONE'S HOME 
OF THE BLUES (Koch) 

Clifford Antone is alive and well. So, 
too, are Sunnyland Slim, Jimmy Rogers, 
Eddie Taylor, Luther Tucker, Albert Collins, 
Stevie Ray Vaughan, and Doug Sahm, 
vintage footage of all a precious portal 
into Antone’s everlasting blues. “I didn’t 
choose it,” swears the big teddy bear, 
Antone. “It chose me. I never had any con- 
trol over it!” Antone's Home of the Blues 
proves that as sure as Muddy Waters’ 
holiness. Seeing Antone cry at the elbow 
of Pinetop Perkins, playing the piano like 
a Mississippi schoolboy, bears witness 
to religion being inseparable from music 
- and vice versa - at some critical junc- 
ture. Clifford onstage with Albert Collins; 
Clifford sharing barbecue and history with 
Kim Wilson, Angela Strehli, and Derek 
O’Brien; and Clifford swooning stageside 
while Hubert Sumlin plays Antone’s all tes- 
tify to one God. Clifford talking about the 
nanny that sang him gospel songs: “That’s 
where I got the soul I have today.” Soul 
is what Clifford Antone moved heaven, 
earth, and even the music business with, 
and Dan Karlok’s 90-minute documentary 
from 2004 hits DVD with a timing singular 
to at least two of those three. From the 
same vicinity materializes a parade of the 
faithful: B.B. King, Buddy Guy, Willie “Big 
Eye” Smith, Calvin “Fuzz” Jones, Jimmie 
Vaughan, Doyle Bramhall, Billy Gibbons, 
Marcia Ball, Bill Bentley, Paul Ray, Joe Ely, 
Lou Ann Barton. Marquees shout: Albert 
King, John Lee Hooker, Otis Rush, Junior 
Wells, the Fabulous Thunderbirds (where 
lurks Keith Ferguson), Bobby “Blue” Bland, 
Sue Foley. Statue to: Willie Dixon. Herein 
beats Clifford Antone’s heart. “It’s been 
my life,” he says, “it’s been my family, my 
wife.

Trashcan Parade (BCR) 

Chili Cold Blood ladles Bloodchili Music -two 
Fritos packets’ worth. The local trio’s publish- 
ing company copyrights a dozen originals as its 
shit-kicking country alt.ego, the Moonhangers. 
Consider the group’s Waylon Wednesdays at the 
Hole in the Wall a 
tip of Home Grown's 
hand. Ethan Shaw’s 
pedal steel and 
Doug Strahan’s gui- 
tars - Matt Puryear 
on drums - trans- 
lates vocally, trading 
off track-by-track, 
into Strahan’s more 
leavened tenor 
and Shaw’s deeper 
Sun Records, and 
when they duet 
on “Homegrown,” 
it ain’t nuthin but 
good. Standouts 
“For Bein’ in Love” 

(“... you sure don’t 
ever call”), Willie- 
esque lament 
“Tumble Down Whiskey,” and boot-scootin’ 
instrumental “Bouncin’ Buds” rustle up acous- 
tics with the call of the steel, not a clunker 
in the bunch. Blood Chili Records plays Fat 
Possum on Walter Daniels’ Trashcan Parade, 
six of the disc’s nine tracks graffitied by the 
Red River harp-cat. Daniels’ trash-can vocals 
and rusty lid honk meets Chili Cold Blood’s 
stone cold blues drang and whittles out snap- 
pies like “Mystery Beer” and the Punkaroos’ 
“Police Record, Boy.” DIY constrains most pro- 
duction budgets, which no doubt accounts for 
Trashcan 1 s sonic mulch, the harp-off between 
Daniels and Ted Roddy on “Groovy Gravy” beg- 
ging for a forefront mix like Duane Allman and 
Dickey Betts. Lyrics to the Lubitsch/Wilder 
punk of “Ninotchka” sputter unintelligible, while 
the title track, unwavering in its solid steel, 
would’ve breached the levee through a boost 


in sonic density. Ditto for closing instrumental 
“Skanky,” like its predecessor co-written with 
Chili Cold Blood. Chow down.

The Entire City (Distress Signal) 

A former hardcore kid from Dallas goes 
solo, grabs an acoustic guitar, and makes an 
album.

With a little help 
from locals Jason 
Brister and Colin 
Swietek of Cue, 
cellist Caitlin Bailey 
of Pompeii, and 
Elizabeth Jackson 
of Darling New 
Neighbors on violin, 

The Entire City takes on a full sound, all the 
windows lit up. Acoustic opener “One Problem” 
is a shaky start, but soon it comes together. 
“Catch Fire” has an immediate Sonic Youth 
birthright with its wiry opening guitar line, and 
the chaotic breakdown shouts early Nineties. 
Arceri gets acidic on the beautifully plodding

DARLING NEW NEIGHBORS 

Every Day Is Saturday Night 

Charmingly scrappy and well-at-ease with 
near-constant stylistic hopscotch, Austin’s 
Darling New Neighbors exude the same sense 
of kindred endearment as a favored thrift- 
store shirt. The multi-instrumentalist trio’s 
debut dabbles in indie-pop, country, folk, and 
disco with a freewheeling mindset that doesn’t 
break boundaries so much as pay no attention 
to them whatsoever.

Jackson moves 
between bass, 
accordion, and violin, 
the latter of which 
figures prominently 
on gorgeously wistful 
opener, “Overgrown.” 

Jackson’s country-

Picture in My Head 

The second album 
from this highly styl- 
ized local pop trio 
is precision-tuned 
and oversoaked with 
hooks.

Guitarist/ vocalist 
Jason Garcia is fueled by the same unrequited 
aspirations as Big Star devotees like Matthew 
Sweet and Jellyfish.

RADNEY FOSTER 

This World We Live In 
(Dualtone) 

Since going solo in 
1992, Radney Foster 
has been remarkably 
consistent at making 
albums filled with high 
quality roots rock and Texas-style country. This 
World We Live In, his fifth studio work, is no big 
leap for the Del Rio native, but it’s nearly as 
satisfying as anything he’s ever done. This time 
out, Foster’s joined by two members of Keith 
Richards’ X-pensive Winos, guitarist Waddy 
Wachtel and drummer Charlie Drayton, plus 
respected bass player Bob Glaub, who’s worked 
with Jackson Browne; Crosby, Stills, Nash & 
Young; and Warren Zevon. They add grit to set- 
opening riff rocker “Drunk on Love” and rough- 
and-tumble twang to “Big Idea.” On the down 
side, Foster dwells on relationships, using the 
“L” word too many times to count, and as an 
accomplished singer-songwriter he’s got a few 
interesting turns of phrase, but fans know from 
previous releases that he’s capable of writing 
about other experiences. Which is one reason 
that the last song, “Never Gonna Fly,” stands 
apart.

The Parlor, June 3 

There’s something voyeuris- 
tic and comforting about the 
Parlor on North Loop that 
makes it feel like a scene in a 
Tom Waits song, an anything- 
goes aesthetic. A homeless 
man wanders in pumping 
his fist to the music; bikers 
converge out back; children 
squeal with past-their-bedtime 
delight as other pierced and 
tattooed characters sit sleepy-eyed, bloated on pizza and beer. On Saturday night, Baby Robots’ 
drug rock got everyone high, from the woozy feedback blast at the end of “Stars ’n Heads” and 
the drum-based mania of “Uppers and Downers” to a power pop version of Buddy Holly’s “Listen 
to Me.” It was the perfect music to go with hot blasts from an open oven every five minutes. Local 
trio Horse + Donkey followed up with their psych/kraut doom pop. Kicking teeth in with opener 
“The Riddle,” a stuttering surf tripwire packed with reverb and chopped vocals, they were like the 
Texas version of Pl.L.-meets-Flat Duo Jets. “This song’s about a woman who falls in love with a 
horse.” A patron cracks wise: “I’ve seen that movie before!” Crack, crash, fizz. Several folks jerk 
their torsos in unnatural ways, moved by an unseen force; guitarist and singer Jaime yelps and 
wrestles sharp twangs from his guitar, making it sound like a post-punk construction site: Guitar 
jackhammers. Bass drills. Drums saw. “This song’s about a horse, a real good looking horse.” 

It was a tight, short set that rendered a few folks unable to articulate what they had just heard. 
That’s good music. - Audra Schroeder

SLAID CLEAVES 

Unsung (Rounder) 

Never one to hurry an album just to have 
something new to sell, Slaid Cleaves’ latest is 
a surprise in that it doesn’t feature any of his 
own songs. Instead, Unsung collects the work 
of other singer-songwriters, and, like its title, 
announces - with the exception of David Olney, 
Ana Egge, Adam Carroll, and Karen Poston 

- the tunes are from relative unknowns like 
Melvern Taylor, JJ Baron, and Graham Weber. 
Stylistically, the material hews close to Cleaves’ 
understated storytelling, yet only occasionally 
does it grab the head 
and heart the way his 
own compositions do. 

This is likely related to 
the disc’s laid-back pro- 
duction. Cleaves is an 
unremitting folkie, but 
where Poston’s original 
“Flowered Dresses” is 
sunny, the version here is almost a dirge com- 
plicating its meaning. This sense of melancholy 
permeates Unsung, but Cleaves’ sense of 
humor and offbeat style rarely pokes its head 
up here and goes missed. Longtime Cleaves 
sideman and guitarist Michael O’Connor pro- 
vides two songs, and his “Devil’s Lullaby” 
stands apart as a striding roots-rock anthem. 
While deserving credit for bringing these songs 
and their writers to light, Unsung will probably 
stay just that.

LISA LOEB 

The Very Best of Lisa Loeb (Geffen) 

The “Lisa Loeb Is Single and Looking” jug- 
gernaut continues with The Very Best of Lisa 
Loeb. And truly, this should be a single, the 
Dallas native’s crowning achievement to date 
being the 1994 hit “Stay.” This collection, on 


the heels of #1 Single, 
a reality show about 
Loeb’s search for love 
and baby batter in the 
Big Apple, sets the wom- 
en’s movement back 20 
years. Apparently, Loeb 
believes women over 30 
have a better chance of 
being snatched by terrorists than getting mar- 
ried if the primary concern of her oeuvre, as 
presented here, is to be believed. Nearly every 
song falls in or out of love, the exception being 
“Furious Rose,” the story of a supposedly hys- 
terical patient of Sigmund Freud, which features 
lovely string embellishments that add depth 
to Loeb’s narrative rehabilitation of a woman 
designated as crazy by the patriarchy. If Loeb, a 
Brown graduate, is such a brainiac, why doesn’t 
she just get over herself and write about more 
important things than finding a date?

The True False Identity

T BONE BURNETT 

Twenty Twenty: The 
Essential T Bone Burnett 
(DMZ/Columbia) 

By releasing his first 
album of new material 
in 14 years simultane- 
ously with a 2-CD retro- 
spective of his previous 
work, Fort Worth native T 
Bone Burnett looks both 
forward and backward, 
closing one door while stepping into the future. 
It’s unfortunate, then, that Burnett’s present, 

The True False Identity, offers a great deal more 
intrigue than the bloated and slightly disfigured 
Twenty Twenty. Since his last studio effort, 

1992 ’s The Criminal Under My Own Hat, Burnett 
has busied himself producing others - Ralph 
Stanley, Tony Bennett, Gillian Welch - and 
movie soundtracks, including 0 Brother , Where 





Art Thou? The time away and working with such 
diverse influences has enhanced his writing 
skills, The True False Identity overflowing with 
dense textures and dexterous social and politi- 
cal commentary that bursts with feverish aban- 
don. Militaristic rap “Palestine Texas”; a brutally 
raw dissection of the laws of God and of man 
in “Blinded by the Darkness”; and the ironic, 
sweet bounce of “I’m Going on a Long Journey 
Never to Return” offer three of many sides of 
present day Americana. Although Twenty Twenty, 
so named because of the number of tracks 
on each disc, is a fair overview of Burnett’s 
career and even offers a few new tracks, it’s 
difficult to recommend. First there are the new 
versions of tunes from 1983’s Proof Through 
the Night, perhaps his strongest work. Still 
unavailable on CD, they’re represented here by 
seven cuts, five of which have be rearranged in 
some way through remixing, new overdubs, new 
vocals, and at least in one case different lyrics. 
Otherwise, at more than 2V2 hours of music, 
it’s a little dense for beginners. A single disc of 
gems, including “The People’s Limousine,” his 
duet with Elvis Costello; and the outstanding 
cover of “Diamonds Are a Girl’s Best Friend,” 
would have been more warmly welcomed.

Even as the Waco- 
born, Dallas-bred 
trumpeter has released 
a successful string 
of straight-up, hard- 
bop LPs, he’s also 
recorded with Erykah 
Badu and D’Angelo 
and toured through 
Austin frequently with a 
deliciously funky quin- 
tet. In this light, it’s no surprise Hargrove has 
released two albums simultaneously: Nothing 
Serious, a no-frills, in-the-pocket, mainstream 
affair, and Distractions, an up-to-the-minute 
groove excursion with his R&B/hip-hop/jazz col- 
lective, RH Factor. The former finds Hargrove’s 
standard quintet tight and frisky after four 
years on the road. The 36-year-old leader 
demonstrates why he’s among the most accom- 
plished musicians of his generation, whether 
firing off flurries of blue notes or gently caress- 
ing a melody on his buttery flugelhorn. Not 
to be outdone, alto saxman Justin Robinson 
conjures up the serpentine sound of the wick- 
edly dexterous Eric Dolphy. Underrated piano 
veteran Ronnie Matthews sparkles throughout, 
while statesman trombonist Slide Hampton 
guests on three tracks. No surprises here, 
and at a compact 45 minutes, there’s noth- 
ing superfluous either on this finely crafted 
date. Back on the street, Hargrove lends his 
jazz chops to the easy groovin’ beat-fest of RH 
Factor’s Distractions. Showcasing how naturally 
these styles coalesce in the right hands, the 
trumpeter blends effortlessly into the stew, be 
it a sultry R&B ballad, a George Clintonian rave, 
or a D’Angelo-produced scratch ’n’ beat mix. 

Any way you slice this one, it’s party time, and 
Roy Hargrove is havin’ a blast.

Ewwwww! 1) Again this year, in April, Jim Werych of the Wednesday Night Classics car club 
in Brookfield, Wis., ritually dragged his tongue, in a deep lick, across Lisbon Road (with traffic 
stopped in both directions) to verify, and proclaim, that the streets are free of winter salt and 
thus safe for the club's delicate classics. 2) A March New York Times dispatch described recent 
successes in eradicating the grotesque "Nigerian worm," which afflicted 3 million Africans in 
1986 but only 12,000 last year. The stringlike worm, up to 3 feet in length, produces pools of add 
in legs or feet (or eye sockets) and causes excruciating pain until expelled. 


LEAD STORY 

Wheelchair-confined Richard Paey com- 
mitted almost exactly the same violations 
of Florida prescription-drug laws that radio 
personality Rush Limbaugh did, with a differ- 
ent result: Limbaugh’s sentence, in May, was 
addiction treatment, and Paey’s, in 2004, was 
25 years in prison. Both illegally possessed 
large quantities of painkillers for personal use, 
which Paey defiantly argued was (and will be) 
necessary to relieve nearly constant pain from 
unsuccessful spinal surgeries after an auto acci- 
dent, but which Limbaugh admitted was sim- 
ply the result of addiction. (In fact, if Limbaugh 
complies with his plea bargain, his conviction 
will be erased.) Paey’s sentence now rests with 
a state Court of Appeal. 

THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

• 1) China, sensitive about the impression it 
will make on visitors to the 2008 Olympics, 
has undertaken a major campaign against open 
spitting, monitored by volunteer scolders who 
wear shirts that spell out “mucus” in Chinese 
and who hand out bags to spit in. 2) India’s 
rural development minister vowed in March 
that the country will eliminate open defecation 
by 2012, despite reports of toilet use in some 
states as low as 15%. The government gives 
homeowners toilet-installation grants. 

• For 30 years now, many residents of Frostburg, 
Md., have been puzzled, and annoyed, at the 
three-story-high, 400-foot-long metal-and-con- 
crete frame that Pastor Richard Greene calls his 
modern Noah’s Ark, at which he works off and 
on, awaiting Judgment Day. According to an 
April Pittsburgh Post-Gazette dispatch, Greene 
said the Arc came to him in visions during dis- 
turbing dreams in 1976. Some neighbors are 
patient, but others call the Ark an eyesore that 
depresses property values and wastes religious 
charity (since contributions to Greene have 
totaled $1 million). 

JUSTICE DELAYED 
IS JUSTICE DENIED 

An Illinois Appellate Court in April upheld a 
lower-court ruling reversing Mongo the steer’s 
disqualification for steroids after he had been 
chosen junior grand champion at the 2003 
Illinois State Fair. Mongo had tested posi- 
tive for the anti-inflammatory Banamine, for 
his sore foot, but the court declared the test 
improperly administered. It was a victory for 
Mongo’s owner, Whitney Gray, but of utterly 
no benefit to Mongo, who shortly after the fair 
was slaughtered for steak. 


QUESTIONABLE JUDGMENTS 

• In April, William Bethel Jr. confessed to 
police during a traffic stop that the station 
wagon he was driving was mainly used for 
transporting corpses for his friend’s mortuary 
service but that he was using it just then to 
deliver pizzas for Domino’s of Feasterville, Pa. 
(Bethel quickly resigned.) 

• On the day after a federal jury in Virginia 
sentenced “20th (Sept. 11) hijacker” Zacarias 
Moussaoui to life in prison without possibility 
of parole, a Florida jury in Orlando gave Carl 
Moore, 37, exactly the same sentence. The 
Virginia jury had concluded that Moussaoui 
could have prevented the deaths of nearly 
3,000 people; the Florida jury found that 


Moore had fondled a 12-year-old girl, briefly, 
underneath her clothes on an elevator at a 
resort (his second such conviction). 

RECENT NOTABLE PROTESTS 

1) In February, children’s book author Frank 
Feldmann, 35, trespassed to the top of the St. 
Augustine (Fla.) Lighthouse in the middle of 
the night, wearing a tiger suit, to decry child 
pornography on the Internet. However, his 
point was not immediately understood by 
police on the ground below because of com- 
munication problems posed by his voice-muf- 
fling tiger mask. 2) The residents of Steuben 
County in upstate New York, who attended 
a community rally in January to protest a 
planned clean-energy windmill farm, mostly 


criticized its unsightliness, but one opponent 
objected because windmill blades make whir- 
ring noises that to him resemble sounds of 
Nazi holocaust torture. 

THE PERVO-AMERICAN 
COMMUNITY 

New York City raw-food restaurateur Dan 
Hoyt, 43, was sentenced to two years’ proba- 
tion in April for a highly publicized 2005 inci- 
dent in which he indecently exposed himself 
on a subway train in front of a 2 2-year- old 
woman, who reacted by photographing him 
with her cell phone and displaying the shot on 
the Internet. In an April interview with New 
York magazine, Hoyt shrugged off the incident, 
calling his habit just another facet of a “pretty 
cool,” thrill-seeking person. “I’ve met women 
who enjoy [being flashed].” Except for the sub- 
way incident, even his victim would “probably 
want to go out with me.” 

LEAST COMPETENT CRIMINALS 

• Short Attention Spans: Brian M. Williams, 21, 
was arrested for allegedly robbing Houchens 
Market in Glasgow, Ky., in April; police had 
found him minutes afterward across the street 
filling his gas tank. And Nathan Myles, 25, was 
sentenced in March to three years in prison for 
a lengthy, destructive police chase in Thunder 
Bay, Ontario; it ended when Myles stopped for 
a haircut. And Mario Caracoza, 26, was arrest- 
ed for allegedly robbing a Bank of America in 
Bristol Township, Pa., in May; police had found 
him minutes afterward eating breakfast at the 
Sunrise Diner next door. 

• Wrong Place, Wrong Time: 1) Konoshin 
Kawabata, 48, was arrested in Osaka, Japan, in 
March for burglarizing a temple; he wandered 
through an unmarked door and was surprised 
by 20 sumo wrestlers, who were staying at the 
temple and who easily detained him. 2) Police in 
Melbourne, Australia, arrested a 34-year-old man 
for robbery in January after the victim (renowned 
illustrator Bill “Weg” Green) provided police with 
an unusually helpful drawing of the perp’s face. 

CORRECTION: In last week’s “News of the 
Weird,” I misstated that a young girl’s defec- 
tive heart was removed in favor of an artificial 
one and then restarted recently, after 10 years.

day trips

The McKinney Performing Arts Center is like no other 
theatre in the state. This cultural center recycles the 1875 
county courthouse that had been vacant for more than 25 
years. What could have become an eyesore in the center of 
the town square became an asset for the community. 

“[The city of McKinney] truly made lemonade out of lem- 
ons with the old courthouse,” says Collin County Judge Ron 
Harris. "It was a public and private partnership that will 
keep the historic downtown area alive.” 

On a recent Thursday morning, parking slots were at a 
premium on the downtown square. Businesses filled the 
storefronts facing the old courthouse and spilled down the 
side streets for several blocks. The concentration of 
antique dealers, boutiques, gift shops, and restaurants 
make for an enjoyable stroll around the tree-shaded side- 
walks. The essential services have moved to the highways 
east and west of the traditional central business district. 

The architecture of the stores’ facades reflects the peri- 
od when agriculture was the town’s main reason to exist. 
The fertile soil of North Texas was once the bread basket 
for Dallas, 30 miles to the south. In the last two decades 
the Metroplex has expanded nearly to McKinney city limits. 

Still, the downtown area has managed to maintain its 
small-town charm, even if the big-box retailers are lined up 
along the highway 2 miles away. The former national bank 
building has been turned into an antique shop. The pub on 
the corner, the Londoner, was voted best British restaurant 
in the state by Avid Golfer Magazine. 

You have to look for Backstage Coffee in the back of a 
building full of shops, but it’s worth the effort. The espres- 
so is hot, and the sandwiches are delicious. They even 
have a small European-style courtyard. In the same building 
is Lone Star Wine Cellars, a tasting room for local wines 
paired with chocolates and other delights. 

All of this is complemented by the addition of the new 
performing-arts center. The three-story rock building houses 
conference rooms, reception halls, an art gallery in the 
basement, artist studio, and executive suites for lease to 
nonprofit organizations. 

The former commissioners’ court became a 440-seat 
theatre with a large stage keeping the original horseshoe- 
shaped balcony. The North Texas Chapter of American 


Theatre Organ

Harris says, so 
the annual lease to the city includes convention and tour- 
ism usage and a justice of the peace night court. The main 
use of the rooms will be for hosting weddings, art shows, 
live music, and theatre productions. 

The county couldn’t justify the major expense of remodel- 
ing the building for only 23,000-square-feet of county offic- 
es, Judge Harris says. County government moved to a 
much larger building two blocks from the town square in 
1979 and is already considering building a new courthouse 
on the outskirts of town. 

When the courthouse was completed in 1875, it was 
considered the tallest building between San Antonio and 
the Red River. A drastic remodeling in 1927 removed much 
of the steep mansard roof and the matching towers on the 
east side of the building. It is still an imposing sight and 
beautiful in its own way. 

The polished hallways with marble wainscoting are open to 
visitors most weekdays. The galleries have already hosted 
local art shows plus many private events. The Wurlitzer organ 
will have its premiere performance on June 16 and 17 at 
7pm.

“Lonely” and 
“you’re No One’s 
Nothing Special” 

Hyde Park Theatre, through June 17 

A short play needs certain qualities if it 
is to be successful. The dialogue has to be 
concise, the action poignant, 
and it has to have a live 
and insightful narrative that 
takes place, uninterruptedly, 
in a matter of minutes. It 
must feel like a comfortable 
and cohesive whole rather 
than another half hour of 
primetime. With people’s 
diminished attention spans 
today, a short play is all the more attractive 
to audiences as well as theatre companies, 
which like the fact that the cast is typically tiny and the overall pro- 
duction cost-efficient. It can seem easy to stage, which is why the 
short play is so often favored by students or struggling independents. 
But precisely because the short play is short, it is often relegated 
to the realm of the festival, where it can be lost among many other 
short plays. Hyde Park Theatre has given Ann Marie Healy’s shorts 
“Lonely” and “You’re No One’s Nothing Special,” a pair of statements 
about marrieds, the chance to stand alone the way a playwright might 
dream them to be without getting lost in a festival setting. 

“Lonely” begins with a married couple trying to sell their liv- 
ing room as “where we do all our living.” Actress Marisa Pisano 
emphasizes it with the volume of Donna Reed overstatement and 
enthusiasm to her character’s unwed sister, Francis, who admits to 
talking to herself (and who was played by Michelle Keffer the night I 


saw the show but is normally played by Kelli 
Bland). Noah Neal, who plays Frank, looks 
out through Buddy Holly frames and says, 

“My brain wears a tuxedo” when he tries to 
explain to Francis how he overcame his lone- 
liness. A full-scale fireplace and a cushiony 
couch sit in the center of the stage, and a 
serving table with hot toddies is set for about 
as long as a standard intermission, just over 
12 minutes. 

In “You’re No One’s Nothing Special,” a 
married man and married woman meet in 
the airport. They ask each other getting-to- 
know-you questions and politely curve their 
answers to whatever he or she thinks the 
other wants to hear, starting with “I’m easy.” 
Later, Neal, as a more wide-eyed hopeful than 
his character in the first play, and Heather 
Huggins sit apart from each other in post- 
coital awkwardness, speaking to each other 
face to face as profile silhouettes. A hand 
on the shoulder elicits a passionate affair. 
Director Ken Webster asks his actors to per- 
form in a painfully self-conscious tri-syllabic meter, speaking in three 
beats, with an underlying “I blank you.” 

It is Paul Davis’ scenic design that sets this production apart 
from hastily put-together short shows made for a festival. An air- 
port or hotel sign shines through black cloth. A softly lit canyon is 
spread throughout the stage for the warmest and most philosophical 
moments between the lovers like a hazy delusion. 

This second show is a whopping 28 minutes, but the intimacy of 
the place, strange and detached as it is with the characters unable 
to find stable footing with the words, feels nestled in the darkness 
of the canyon, extending the feeling into a full-length production. With 
these two shorts, you can leave the theatre fully satisfied and still 
have the rest of the night open. - Patti Hadad

Davis Gallery, through July 3 

David Leonard and Christopher St. Leger have built up quite a 
show this month at the Davis Gallery. Both artists make very precise 
paintings of skyscrapers, water towers, houses, telephone poles, 
roads, and all of the essential aspects of our urban environ. 

St. Leger’s choice of watercolor lends itself to be read as an archi- 
tectural drawing and an imagined painting. Commissions from real 
estate developers, depending on how you feel about 
your architect at the moment, can be reminders of 
great success or failure. In The Advent, St. Leger con- 
structs dramatic angles, layering in rhythms and some 
rich golden tones. Some of St. Leger’s layering is more 
cloudlike, and the perspectives and roofing angles are 
buried under a color field. The repeated lines and draw- 
ings in these works are quite soothing and nice. One 
thing that seems missing to me is some pure white 
spaces. I studied watercolor with a Chinese teacher, 
so I was taught to seek out the dragon veins, the white lines of the 
paper that connect throughout the composition. These paintings do 
feel warm and cozy. The artist gave some loving layers to the intimate 
sentiment, “Vessels shelter my friends and family.” 

David Leonard paints buildings in Austin and places he’s traveled. 
When I look at this new body of work, I can see his years of hard 
work and efforts paying off. His color is much stronger now. In the 
past, he mixed many of his tones by adding black, but in the cur- 
rent work, the grays shimmer with blue, the highlights glisten with 
peachy intonations. His palette is full spectrum, and the direction of 
the light source is clear. His basic grids, drawing skills, and attention 
to detail remain solid. Even though the topic of all of the works is 
architectural or landscape, certain pieces show a subtle humor and 
general pleasure. Wireless Sunset is a great little painting; the title is 
a jab, as the piece shows a vista of telephone poles, wires, and such 
crossing over a road receding into the distance. One of the most 
pastoral landscapes, El Paso , is basically a swirling grey smog cloud. 
Meanwhile, skyscrapers glow beautifully. One might guess that Glass 
Prairie is a grid of windows, but its abstractness shows a quiltlike 



lushness. Leonard has eliminated the horizon line and works purely 
with reflected light and the grid. Due to his newfound strength of 
color, these pieces are like mystical gems. 

This is a great show; Davis Gallery is big enough to show a large 
series of paintings and some of the smaller but funnier pieces that 
occurred during the process. - Rachel Koper

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A Prairie Home Companion

It’s been a very long time since any Robert Altman film has been 
as enjoyable as A Prairie Home Companion. Sure, 
Altman turned in a couple of nice movies with 
Cookie's Fortune and Gosford Park, but those films 
have scripts so solid they could have been directed 
by just about any competent director and probably 
delivered the same agreeable results. Altman’s 
recent forays into more abstract ensemble subjects 
- like Pret-a-Porter, Kansas City, and Dr. T and the 
Women - have all been creative failures that never 
located their disparate subjects with any precision 
and displayed no evident love for their characters. 
What’s absent in A Prairie Home Companion is exactly what makes 
this Altman film so terrific. Gone is the director’s dyspeptic world 
view and deep disdain for his characters. Whether this shift is due to 
the director’s personal evolution or the serendipitous pairing of Altman 
with fellow Midwesterner Garrison Keillor remains for future films to 
tell. Nevertheless, the combination of Keillor’s invented radio commu- 
nity of A Prairie Home Companion, which he’s perfected over the years 
through the show’s public radio broadcasts and now with this film 
script (whose story he concocted with Ken LaZebnik), and Altman’s 
roving camera eye, which in pausing to focus on an individual homes 
in on the gestalt, makes for a delightful movie experience. We had a 
glimpse of this film’s workings during the introduction of Altman by 
Meryl Streep and Lily Tomlin at this year’s Academy Awards ceremony 
before receiving his Lifetime Achievement award. Their daffy routine in 
which they stepped all over each other’s words was a prelude to their 
singing sister act in the film as Yolanda and Rhonda Johnson - stal- 
warts among the radio show’s many troupers. The film is fashioned 
in the vein of a backstage musical. But for a brief opening scene and 
epilogue set in the neon-lit diner across the street from the theatre 
in St. Paul, the action of A Prairie Home Companion all takes place 
during the last-ever presentation of the show’s live radio performance. 
This kind of live radio fell out of favor decades ago, although this corn- 
pone ensemble seems to be the last to receive the news. The station 
has been sold to a rich, heartless Texan (Tommy Lee Jones), and 


while the performers bemoan the end of the show and an era, their 
call to observe a moment of silence is met with refusal by G.K. (the 
host of the show, as Garrison Keillor is called here, and the shambling 
center of the action), who insists that a moment of silence on radio is 
simply dead air. Ed Lachman’s camera glides in and out of the dress- 
ing rooms and onstage, pausing here and there to focus on a charac- 
ter or bit of conversation. The characters are deliciously rich: There 
are the aforementioned Johnson girls, including Yolanda’s daughter 
Lola (Lohan, who holds her own quite capably), the lovable kings of 
bad jokes Dusty (Harrelson) and Lefty (O’Reilly); the cowboy balladeer 
Chuck Akers (L.Q. Jones); the suave but bumbling detective Guy Noir 
(Kline), and the mysterious woman in a white trenchcoat (Madsen) 
who stalks the theatre. The film is rather skimpy in the plot depart- 
ment; however, the fullness of the characters more than compensates 
for this omission. For The Prairie Home Companion is not really about 
anything that happens or is about to happen among these characters 
or because of the broadcast’s demise. Rather, it’s a testament to liv- 
ing in the moment and cherishing the joy of creation. At the age of 
81, Altman may show signs of mellowing, but he again emerges as a 
master filmmaker. - Marjorie Baumgarten

O CARS 

D: John Lasseter; with the voices of Owen Wilson, 
Paul Newman, Bonnie Hunt, Larry the Cable Guy, 
Cheech Marin, Tony Shalhoub, Guido Quaroni, 
Jenifer Lewis, Paul Dooley.

Muscling for rank in the crowded box- 
office speedway, this Pixar contender 
takes an early lead but loses momentum 
in the middle third. “This movie is too 
long,” remarked my four-year-old compan- 
ion. “He needs to go back to the race 
track.” We start off with a bang as rookie 
race-car Lightning McQueen (the voice of 
Wilson) roars to a photo finish with gentle- 
manly retiring champion the King (Richard 
Petty) and obnoxious upstart Chick Hicks 
(Michael Keaton). At stake is sponsorship 
by the Dinoco oil company and something 
called the Piston Cup. (“Did what in his 
cup?” a character inevitably jokes.) The 
opening scene is Pixar at its best: a 
miraculously realized otherworld populated 
entirely by motor vehicles, rendered with 
gorgeous detail and rambunctious energy 
that should delight audiences of any age. 
The visuals are dense and layered - the 


stadium audience of thousands of cars 
does “the wave” by flashing their head- 
lights, and Lightning McQueen really does 
look like Wilson - and the gags come 
at a rapid clip. (McQueen’s sponsor is 
the unglamorous Rust-Eeze Medicated 
Bumper Ointment, and its spokesmen are 
ramshackle incarnations of Tom and Ray 
Magliozzi.) But McQueen has to learn the 
error of his ways (“I’m a one-man show,” 
he insists, eschewing a crew chief), so the 
movie strands him in Radiator Springs, 
a dilapidated stop on historic Route 66, 
where he learns the true meaning of 
friendship from the locals: a sexy Porsche 
(Hunt), a rusty tow-truck (Larry the Cable 
Guy), two Italian tire specialists (Shalhoub 
and Quaroni), and Doc (Newman), who 
might or might not be a retired racer him- 
self. Life is slow in Radiator Springs, and 
the movie is, too, even though its heart is 
in the right place - championing vanish- 
ing small-town America. (Regrettably, a 
sentimental Randy Newman song reminds 
that “main street isn’t main street any- 
more,” while angling for an Oscar.) It’s 
fine enough, and the characters are cutely 
conceived - Quaroni’s powder-blue, three- 
wheeled Eurotruck steals the show - but 
the film’s energy dribbles out like leaked 


oil while McQueen struggles to pave a road 
and romance Sally. A slew of writers and 
two script doctors (Robert L. Baird and 
Dan Gerson, who helped turn the story of 
Chicken Little into a massive clusterfuck 
with an alien invasion) keep churning out 
the jokes (George Carlin is a VW minibus 
with psychedelic flashbacks and organic 
biodiesel), but the movie stalls on its 
heavy-handed messages, which are pitched 
at an adult level. Can children understand 
an elegy for historic roadside America? Few 
in our audience could, and several viewers 
were carried out fussing. The best all-ages 
movies, like Toy Story and Dreamworks’s 
Shrek, work well on multiple levels, with 
clever asides tucked into a classical quest 
narrative. Cars is a nostalgic and at times 
slowly paced movie about adult problems, 
and its story is fundamentally less engag- 
ing. It picks back up at the end, to be sure, 
but doesn’t regain its lead. Never really 
quite great, it’s still a good enough diver- 
sion for the family and should please adult 
fans of racing. - Marrit Ingman

KEEPING UP WITH THE STEINS

Scott Marshall’s film, a Los Angelean 
battle of misplaced bar mitzvah one- 
upmanship, should, by all rights, be very 
funny and certainly kick out some genuine 
guffaws. It’s doesn’t, sadly, but by this 
day and age, everyone from the Taliban 
to the RAHOWA skinheads to Deepak 
Chopra and the Dali Lama, the Pope, and 
Hizzoner Ed Koch knows that even the 
best, smoothest, Xanax-free bar (or, for 
the girls, bat-) mitzvah is rife with comic 
possibility, and I speak from experience 
here (white-knuckled, bowel-shredding, 
dread being the hallmark of my own rite 
of passage back in 1980). For the goyim 
wondering what the big deal is - “Isn’t it 
the same as, you know, Confirmation?” 

- well, no, not unless your nervous, 13- 
year-old mind is able to master the Torah 
scripture, in the ancient Hebrew - no vow- 
els, even - that you chant to the assem- 
bled throng in a lilting, dirgy meter that’s 
less Gershwin, more Torquemada. That’s 
bad enough, but when you add to that 
the requisite post-synagogue celebration, 
with all those freaky, cheek-grabbing rela- 
tives and the overall sense of exhaustion 
undercut with pride and every kid’s youth- 
ful sense of “What now?,” it’s a doozy of 
a day. So I had high hopes for Marshall’s 
film, which features his father, Garry, as 
the free-spirited grandfather who ran out 
on his wife (Roberts of Everybody Loves 
Raymond) and son Adam Fiedler (Piven) 

- the latter now, fittingly, channeling 
that abandonment rage into a success- 
ful career as a Los Angeles talent agent. 
The impending bar mitzvah of Adam’s son 
Benjamin (Sahara of Spy Kids) becomes 
both an overwrought pissing contest 
between Adam and his estranged father, 
as well as his ex-business partner (Miller, 
smarming it all the way to the promised 
land), who earlier threw his own bar-mitz- 
vah boy a lavishly tacky Titanic - themed 
event that Adam must now attempt to 
top, if he can. Poor Benjamin just wants 
to get through it alive, of course; he’s 
the only real mensch in the film, but 
Marshall’s sage, goofy grandfather sees 
the kid’s rocketing stress and comes 

to the rescue quite nicely. Keeping Up 
With the Steins isn’t a bad film - it just 
devolves into the limp sort of schmaltzy 
conclusion you keep hoping it will avoid. 
Almost any episode of Freaks and Geeks 
captured both the high anxiety of young 
males, Jewish and otherwise, much more 
affectingly, and with a far better sense of 
where the borderline between childhood 
and not-childhood begins to blur. Kudos, 
though, to Adam Goldberg’s psychotically 
memorable cameo, and a fleeting refer- 
ence to that other confused Benjamin 
(Braddock, of The Graduate) involving a 
sensible time-out in the family pool. It 
seems “plastics” just doesn’t cut it as 
sage advice anymore. - Marc Savlov

It seems only fitting that the Devil’s 
true name is Seamus Davey-Fitzpatrick, a 
lineal collision of such sprawling implica- 
tion that the mind reels before even the 
unspooling of a single reel of this finely 
honed yet utterly pointless remake. There 
is, as I’m sure you already know, the 
origin of Seamus, a fine old warhorse of 
an Irish name cribbed, somewhere along 
the line (if the majority of baby-naming 
Web sites are to be believed), from the 
English James, meaning “he who sup- 
plants.” A-ha! Clearly something’s rotten 
in heaven already, and so we move on to 
Davey, which can only point, conspiratori- 
ally I might add, to that beloved series of 
faith-based, clay animation shorts Davey 
and Goliath, in which a boy and his dog 
(not to be confused with the L.Q. Jones’ 
film version of Harlan Ellison’s seminal 
post-apocalypse tale A Boy and His Dog, 
although, really, at this point, why the hell 
not?) attempt to circumnavigate the ser- 
pentine coils of pixelated early-pre-adult- 
hood. From there it’s just a hop, skip, and 
a jump (over a vast lake of molten human 
carnage) to factoring in the way-too-obvi- 
ous-to-ignore fact that Davey and Goliath, 
chums to the end, aired in syndicated 
format from 1960-65, which gives us, urn, 
two sixes and a five plus a one, which, 
of course, adds up to - wait for it! - 666 
(obviously the one, the nine, and the dash 
are erratum and should be discarded 
from the sum)! Fitzpatrick, well, I haven’t 
had time to figure that one out yet, but 
I’m pretty sure it has something to do 
with the word “tricky.” The point of all 
this is by now lost even on me, although 
I can safely say that the mystery of this 
remake of Richard Donner’s 1976 demon- 
child flick is infinitely more entertaining 
- and puzzling - than anything going on 
in The Da Vinci Code. The story here is an 
almost note-perfect reproduction of the 
original with some minor details cast out 
(Gregory Peck, for one) in favor of the kind 
of actorly upgrades you get in nearly all 
remakes these days (Liev Schrieber, for 
two), which is to say, not so hot. As the 
American ambassador to Italy/England 
and nonsire of the Antichrist, Schreiber 
musters little of Peck’s steely gravitas, 
although he acquits himself admirably in 
any case. Stiles, however, is just plain 
miscast as both his wife and Damien’s 
unwitting human stepmom. Lee Remick

was 41 when she tried to raise hell, and 
at 25, Stiles is still too cheerfully coltish 
to believably manage the complex mater- 
nal terrors at the heart of this character. 
This Omen’s major (and only) coup comes 
courtesy of Mia Farrow. As Mrs. Baylock, 
the Antichrist’s anti-Mary Poppins, she 
uses her own whippet-thin frame to glee- 
ful, deviant effect. Having previously acted 
the part of Catholic girl-turned-Satan’s 
cheerleader, Farrow here achieves a stra- 
tum of self-referential cinematic meta-irony 
that’s oddly endearing to watch. She plays 
it as straight as a scalpel on an umbilicus 
and momentarily puts Rosemary’s Baby 
clean out of your mind. Momentarily. Apart 
from the show-stopping third-act demise 
of Thewlis (very nicely upping the ante 
on David Warner’s original show-stopping 
last gasp) and the whole Davey-Fitzpatrick 
what’s-in-a-name mindfuck, Farrow’s deli- 
cately crazed performance is the only real 
reason to rush out to see the film. And, it 
goes without saying, only if you’ve already 
savored Donner’s broodingly tawdry original.

ONE PERFECT DAY 

D: Paul Currie; with Dan Spielman, Leeanna 
Walsman, Abbie Cornish , Nathan Phillips , Andrew 
Ho ward , Kerry Armstrong. (NR, 106 min.) 

Apparently in Melbourne it’s still 1991. 
And Manchester, UK. That’s the vibe on 
display, at any rate, throughout this earnest, 
soulful, and jarringly melodramatic rave- 
culture love story, which plays like a great- 
est-hits package of a Down-Under version 
of the old ABC Afterschool Specials had 
they been directed by someone less tal- 
ented than Human Traffic's Justin Kerrigan. 
That particular new-school (albeit now old- 
school) raver’s hit-parade movie was an 
occasionally engrossing, often audacious 
peek inside the warping lives of young UK 
twentysomethings as they grooved their 
way between shiftless and idle, from club 
to drug and work to play and fast-forward 
through all else. It was pop-culture social 
commentary masquerading as a comic- 
book lifestyle guide, but even at its dopiest 
moments, Kerrigan’s film (not unlike Greg 
Harrison’s similarly themed stateside- 
lensed Groove) managed to be what every 
rave and every raver ever aspired to: fun. 
One Perfect Day, on the other hand, is a 
morning-after, feel-bad bummer, akin to 
having Einsturzende Neubauten remix Josh 
Wink’s “Higher State of Consciousness” 
and then listening to it in the rain while 
Death Cab for Cutie drives by and spits on 
you. Not even my idea of a good time. Still, 
chalk one up for the triumph of emotion 
over emo, if you want. Moody, soundscap- 
ing opera student Tommy is attending the 
Royal Academy of Music in London (where 
he gets to hear the director of the New 
Berlin Opera whine things like: “Opera is 
dead ... I keep searching, searching for 
someone who has the courage to create 
something that speaks to the human condi- 
tion of our time, someone who can bring 
opera back to the people.” Yikes) when he 
gets word that back home in Melbourne his 
sister Emma (Cornish) has died of a drug 
overdose, on her birthday, just hours after 
he hung up on a pleading phone call from 
her. Home for the funeral (which, against all 
odds, is nicely set to a spare, baleful track 
by techno-hipsters Lamb), Tommy reunites 
with girlfriend Alysse (Walsman), only to dis- 
cover that not only was she with his sister 
the night she died but also may be sharing 
her bed with the local dance-club pillboxer. 
Communication lines thus jammed, the 
stage is set for some serious youth-angst 
melodrama (for once of late, the collusion 
of melody and drama is bang-on). Director 
Currie has a certain visual flair that lends 
itself to the frequent scenes of club-hop- 
ping debauch, but with a story that feels 
ripped from the pages of whatever they call 
Tiger Beat on the bottom of the world it’s all 
quite annoying, although, that said, no one 
can say Currie’s film hasn’t got its beat in 
the right place. - Marc Savlov

AFS@Dobie Despite perpetual rumors 
of its demise as a genre, the Western is 
alive and well in the Australian outback. 

The Proposition, whose screenplay and 
score are by cult musician of gloom Nick 
Cave, follows in the gritty tradition of Sam 
Peckinpah, John Huston, and Robert 
Aldrich - American filmmakers who made 
Westerns about strong-willed men and the 
individualized codes by which they live. 

This Australian outback comprises its own 
kind of badlands: harsh, inhospitable ter- 
rain that provides cover for desperados so 
completely beyond the human pale that 
they seem to have more in common with 
wild animals. The story is set in the 1880s, 
when the English still ruled the continent, 
wresting the land from the indigenous peo- 
ples and claiming it for their own. Yet law 
and governance remain distant realities, 
and their application even more remote. 
Into this stark, unremitting country comes 
Capt. Stanley (Winstone), a lawman/sol- 
dier whose single-minded desire becomes 
the apprehension of the defiant Burns 
brothers. Wanted for rape and murder, the 
three Irish Burns boys appear to commit 
their crimes - against white people, no 
less - for sheer thrills. Stanley captures 
two of the brothers in the film’s brutal 
opening shoot-out and presents the elder 
Charlie (Pearce) with an impossible propo- 
sition: Stanley will hold young, dim-witted 
Mikey Burns (Wilson) in jail until Christmas 
day while Charlie hunts down and kills his 
psychotic renegade brother Arthur (Huston), 
who is holed up in the outback. The stark 
duality of the plot echoes throughout the 
film, especially in its striking production 
design. Striking a dainty blow against the 
untamed frontier is Stanley’s wife, Martha 
(Watson), who creates an illusion of 
English propriety in the midst of the primi- 
tivism. Her china teacups and delicate 
Christmas ornaments complement the gar- 
den and white picket fence she’s staked 
around her house on the frontier. The per- 
formances all strike a perfect note. As 
Stanley, Winstone’s sweat-profusing body 
seems emblematic of his situation, while 
Watson’s small, feminine frame reflects 
civilization’s uphill battle. Peace remains 
inscrutable, especially when up against the 
drunken, Darwin-spouting bounty hunter 
played by Hurt. As the wild yet poetically 
inclined brother Arthur, Huston has never 
delivered a performance this good. He 
becomes the dark, unknowable heart of 
the story. Not since the great Once Upon a 
Time in the West have so many flies 
appeared in a Western: They seem as 
inured to swatting as do lawless humans 
in this godforsaken place. Cave’s droning, 
incantatory music on the soundtrack pro- 
vides an aural equivalent for these sweat- 
sucking pests. Like the countryside it por- 
trays, The Proposition is visually brutal and 
bloody. Delicate sensibilities are pummeled 
rather than spared. “Civilization” emerges 
from a gun barrel, and its discontents are 
everywhere. - Marjorie Baumgarten

© TIBET: A BUDDHIST TRILOGY 

D: Graham Coleman. (NR, 134 min., subtitled) 

You don’t have to be a student of Buddhism to 
be entranced by the dreamlike images in Coleman’s 
intimate portrait of Tibetan monks. More a medita- 
tion than a traditional documentary, this film beauti- 
fully employs direct cinema techniques to transport 
the viewer into the world of an exiled culture. Shot 
between 1974 and 1978 and released internation- 
ally in 1979 in a nearly four-hour version, the trilogy 
has now been recut by nearly half, remastered, 
and re-released. The opening titles provide a 
brief recounting of China’s invasion of Tibet in the 
1950s, the destruction of 6,000 monasteries, the 
death of 2 million Tibetans, and the flight of the 
Dalai Lama and more than 100,000 refugees from 
their homeland. The minimal expository narration 
quickly falls away, and colorful footage of meditating 
monks is accompanied only by location sounds: 
chanting, breathing, mountain winds, bird calls. If it 
sounds slow, that’s because it is. But the result is 
a truly penetrating portrait into an ancient culture.

The film’s focus on the confusion and incompre- 
hension makes it the story of all Americans.

ANTONE'S, FRIDAY 9 & SATURDAY 10 


There’s a long silence on the other end of the phone while 
Maceo Parker gathers his thoughts. At home in Kingston, N.C., 
he’s anticipating an overdue return to Austin this Friday and 
Saturday at Antone’s. The quintessential funky saxophonist, who 
logged many years and countless miles with the pantheon of 
groove masters - James Brown, George Clinton, Bootsy Collins, 
and Prince - is at a loss for words when asked about his friend 
Clifford Antone. 

“The first thing that comes to mind is how he and Susan 
[Antone] really went out of their way to make you feel at home,” 
Parker recalls fondly. “It’s so easy to work for them, you feel like 
you’re part of their family. Clifford would come to all the sound- 
checks and just hang out with us. Sometimes he’d call us early in 
the day and say, ‘Come on, let’s go eat.’” 

Parker and his well-oiled ninepiece funkestra are returning to 
Antone’s for the first time in several years; after steadily appear- 
ing at the club for almost two decades, his string of marathon 
funk extravaganzas have become local legend. 

“Y’know, we normally don’t play straight blues, but because 
it’s Antone’s, we’d pull out something like ‘Driftin’ & Driftin’’ and 
Clifford would come running out of the back with a big smile on 
his face,” Parker chuckles. 

Recently referred to as “one of the last bastions of indepen- 
dent clubs in the U.S,” Antone’s holds a special place for Parker,

Q. Is mangosteen really a more powerful antioxi- 
dant than blueberries? 

A. Mangosteen, an exotic tropical fruit, not 
to be confused with the familiar mango that 
we can find in our supermarkets, is used in 
Asian medicine to treat diarrhea and some other 
maladies. It has recently been touted as the most 
potent available food source of antioxidants 
according to the USDA test of antioxidant power 
known as ORAC, short for oxygen radical absor- 
bance capacity. Compared to blueberries with 
an ORAC value of 2,400 units per 100 grams, 
marketers of mangosteen juice claim that it has 
17,000 units per 100 grams. 

Studies at Tufts University suggest that con- 
suming fruits and vegetables with a high ORAC 
value may help slow the aging process. A large 
number of fruits and vegetables qualify as “high 
ORAC value” foods with scores that average 
900, and blueberries are near the top of the list. 
Prunes and raisins actually have higher scores 
but only because they are dried. Plums and 
grapes have ORAC scores about one-third that 
of blueberries. 

The ORAC value reflects the strength and 
duration of a food’s antioxidant protection abil- 
ity as a single number. The ORAC number is 
important because free radical damage acceler- 
ates the aging process and increases the risk of 
certain types of cancer, coronary heart disease, 
and many other health problems. 

A major drawback of the ORAC test is that 
many chemicals behave entirely differently in 
our bodies compared to their behavior in a test 
tube. A high ORAC number (in a test tube) does 
not guarantee that your body can absorb and 
utilize the antioxidants that produce the high 
ORAC score. 

Also, it is not yet known whether the use 
of such a high-ORAC food as mangosteen 
has health advantages. In a study comparing 
nine common fruits (pear, apple, orange, grape, 
peach, plum, kiwi, melon, and watermelon), 
with the exception of pears, all these fruits sup- 
pressed the generation of free radicals in the 
blood of study subjects for about 90 minutes 
(see Journal of Medicinal Foods, spring 2005, pp. 
41-46). These results suggest that fruit juices 
reduce damage from oxidative stress as expected 
but that the effect is relatively short-lived. This 
is quite reasonable, since the body actually uses 
free radicals to defend against invading bacteria. 
If that defense were suppressed for an extended 
period of time, the body would be more vulner- 
able to life-threatening infections. 

Antioxidant activity in the body is tightly 
controlled, and Dr. Ronald Prior of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture Research Service esti- 
mates that the ideal intake is 3,000 to 5,000 
ORAC units per day, and higher amounts may 
have no added benefits. This translates to one-to- 
three servings per meal of high ORAC fruits and 
vegetables, an amount any of us could manage. 

Entrepreneurs are always on the lookout 
for natural medicines, especially cancer cures. 
Mangosteen has recently joined a long list of nat- 
ural compounds that may have anti-cancer activ- 
ity. An extract of mangosteen rind inhibits the 
reproduction of cultured breast cancer cells and 
increases the rate of apoptosis or “cell suicide.” 
It is a very long way from an observation such as 
this to a “cancer cure,” but experiments such as 
this certainly increase the sales of mangosteen.

PROTESTING HIGH PROPERTY TAXES 

My property taxes are outrageously high. How can I 
challenge the high property taxes? 

File a written protest. A written notice of protest 
will be considered valid if it identifies the owner, the 
property being protested, and clearly indicates that 
you disagree with the appraisal district’s decision. An 
easy way to file a written protest is to fill out and sub- 
mit the protest form provided by the Travis County 
Appraisal District at www.traviscad.org/formlist.htm. 

Keep in mind that there is a deadline to file 
a notice of protest of your property’s value. As a 
general rule, the deadline will be the later of the 
following dates: 1) May 31st or 2) 30 days after the 
appraisal district mailed a notice of appraised value 
(note that it’s not when you received the notice; 
rather, it is when the notice was mailed, so be sure 
to look at the correct date). There are a handful of 
exceptions that would allow people to file a late 
protest (full-time military, off-shore workers, etc.). 

Not sure whether you want to protest your 
property taxes? Some of the factors the Texas 
Comptroller’s Office suggests a property owner 
should consider to determine whether a protest 
would be appropriate include: 

• Is the property valued unequally when compared 
with other property in the appraisal district? 

• Did the appraisal district deny a relevant exemp- 
tion (homestead exemption, disabled veteran 
exemption, etc)? 

• Do the appraisal records show an incorrect owner 
or identify the wrong property? 

• Is the property being taxed by the wrong taxing 
units (i.e., the tax records show the property in the 
incorrect school district)? 

If the answer to any of these questions is 
yes, the property owner may want to give con- 
sideration to protesting the property’s value for 
property tax purposes. Read next week’s column 
for tips on how to prepare a good argument for a 
tax value protest.

HOW TO TELL WHEN 
IT'S TIME TO JUNK A CAR 


Dear Tom and Ray: 

Please define “driving a car into the ground. ” I realize 
I’m on the downside of my ’93 Toyota TRunner’s lifetime. 
I crossed 200,000 miles a month ago but would like to 
keep it for at least a year more ( I’m saving to buy my 
next vehicle in full). But in the meantime, little things are 
starting to go wrong. My air conditioning hasn’t worked 
in five years, and now the heat doesn’t work unless it’s on 
high. I had the rust taken out, but it’s reappeared stronger 
than ever. The car is far from being dead, but I wonder if 
it’s in my best interest to get these repairs done, or just 
sock that potential cash away for the new vehicle. The AC 
estimate alone was something like $1,300, and (at least 
before my rear door panel was bashed by some idiot) the 
vehicle’s blue-book value was around $2,500. AC and heat 
are optional in my book, but at some point, something is 
going to give. At what point do I just leave it by the road 
and walk to the nearest Toyota dealer and buy another 
truck? - Linley 

RAY; Well, Linley, I’m going to let my brother define 
“driving a car into the ground,” since he’s the world’s 
foremost authority. 

TOM; It’s simple. A car has been driven into the 
ground when the amount of money it requires to 
be roadworthy exceeds the amount you’re willing 
to spend. So either the car won’t go, or it’s not safe 
for it to go anymore, and you don’t want to pay the 
minimum necessary to keep it on the road. Then 
you reluctantly take the plates off it, pay somebody 
to tow it away, and consider the car “driven into the 
ground.” 

RAY; And while you certainly sound like you’re 
coming in for a landing, Linley, you’re not on the 
ground yet. 

TOM: It’s easy to be confused near the end of a 
car’s life, when multiple things start to go wrong. 
But you have to separate “safety” issues from “con- 
venience” issues. And everything you mention is a 
convenience issue. 

RAY: Right. If you don’t mind driving without AC, 
who cares? That’s your business. It hasn’t worked for 
five years. So what? My brother hasn’t worked for 10. 

TOM: The heat only works on the high setting. 
Well, if you don’t mind switching between wearing 
a parka and driving in your underwear, why should 
anyone else care? 

RAY: And the rear door panel? Who cares? Use the 
other door. Or climb out the window. 

TOM: None of these issues makes the car unsafe 
to drive. So you’re under no obligation to fix them. If 
you’d rather save the money than have air condition- 
ing, that’s fine. 

RAY: Now, if you had a bad wheel bearing, a hole in 
the floor that allowed leaking exhaust to enter the cabin 
or a leaky brake line, that would be a safety issue, and 
you’d have to fix it - or junk the car. 

TOM: So, I’d have your favorite mechanic give the 
car a good once-over. Have him check stuff like the 
front end, the tires and the brakes. If he finds any 
safety-related problems, you can see what they’ll cost 
to fix and then make your decision. 

RAY: But as long as the car is safe to drive, you can 
just keep driving it and save your money. Then when 
the time comes, and you just don’t want to put any 
more money into it, call my brother. He’ll make you 
an offer.
